Now Is the Time for Justice! 

Dear Editor, 

I am writing this letter as an involved citizen in 
East Austin who is a member of the Blackshear 
Prospect Hill Neighborhood Association and 
current president of the Organization of Central 
East Austin Neighborhoods. It is apparent to me 
that we as a community have not attained racial 
reconciliation and social justice. 

Too many of our black and Hispanic young 
people are caught in the tar pit of our criminal 
justice system. It is this system that keeps our 
youth targeted by police, mired in criminality, and 
burdened in financial servitude. There are no 
job-training programs, no jobs, alternative sen- 
tencing, or early interventions for our commu- 
nity - only jail, financial penalties, and possibly 
death or injury at the hand of law enforcement. 

This system must be recognized for what it is: 
the unmentionable “R”-word. It infects not only 
the way the police treat blacks and browns in 
East Austin. It also still lingers in our community 
schools that struggle with resegregation, lack 
of resources, and attempts to close minority 
schools. It is embedded in the UT landgrab of 
the Blackland neighborhood. It clings to our 
City Council in the form of the “Gentlemen’s 
Agreement” that designates two seats - one 
black, one Hispanic - to be elected at large. It 
is especially noxious in the form of gentrification 
and the expulsion of minorities and the poor 
from their neighborhoods through ever-increasing 
property taxes. It is apparent in the planning and 
development of high-rent condos and townhomes 
encircling our neighborhoods and sold or rented 
at rates that only the wealthy can afford. It also 
identifies the future demarcation of the minority 
community as east of 130/183 toll road. 

Kevin Brown can be found again and again in 
our history, recent and past, going back to eman- 
cipation. Instead of once again focusing on the 
individual act of one police officer against another 
minority, it is time the city, county, and AISD work 
with the black and Hispanic community to identify 
ways to reconcile a racist past and actually work 
toward a more just society. It is also time for young 
blacks and Hispanics to pull up their pants, tighten 
their belts, lace up their tennis shoes, and get to 
work. We are not in the promised land. It’s up to 
your generation and your children’s generation to 
pick up the banner from your grandparents and 
parents and fight for racial and social justice.

He is right to call attention to the fact that we 
require restraint. I just don’t think it was warranted 
in this case. I can’t believe Ingmar Bergman’s Wild 
Strawberries is any less sentimental than Knocked 
Up. Wild Strawberries might be even more senti- 
mental than Knocked Up. The films simply require 
room to move about. We should not smother 
sentiment because it threatens, for a moment, to 
overwhelm the intellect.

High Density Development

In his posting May 28 [Austin Chronicle

Former City Council member (1971-’74) and Mayor 
(1975-’77) Jeff Friedman, credited with bringing con- 
temporary city politics to Austin, died June 7 at the age 
of 62 after a heart attack. Since stepping down from 
office, he had practiced law; he ran again for mayor and 
lost in 1988.

NAKED CITY 


Dog-chaining - or tying up a pooch with a rope, cord, 
or similar type of tether while unattended - will be ille- 
gal in Austin as of Oct. 1, thanks to an ordinance 
adopted Thursday by City Council. The group Chain Free 
Austin has been campaigning for the measure since 
last September, citing a slew of studies that say chain- 
ing is unhealthy for dogs both physically and psychologi- 
cally, as well as dangerous to people, especially kids, 
as dogs are twice as likely to attack while chained. 
Exceptions include lawful animal events, grooming, 
training, and chaining when the owner is present and 
outside. If dogs can’t be brought inside to live, an 
enclosed outdoor living area that’s at least 150 square 
feet is permissible. Though it’s a relatively cheap and 
simple do-it-yourself job, depending on your handiness, 


financial assistance for constructing dog enclosures is 
available to low-income residents by way of the Austin 
Community Foundation and Town Lake Animal Shelter. 
Chain Free Austin will have an online grant application 
on its website by June 14. For more info, including the 
full ordinance, go to www.chainfreeaustin.org.

The Planning Commission voted 9-0 Tuesday to save 
the Mean Eyed Cat, approving a cocktail-lounge zoning 
change it needs in order to continue operation. The 
request now goes to council. The Mean Eyed Cat is an 
eclectic beer-bar shrine to Johnny Cash, with much sup- 
porting memorabilia; owner Chris Marsh named it after 
a Cash song his dad sang to him as a lullaby. Adding to 
the joint’s cutting-edge appeal is its blade-bedecked 
decor, which pays homage to the shack’s long history 
as Cut-Rite Chainshaws. The place became an instant 
classic soon after opening in 2004; it now is being kept 
as part of Fifth Street Commons, a large mixed-use 
project going up in the 1500 block of West Fifth with 
retail, restaurants, and 138 apartments. Some West 
Austinites are worried, however, that their neighborhood 
could be damaged by allowing a precedent-setting den 
of drunkenness. The bar had been operating under 
retail zoning, due to opposition from the start from the 
Old West Austin Neighborhood Association. But Marsh 
never could meet the requirement that more than 50% 
of sales come from food, as he lacks a kitchen. Hence 
the request to change to a zoning that allows cocktail 
lounges. OWANA voiced the only opposition at Planning 
Commission. On Saturday from 6 to 10pm, the public is 
invited to the Concert to Stay Mean ($5 cover) at the 
Cat, to support the zoning change. More than 5,000 
Austinites have signed a petition (www.staymean.com) in 
support of the Cat. A letter from numerous British music- 
industry luminaries - including the Pretenders - has 
arrived in support as well; the Brits hold an annual South 
by Southwest party there and adore the Texana Johnny 
Cash cum chain-saw-blade schtick. - Katherine Gregor

Knee Jerks 

Quick! 

Let's jump to conclusions!

Here we go again. 

In another spasm of polarizing Austin poli- 
tics, the city is emotionally and rhetorically split 
along predictable lines, as citizens take extreme 
positions on flash-point public issues and lob 
grenades from either side. Currently, one of the 
debates - the fatal police shooting of Kevin 
Brown - is a wrenching matter of life and death. 
The other headline matter is the recent city loan 
for Las Manitas Avenue Cafe, not nearly so dire 
but surprisingly evoking similarly strong public 
responses (although for significantly different 
reasons). But what both controversies have 
oddly in common is the stubborn refusal of 
those staking out their positions even to con- 
sider the actual facts of the matter at hand. 

First, Las Manitas. A year ago, there was a 
broad public outcry when it was announced 
that Las Manitas, a 25-year Austin institution, 
and several other small businesses (including 
an innovative day-care center sponsored by the 
restaurant) would be displaced by a $100 mil- 
lion Marriott hotel complex. “I do know this,” 
commented Liveable City’s Jim Walker at the 
time. “What Las Manitas has given to Austin 
over the last 25 years is worth much, much 
more than $100 million.” With virtually no 
public opposition at the time, the city embarked 
on a yearlong effort to craft a solution that 
would preserve the restaurant and support its 
Downtown relocation. Last week the City 
Council announced the culmination of that 
effort, a $750,000 partly forgivable loan from 
development-based fees raised directly from 
the very projects that are transforming that part 
of Downtown and displacing businesses like 
this legendary restaurant. 

Read it here: Congratulations, City Council 
and city of Austin. 

But thanks to a tsk-tsking editorial in the 
Statesman (duly echoed by John “King of the 
Know Nothings” Kelso) and a resolutely ignorant 
campaign on talk radio, you would have thought 
the council had decided to underwrite Osama 
bin Laden’s family falafel shop. At this writing, 
this crabs-in-a-basket campaign - fueled by yet 
another disappointed-parent Statesman editorial 
this week - has yet to subside. One need only 
visit the Chronicle online forums, or the similar 
Statesman outlets, to hear the keyboards fever- 
ishly pounding. (It’s always amusing to hear 
loyal denizens of two of the most thoroughly 
state-sponsored and -subsidized industries - 
radio/TV and computers - howl in outrage at 
“taxpayer giveaways.” They should know) 

I won’t rehearse the arguments here, which 
we’ve reported for the past year, but suggest all 
interested read Katherine Gregor’s eloquent 
“Five Good Reasons Las Manitas Deserves a 
City Loan,” posted last week on Chronic 
(austinchronicle.com/chronic) and explaining in 
detail why the loan is good public policy. Most 
notable about the negative responses to Gregor’s 
piece is that not a one bothers to engage the

actual arguments Gregor makes or the related 
amplifications offered last week by Mayor Will 
Wynn. (Notably ignored by opponents is that 
Marriott needs the cooperation of the block’s 
property owners, including Las Manitas’ Perez 
sisters, if the hotel project is to proceed.) 

There are reasonable arguments to be made 
against the Las Manitas loan, and Council 
Members Sheryl Cole and Lee Leffingwell 
articulated some of them last week, unsuc- 
cessfully - but that’s not what you’ll see here. 
It’s a giveaway, by God, and nobody’s gonna 
let that crab outta this here basket! 

A Workable Peace 

The police shooting of Kevin Brown, the 
fourth in five years, is a much more troubling 
controversy. As Jordan Smith recounts in 
“Unsuspended Judgments” this week (p.30), 
we still don’t know precisely what happened, 
although the implacable reality is that what- 
ever the circumstances, another young person 
has died at the hands of the Austin Police 
(that is, by our common authority). Brown 
follows Sophia King (2002), Jesse Lee Owens 
(2003), and Daniel Rocha (2005). Whatever 
the specific cause of this particular tragic 
death, as a community, we have to work still 
harder to get to the bottom of the larger 
causes - social, economic, racial - that set 


these tragedies in terrible motion. At a mini- 
mum, we have to find a way to reduce the 
circumstances in which police officers become 
first responders to every mental-health crisis 
or neighborhood social conflict, especially 
when they haven’t been trained or equipped to 
resolve those problems. 

In the present case, a county-line-style, 
after-hours, cut-and-shoot club has been 
plunked down in the middle of a residential 
neighborhood, and the city and the police 
have been trying, in vain, for months to estab- 
lish some kind of workable peace. The staff of 
that club expects the police, working overtime 


in the middle of the night, to control the 
club’s rowdier patrons - including, when nec- 
essary, disarming them of concealed weapons. 
Yet when the inevitable tragedy occurs, the 
club owner has the astonishing gall to accuse 
the police of “cold-blooded murder.” 

Even more troubling is the abrupt and 
radical polarization of the public discussion 
- long before any of us can be remotely cer- 
tain what actually happened in the early 
morning hours of June 3. On the same talk 
shows, in the letters columns, on blogs and 
postings, or during the current Austin Police 
Department chief candidate forums, there is 
little patience and less middle ground. 
Kevin Brown is either lamented as a mar- 
tyred innocent or condemned as an unmiti- 
gated thug; Officer Michael Olsen is either 
celebrated as a noble hero or excoriated as a 
premeditating murderer. These caricatures, 
founded in almost complete and mutual 
ignorance, have essentially nothing to do 
with what happened when Brown was killed 
and say even less about what we must do to 
prevent the next killing. 

We need to wait, listen, and consider well 
the mixed precedents. Sophia King’s death 
was properly ruled a justifiable use of force, 
although the broader and deeper implications 
of her untreated mental illness (not a police 
matter) remain mostly unaddressed. Daniel 
Rocha’s shooting was shown to be 
unjustified, and the officer who 
panicked and killed him was justi- 
fiably terminated. The Jesse Owens 
shooting was almost certainly 
unjustified and wrong, the proper 
verdict frustrated, and the only 
positive outcome has been stricter 
APD training and supervision. 
None of these incidents ended 
happily; neither were they resolved in ways 
that justify the currently polarized public 
debate over last week’s shooting. 

The untimely death of Kevin Brown has its 
own particular circumstances, and the ongo- 
ing investigations should be completed before 
we can come to any conclusions about what 
went wrong and why. And even when we learn 
what happened June 3 - whatever the specific, 
circumstantial outcome - we will not be much 
closer to knowing how to prevent this kind of 
outrage from happening again. 

For that to happen, we need to be able to 
talk to one another. ■ 


It was a lineup so grand that no playbill, no 
marquee, no City Council agenda could con- 
tain it all. 

Downtown - one night only, June 7, 2007: 
City Hall’s Night of a Thousand Czars! Thrill! 
to a PowerPoint presentation so great, it 
requires not one! - not two! - not three! - but 
four assistant city managers! Swoon! as chief 
of staff Kristen Vassal lo dazzles with budget 
initiatives on affordable housing! Gasp! as 
Chief Financial Officer John Stephens stuns 
with transportation and infrastructure financ- 
ing minutiae! From who else but FutrellCo - 
the only name in city entertainment! 

While stopping just short of a kaleidoscopi- 
cally choreographed Busby Berkeley finale on 
the dais, last council meeting’s Discussion 
on Budget Policies made with the razzle- 
dazzle. Following the city manager’s initial 
financial forecast last month, the discussion 
was the next act in the run-up to the main 
event - the city’s next fiscal year budget. But 
first, flash back to another popular routine: 
City Council’s headline-grabbing working 
retreats last year. Seems their sticker-licking 
session at the Crossings did more than 
encourage self-selecting mouth-breathers and 
spleen-venters to speed-dial talk radio. During 
the retreat, they cooked up four citywide priori- 
ties to inform the FY 2008 budget: a rich 
social and cultural community; a healthy, safe 
city; vibrant urban fabric; and sustainable eco- 
nomic development and financial health. 
During the presentation, the cavalcade of city 
apparatchiks detailed the individual budget 
initiatives in each pillar of wisdom: file Down- 
town quality-of-life, and its master plan, under 
the “rich social” heading (how about plain-old 
rich?); Green Water Treatment Plant redevel- 
opment and transportation financing under 
“vibrant urban fabric,” etc. 

Great things all, but wait - didn’t May’s 
dreaded financial forecast have Austin some 
$27.5 million in the hole? Well, that very 
much depends on how you look at things. 
Seems the 16 priority areas staff covered 
already have funding secured in the FY 08 
budget scenario - to the order of $58 million, 
on top of Futrell’s proposed $7 million in 
“growth related” and “internal control” invest- 
ments. Now don’t get us wrong - these pro- 
grams, repairs, and initiatives will likely improve 
our collective lives, and they’re likely under- 


funded at that. But honestly - why front-load 
$65 million worth of spending into a budget, 
only to decry a shortfall less than half of that? 

The answer arrived when it was time to talk 
tax. As a coda to the presentation, Futrell 
queried council whether to consider raising 
the property tax above her proposal of the 
“effective rate” (39.54 cents - lower than last 
year, but due to rising property values bringing 
in the same “effective” amount) by one cent. 
Due to starve-the-beast state laws, the highest 
council can go without an election is 41.20 
cents - the “rollback rate,” which garners an 
extra $10.9 million in revenue. With a $27.5 
million “deficit” - accurately named or not - 
what song do you think council was singing? 

Everyone who spoke agreed that effective 
wouldn’t cut it. Betty Dunkerley suggested 
making it “policy” to tax at rollback for the 
next couple of years, as the effective rate is 
“simply not adequate” compared to other cit- 
ies; Sheryl Cole concurred. Brewster McCrack- 
en didn’t advocate for it outright but noted 
the effective-rate lunacy of serving some 
50,000 more citizens on the same amount of 
money as last year. BTP isn’t opposed to the 
rollback rate either - especially considering 
how low Austin’s property tax rates are com- 
pared to other Texas cities. But with a budget 
as fast and loose as this one, it would be 
nice if the city could approach the budget 
rationally - making the case to capitalize on 
the growth we’re seeing - instead of an elabo- 
rate song and dance about a shortfall. 

Speaking of which, a quick word on that 
forecast - although it was bundled with the 
discussion handout for reference, Futrell took 
pains to remind everyone it was based solely 
“on the first several months” of the fiscal 
year; when the proposed budget rolls around 
after council’s summer break, it will have 
“about three more months of information,” 
that “estimates and assumptions will 
change”; plausible deniability for when the 
show-stopping $27.5 million “forecast gap” 
magically shrinks in the actual budget. Stars 
are always so much smaller when you see 
them in person. 

Council is “ hospitalized for exhaustion" this week , 
returning June 21 for their last meeting before their 
summer break to consider Austin’s sweat-free uni- 
forms ordinance (see “Naked City"). Direct all “BTP" 
fan mail to wdunbar@austinchronicle.com.

In other city business, on the agenda for next week’s council meeting is an 
ordinance ensuring that all of Austin’s municipal uniforms - from sanitation 
workers’ jumpers to police officers’ blues - are made with sweatshop-free 
labor. The Make Austin SweatFree campaign, a proponent of the measure, 
notes that Austin will join more than 170 other state and local governments 
that have said no to sweatshop labor. The State and Local Government 
SweatFree Consortium will attempt to ensure through monitoring that the 
city’s uniform suppliers have fair, equitable working conditions; 1% of the 
city’s uniform costs will fund the monitoring.

Austin Independent School District Superintendent Pat Forgione presented a 
preliminary 2007-2008 budget to the AISD board of trustees Monday. The 
money for the $762.9 million budget would be raised through a $1,178 tax 
on every $100 of assessed property value, and the largest portion of the 
budget would go toward paying the district’s 11,500 employees - who will 
likely get a 3% raise this year, thanks to an agreement between the district 
and the teacher’s union, Education Austin. The budget also includes $2.3 mil- 
lion that the Texas Legislature granted to the district to spend on incentive 
pay. The money could be used to attract teachers to high-need campuses or 
to subject matter where more teachers are needed. The trustees will hold a 
work session on the budget Monday, June 18, and will listen to citizens’ com- 
ments at a hearing on Monday, June 25. They’re expected to vote on the bud- 
get in August. - Michael May 

AISD trustees approved a plan Monday to give high school teachers 11 morn- 
ings during the school year to receive professional development. The teacher 
training is one aspect of the district’s ambitious plan to transform all of its 
high schools. On these “late start” days, teachers will receive training from 8- 
10:15am, at which point the school day will begin. All periods, including 
lunch, will be shorter on those days. The late start days for 2007-2008 are 
Sept. 24, Oct. 22 and 29, Nov. 26, Dec. 3, Jan. 14 and 21, Feb. 11, March 
24 and 31, and April 7. - M.M. 

Also, trustees confirmed more new principals and administrators Monday, 
including turnover at three middle schools. Kealing Middle School, which has 
been through three principals in the past two years, will get another one next 
year: John Murtrell, who comes from leading a middle school in Krum 
Independent School District, replaces the controversial Ron Gonzales, who’s 
heading to Pflugerville. Reynaldo Garcia will take over as interim principal 
after a roller-coaster year at Webb Middle School; he has worked in Seguin 
ISD and Round Rock ISD. Kimiko Cartwright moves from assistant principal to 
principal of Murchison Middle School. James Troutman Jr. is coming from 
Houston to be principal of Pearce Middle School. Christy Rome will be AISD’s 
new director of intergovernmental relations; she has been a senior policy ana- 
lyst for the Texas Senate Committee on Education since 2002. - M.M. 

At last Monday’s meeting, AISD trustees congratulated a number of award 
winners. Pillow Elementary School principal Linda Webb and LBJ High School 
science teacher David Journeay were awarded HEB Excellence in Education 
Awards. Bowie High School student Samantha McCrary and Small Middle

Energy Regional Science Festival and Exxon Mobile Texas Science and 
Engineering Fair. The LBJ High School newspaper, The Liberator, placed third 
in Best of Show at the National High School Journalism Conference. And the 
LBJ High School team won first in the state at the Annual Science Olympiad.

In the midst of raging controversy over immigration issues nationwide, Travis 
Co. has given diversity its due by compiling the 2006-2007 Travis County 
Immigrant Assessment Report. The report, released June 6, is a compel- 
ling and comprehensive take on the county’s evolving demographics. Diverse 
voices, including representatives from government, nonprofit, faith-based, and 
private sectors, as well as immigrants themselves, contributed to the report, 
which is refreshingly celebratory rather than unfairly or narrowly alarmist. 

“The report highlights both the diversity of Travis County’s immigrant popula- 
tion and its significant growth,” said Rachel Coff, of the Travis County Health 
& Human Services Research & Planning Division. According to the report, 
between 1990 and 2005, Travis County’s foreign-born population grew by 
almost 230%. Other statistical highlights include: In 2005, 17% of Travis Co. 
residents were foreign-born, 51% of Travis Co. immigrants were from Mexico 
and 24% from Asia, and 32% of Travis Co. residents speak a language other 
than English at home - about 254,000 people, the majority of whom are flu-

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


According to the Texas Department of Public Safety, crime decreased 
5.3% overall in 2006. Statewide, the rate of property crime fell 5.7% last 
year, while violent crime decreased 2.3%. “While this is encouraging, there is 
still much work to be done,” said DPS Col. Thomas A. Davis in a recent 
press statement. The crime numbers are collected by DPS from law enforce- 
ment agencies across the state - for 2006, slightly more than 1,000 agen- 
cies filed crime stats with the agency, representing 99.9% of the state popu- 
lation, DPS reports. (The stats collected by DPS are also collected and 
tracked by the FBI, which puts out an annual nationwide Uniform Crime 
Report.) While the overall property crime rate dropped, the number of robber- 
ies statewide actually increased, up 4.2% last year. In Austin, DPS reports a 
0.4% increase in the overall crime rate - in essence, a statistical flatline. 
Austin did see an increase in the number of robberies reported to police, 
however, up 14.9%; burglary also saw a slight increase, up 2.5% over 2005.

New federal rules many believed would effectively shut down the U.S. wind- 
power industry were removed from pending energy legislation last week. 
Originally added by Rep. Nick Rahall, D-W.Va., supposedly to protect birds, 
bats, and other wildlife, the rules would have halted many operational and 
under-construction wind projects while new U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service reg- 
ulations were written - for up to a year, many feared - and while instituting 
hefty fines and jail time for violations both at large wind farms and small- 
scale backyard windmills. Rahall backed off the rules in favor of “guidelines” 
proposed by Rep. Edward Markey, D-Mass., to safeguard wildlife from wind 
turbines. Research has shown minimal impact on wildlife from windmills. The 
wind industry has been growing 25% a year, according to an Associated 
Press report, installing more than 2,400 megawatts of capacity last year, with 
expectations of adding an additional 3,000 megawatts in 2007. The 
American Wind Energy Association also applauded a separate proposal in 
Washington by Sen. Jeff Bingaman, D-N.M., establishing a national renew- 
able-energy portfolio, requiring that 15% of the country’s electricity come from 
wind, solar, and other renewable energy sources by 2020. They noted the 
gigantic list of Fortune 500 corporations, manufacturers, utilities, faith, com- 
munity, and enviro groups - even oil companies - who co-authored a letter 
last month supporting the federal Renewable Portfolio Standard.

Closing the Crack- 
Cocaine Gap

The U.S. Sentencing Commission has voted 
to close the widely disparate gap between federal 
sentencing guidelines related to crack and 
powder cocaine, and unless Congress acts to 
block that decision, the new sentencing guideline 
will take effect Nov. 1. 

The new guidelines reduce the possible sen- 
tence for possession of at least 5 grams of crack 
to between about four to five years, down from the 
current guideline of roughly five to six years in the 
federal pen. For crack-related offenses involving 50 
grams of crack or more, punishment guidelines 
would drop to between eight and 10 years, down 
from 10-12. 

It’s about time, and it’s the least they could do. 

Actually, it’s the fourth time the Commission has 
considered closing the so-called “100-to-l drug quantity ratio,” 
which has caused draconian punishments for crack-cocaine 
offenders and the second time it has taken action to do so. It 
takes merely 5 grams of crack to earn a five-year stay in the 
federal pen under current guidelines, but it takes 500 grams 
of powder cocaine to earn the same punishment. The disparity 
means similarly situated offenders - defendants with similar 
criminal history and circumstances - receive vastly different 
punishments based only on a meaningless difference in the 
appearance of the two forms of cocaine. “Federal cocaine sen- 
tencing policy, insofar as it provides substantially heightened 
penalties for crack cocaine offenses, continues to come under 
almost universal criticism,” reads the group’s report to 
Congress, “and inaction in this area is of increasing concern 
to many, including the Commission.” 

The USSC is a quasi-independent arm of the federal judi- 
ciary, created in 1984 to create sentencing guidelines that 
would stabilize disparate sentencing practices among the 
federal courts. The guidelines provide a range of punish- 
ments for each federal crime while still allowing some judi- 
cial discretion. While the guidelines were in development, 
however, Congress acted to create a mandatory minimum 
sentencing scheme, which codified the now-reviled crack-pow- 
der disparity. The federal Anti-Drug Abuse Act of 1986 
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Trend in Prison Sentences for 
Powder Cocaine and Crack Cocaine Offenders 
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Federal crack cocaine offenders have received substantially longer 
sentences than powder cocaine offenders, and the difference had 
widened until the last couple of years. 

From 1997 to 2004, the difference went from 49% to 56%; 
in 2005 and 2006, crack sentences were about 44% higher. 

U.S. Sentencing Commission, Report to the Congress, “Cocaine and Federal Sentencing Policy,” May 2007. 
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became law at the height of the media-fed moral panic over 
the use of crack. (The crack-overdose death of University of 
Maryland basketball star Len Bias played a significant role 
in feeding this frenzy and fear of the drug, literally a chef’s 
reduction of powder cocaine to its hardened state.) Sparked 
by the crack craze, the law imposed a series of man-min sen- 
tences designed, in theory, to dissuade drug use - that gen- 
erally means a mandatory five years for possession of just 5 
grams of crack, 10 years for possession of 50 grams. (And 
remember, there’s no parole in the federal system, so 10 
means 10.) In contrast, it takes possession of 500 grams of 
powder to earn a five-year sentence and possession of 5 
kilos to land the 10-year man-min. 

The 1986 law also impacted the sentencing guidelines, 
which generally adopted whole the man-min structure, around 
which the USSC then based its guidelines (generally by plac- 
ing the minimum at the low end of the guideline range). 
Ultimately, however, mandatory minimums trump sentencing 
guidelines. Judges must first determine whether an offense 
qualifies for a man-min - if so, there’s no meaningful way to 
avoid the man-min’s imposition and no room for judicial discre- 
tion or mitigating evidence. And when a man-min isn’t 
required, the guidelines, which mimicked the 100-to-one dis- 
parity, haven’t provided crack defendants much relief. 


Now the USSC says the crack-coke gap is simply 
wrong: The guidelines “sweep too broadly” and 
disproportionately affect “low level offenders”; 
and the law overstates the “seriousness of most 
crack cocaine offenses,” failing to provide “ade- 
quate proportionality,” such that the severity of 
crack-related penalties “mostly impact” minori- 
ties. The Commission is recommending that 
Congress review the man-min law to ensure that 
the most serious penalties are targeted for “seri- 
ous and major traffickers” - in other words, sug- 
gesting that mitigation be incorporated into the 
sentencing structure. The USSC is also recom- 
mending that the man-min for simple crack pos- 
session be repealed and that Congress create 
parity by downgrading punishments associated 
with crack cocaine without increasing penalties 
associated with powder cocaine - because, the 
USSC report reads, there is simply “no evidence 
to justify such an increase.” Of course, there are 
lawmakers who have sought to remedy the prob- 
lem by doing just that, including Sen. Jeff 
Sessions, R-Ala., who has been vocal about his 
dislike of the current scheme - he told NPR last 
month that the current crack sentences are “too 
heavy ... to be justified as a matter of public pol- 
icy” - but seeks to reduce the disparity to 20-to-one by lowering 
the powder possession threshold rather than raising the crack 
ones. (Texas Sen. John Cornyn signed on in support of 
Sessions’ approach last July.) Sessions’ measure does propose 
modifying the man-min structure to reflect a defendant’s “role” 
in the crime, which Mary Price, vice president and general 
counsel for the national advocacy group Families Against 
Mandatory Minimums considers a far more “holistic” 
approach to the problem. “To his credit,” she says, Sessions 
understands how unfair it is that “low level people are getting 
the same sentences as king pins.” Only Flouse Resolution 460, 
by Rep. Charles Rangel, R-N.Y., currently proposes crack-pow- 
der parity. Among the bill’s 10 co-sponsors are Rep. Sheila 
Jackson Lee, D-Texas, and Rep. Dennis Kucinich, D-Ohio. 

With its new report, the Commission used its authority to 
promulgate an amendment that would lower crack penalties, 
although it did not suggest a one-to-one scheme. The guide- 
lines would reduce the ratio to between 80-1 and 20-1, 
depending on the severity of offense. It’s a baby step, but a 
step in the right direction. Unless Congress acts to disapprove 
the amendment, the new sentencing guidelines will take effect 
Nov. 1. According to FAMM, the proposed changes would 
affect 78% of all federal crack cases, reducing sentences by 
an average of 16 months. ■ 


Probation Officers Union: 

Bexar us the pain 

Texas Attorney General Greg Abbott is backing out of a sub- 
poena to out anonymous bloggers on a site formed by Bexar Co. 
probation officers to aid in the department’s effort to unionize. 
The news is a victory for probation officers locked in an ongoing 
struggle with Bexar Co. Probation Director Bill Fitzgerald, who 
they say is trying to put the kibosh on their organizing drive. 

The whole debacle started in early December, when nearly 
140 officers petitioned Fitzgerald, citing concerns over work- 
place safety after he stripped them of their firearms. Officers 
subsequently set up a meeting with Fitzgerald and a represen- 
tative from the Service Employees International Union, to 
discuss the grievances. Fitzgerald at first agreed to meet with 
the union rep but canceled shortly thereafter. Then, just in 
time for Christmas, officers got a huge lump of coal in their 
collective stocking when Fitzgerald announced that all employ- 
ees would have to reapply for their jobs in January and come 
in for mandatory, videotaped “retention interviews.” Fitzgerald 
also said he would not hear officers’ grievances as a group, 
but only on an individual basis, which officers fear he is doing 
in order to single out dissidents. 

With the help of San Antonio attorney David Van Os, who 
also happens to be Abbott’s political rival, officers struck back 


with a civil suit alleging Fitzgerald that had violated their free- 
speech rights. The AG’s office stepped in to defend Fitzgerald 
and filed a motion to dismiss the suit on the grounds that 
there was no “injury in-fact,” since none of the employees had 
yet been fired. Not so, Van Os says. The interviews them- 
selves were an injury since they intimidated many employees 
who otherwise would have elected to organize. “Chilling the 
exercise of constitutional rights is a legal injury,” he said. “It’s 
very well-established case law in cases involving First Amend- 
ment and freedom of association.” 

Despite some fears, the officers renewed their organizing 
drive, forming a blog called Bexar Me the Pain. The officers 
needed a safe space to organize because the interviews had 
created a climate of fear in the office, Probation Officer Sherri 
Simonelli said. “They don’t even want us using the word 
‘union.’” With the interviews not even one-third finished, 
Fitzgerald had a sudden change of heart in May and 
announced he was calling them off. “What Fitzgerald did was 
so obvious and so flagrant that he’s been retreating,” Van Os 
said. “Fle’s been crying uncle.” 

Uncle-crying aside, shortly after he canceled the interviews, 
Fitzgerald, under the auspices of the Attorney General’s Office, 
filed a subpoena to Google requesting the IP addresses and 
identities of the posters on the officers’ blog, ostensibly for 
evidence in the civil suit. “It just so happens that the attorney 
general put [the subpoena] in at the same time as he with- 


drew the interviews. It’s like shaking your hand while stabbing 
you in the back,” Simonelli said. 

Simonelli and other officers filed a motion to quash three 
weeks ago, pushing Abbott to formally withdraw the request, 
though the withdrawal motion asserts the right to renew the 
request at any time. Criminal-justice blogger Scott Henson 
reported on his blog Grits for Breakfast a couple of weeks ago 
that a high-level source within the Attorney General’s Office 
told him on conditions of anonymity that the AG has never 
requested an IP address from a service provider - even in 
online sexual-predator cases - and it wasn’t the kind of prece- 
dent they wanted to set. 

With the latest legal fight out of the way, probation offi- 
cers are moving forward with plans to unionize. Within the 
next week, they will meet with reps from the United 
Steelworkers union, which represents their fellow officers 
in Dallas. Simonelli said the union has 60 members so far - 
40 short of the number necessary to start a local. If the 
officers unionize, they won’t have the right to collective bar- 
gaining, but they will finally win the right to submit grievanc- 
es as a group. 

Van Os said that although Fitzgerald stopped the interviews, 
the lawsuit will continue as planned. “We don’t want the retali- 
ation represented by the retention interviews to be repeated,” 
he said. “By unilaterally rescinding the interviews, he’s provid- 
ing no guarantee.” - Justin Ward

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Proposed Animal Shelter Move 
Gets Community Howling 


What do no-kill-animal-shelter advocates, 
Eastside activists, and a West Austin neighbor- 
hood association have in common? For a con- 
stellation of reasons, including worries about 
affordable housing, Eastside self-determina- 
tion, and not-in-my-back-yard neighborhood 
fears - not to mention what might be best for 
the animals - they all oppose moving the ail- 
ing Town Lake Animal Center to East Austin. 
While calling to mind that old adage about pol- 
itics and strange bedfellows, the unlikely alli- 
ance magnifies simmering unease about 
Austin’s animal shelter and control program. 

Built some 50 years ago, the TLAC is inar- 
guably outdated and inadequate. The city has 
quoted architectural assessments calling the 
shelter “functionally obsolete”; in heavy rains, 
outdoor kennels and parts of the office are 
prone to flooding. To rectify this, voters 
approved $12.1 million in bond dollars in 
November for a new building at 601 Airport, 
along an arterial Eastside jumble where 
Airport meets East Seventh, Ed Bluestein, 
and U.S. 183. Not coincidentally, it’s also the 
new 44-acre home of the Austin/Travis Co. 
Health and Human Services campus. A 
development plan for the site posted on the 
city’s website has the shelter incorporated 
into the HHS campus, along with walking 
trails and a sports field. 

But the city’s plans have Eastside commu- 
nity organization People Organized in 
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Defense of Earth and Her Resources 

unpredictably aligned with animal 
groups opposed to moving the TLAC 
there. PODER members appeared at 
City Council on June 7, demanding 
“human shelter” instead of the animal 
shelter - specifically, an affordable, 
mixed-use housing project on the HHS 
campus. The shelter could be rebuilt 
at Town Lake, PODER’s Daniel Llanes 
assured council, as the flooding was 
drainage-related and therefore remedi- 
able - a statement attributable to 
PODER’s new allies, no-kill animal 
advocates FixAustin.org. 

FixAustin member Lorri Michel - 
along with founder Ryan Clinton, one 
of the group’s most vocal advocates - 
says the flooding results from drainage 
issues at the site, not its floodplain 
location. “The flooding issue is a red 
herring,” she says, a “correctable prob- 
lem.” To back this up, she cites a 2005 
city of Austin project-budgeting form 
detailing costs of rebuilding the TLAC 
from scratch, specifically a $440,000 
site work/landscaping line item that 
would raise the site above flood plain level. 

At the June 7 meeting, Council Member 
Mike Martinez called PODER’s position “at 
best disingenuous.” Martinez had recently 
met with Llanes and Susana Almanza to 
discuss using the HHS campus green space 
and baseball field for affordable housing. 
“They wanted affordable housing on the 
site, not a baseball field; I got that,” 
Martinez says. He felt they were working 
toward a mutually agreeable outcome by 
incorporating both housing and the animal 
center into the space, so PODER’s protest 
last week, “portraying council as more inter- 
ested in animal shelter than human shelter” 
was “a little bit insulting and very surpris- 
ing,” Martinez continues. “They’re clearly 
being used by the group that doesn’t want

the animal shelter going East; they’re buy- 
ing into this whole thing.” 

Llanes says PODER changed positions after 
the flooding information cited by Michel - 
right or wrong - came to the group’s atten- 
tion. “When we went to Council Member 
Martinez, it was based on flawed material,” 
Llanes says. The money can be more effec- 
tively spent rebuilding the site at Town Lake, 
he says, noting that the Eastside land was 
recently designated for civic purposes in the 
area’s neighborhood plan. 

Joining the Eastsiders is another unlikely ally: 
the Old West Austin Neighborhood 
Association. Michel is also active within 
OWANA; after her presentation, the neighbor- 
hood association voted to oppose moving the 
center. Michel concedes that neighborhood wor- 
ries about dense development of the TLAC site 
may have factored into the group’s decision; 


she cites the proposal to locate Austin’s new 
federal courthouse there during the unsuccess- 
ful last-ditch attempt to save the Intel shell. “At 
OWANA, we are concerned that parkland [which 
TLAC is designated] won’t stay parkland.” 

But talking to Michel, it’s obvious that it’s 
deep dissatisfaction with the TLAC manage- 
ment and failure of the city’s ambitious no-kill 
millennium goals that drive her - not NIMBY 
neighborhood association politics. “For the 
past seven years, since 2000, the kill rate 
and intake rates have remained virtually 
unchanged. Approximately 24,000 coming in 
and approximately 12,000 killed,” she writes 
in an e-mail. “This is despite the doubling of 
the budget to $4.8 million over the same peri- 
od of time.” If the TLAC kill rate had lowered 
over time, the move would likely be drawing lit- 
tle ire from the animal community. With kill 
rates stagnant, however, FixAustin views a 
less centrally located shelter as another 
obstacle to adoptions. 

All said, in the rabid realm of Austin animal 
politics - where internecine warfare erupts 
with depressing regularity between groups 
with identical goals but different methods - 
stranger alliances than FixAustin, PODER, and 
OWANA likely exist, even despite some uncom- 
fortable rhetorical contradictions. (PODER 
sees the HHS campus land as great for hous- 
ing, while FixAustin’s website calls it “an 
industrial site on the eastern outskirts of 
town.” PODER glibly and gratingly calls shel- 
ters faux-luxe “dog hotels,” while animal advo- 
cates certainly don’t.) In light of the opposi- 
tion, Martinez says he welcomes a public 
hearing at the next Public Health and 
Human Services Subcommittee meeting to 
vet evidence against the relocation - including 
the $440,000 floodplain remediation 
FixAustin says could keep the TLAC where it 
is. And once City Council returns from its 
upcoming break, Lee Leffingwell plans on 
creating a task force to determine how 
Austin’s animal shelter and control practices 
stack up against nationwide best practices - 
for, while the location of a sorely needed new 
shelter howls at the door, the issue of 
Austin’s animal control program is also unlike- 
ly to heel anytime soon. - Wells Dunbar 


Trouble in Puppy Paradise 

If Old Mother Hubbard worked for the Williamson County 
Regional Animal Shelter, would the Commissioners Court 
make her beg to get her poor dog a bone? 

Melanie Sobel - former director of the multimillion dollar 
“state of the art” shelter, which opened in March 2007 - quit 
this month over a variety of troubles in puppy paradise, includ- 
ing a zero budget for the most basic of items, like pet food 
and vaccinations. 

Sobel’s last day was May 31, and she’s not the only one to 
scram. Shelter manager Kim Harrington is set to leave June 
14. In the wake of the resignations, the board of directors 
recently hired Dr. Dana Boehm, a graduate of Texas A&M, to 
serve as interim animal services director for 90 days beginning 
June 1. 

At least the cupboard’s not totally bare, thanks largely to 
the efforts of Dave Frase of Georgetown, a community vol- 
unteer active in animal causes. Frase has been scrounging 
the shelves of Wal-Mart, looking for torn bags of dog and cat 
food, which he delivers to the WilCo shelter. “The donations 
have been critically important since I was told that no money 
was budgeted for food,” he wrote in a letter to the 
Georgetown Sun, chastising the commissioners for their indif- 
ference. “It’s time for them to get their collective heads out 


where the sun shines,” he wrote. 

Nonetheless, it’s easy to see how the county wooed Sobel 
and Harrington. During the design phase, William Connelly, 
lead architect, told commissioners the WilCo facility was “the 
most advanced” he’d ever worked on. It would be more like a 
pet store than a pound, with glassed-in “habitats” and a “get- 
acquainted area” to spark people-pet “chemistry.” Each stray 
would have its own shower and drain. “If you were a dog or 
cat, you’d want to live in Williamson County,” Connelly said. 

But the shelter, which can handle about 80 dogs at a time, 
has been over-capacity since day one - despite Connelly’s 
promises that it would accommodate 7,000 dogs and cats 
when opened and up to 28,000 upon later expansion. One 
confidential source said Sobel was “set up to fail” because 
she had to create a top-drawer program for thousands of ani- 
mals with only a skeletal crew. “How could she do that when 
she was cleaning kennels all day?” one source asked. 

Residents saw all of this coming. In July 2005, Wes Porch, 
along with about 60 others, protested the shelter before the 
court. It would be a “$3 million extermination facility,” Porch 
said. According to WilCo Public Information Officer Connie 
Watson, 501 out of about 1,372 strays got the needle 
between March 1 and May 24. Their carcasses are piling up 
alongside roadkill at the Hutto dump. “That rate is low com- 
pared to other open-admission shelters in the state and coun- 
try,” Watson said. 


The county shelter replaced the Williamson Co. 

Humane Society as the go-to facility for pet welfare. After 
years of accepting all county animals, the Leander institu- 
tion fell out of favor with commissioners as shelter fever 
overcame officials. “We’re spreading it around. [Animal con- 
trol] has been located in my precinct in a horse barn,” said 
former Commissioner Greg Boatright before one vote. In 
an interview with the Chronicle this week, WCHS Director 
Gretchen Guyer countered this common dig with: “Yes, it’s 
a horse farm - that’s now a doggie and kitty farm. We are 
on track, placing 2,500 animals this year. We are no-kill. 

We have 22 acres, where pets can walk and run six hours a 
day.”) The Humane Society and the county parted ways in 
February, because the county didn’t want to increase its 
contribution to the $250 per animal the Humane Society 
requires for operation. That amount is now completely fund- 
ed by private donations. 

The County Attorney’s Office denied a public-information 
request for itemized financials for the animal shelter, including 
euthanasia expenses, saying County Treasurer Vivian Wood 
doesn’t have the authority to fulfill it. Neither Sobel nor 
Harrington could be reached for comment, nor could any mem- 
ber of the Commissioners Court. Watson provided a May 7 
statement that doesn’t list pet food but does include such lux- 
uries as $40,000 in computer software and $4,000 in cell 
phones. If only dogs could talk. - Patricia J. Ruland

Eminent-Domain Fight 
Moves to Perry's Desk

An eminent-domain bill awaiting the blessing or veto of 
Gov. Rick Perry is stirring up more opposition now than it did 
when it was wending its way toward easy passage in the 
Legislature. The reality of the bill’s potential fiscal impact on 
local governments apparently didn’t hit home until the mea- 
sure arrived on the governor’s desk. Now, cities and other pub- 
lic entities have moved into crisis mode and are urging Perry 
to veto the legislation. They argue it would bankrupt local gov- 
ernments that rely on eminent domain to build roads and 
other public-use projects. The governor’s office is also hearing 
from equally passionate supporters of the bill, who include 
land-rights activists, agricultural interests, and grassroots 
neighborhood groups that want Perry to follow the lead of the 
Lege, which saw very few dissenting votes in either chamber. 
Perry has until Sunday to decide the fate of House Bill 2006 
and a raft of other bills that passed this session.

op low-income downtown-area neighborhoods through emi- 
nent domain. The legislation could put the kibosh on the latter 
by limiting local governments’ ability to play the “blight” card 
in condemning entire neighborhoods for redevelopment. 

El Paso would have the most to lose in the short term 
because the bill could hamper the city’s authority in condemn- 
ing more than 150 acres of property in the historic Segundo 
Barrio, El Paso’s oldest and most storied neighborhood. The 
community is home to thousands of residents and small busi- 
nesses catering to shoppers from across the Mexican border. 
El Paso Democratic Rep. Paul Moreno believes the enhanced 
eminent-domain measure would indeed prevent the city from 
bulldozing the community he grew up in. He hopes he is right. 
“I am totally, totally against [the plan],” he said. "I am of the 
opinion that they cannot proceed if this bill becomes law.” 
Opposition to the El Paso proposal has gained momentum 
since The Texas Observer’s May 4 cover story on the matter. 

The El Paso plan is extraordinarily controversial because it pits 



business and real estate interests - in partnership with the city 
- against a neighborhood that represents sacred ground for its 
Hispanic residents and small business owners, many of whom 
migrated to the U.S. from other countries. “The City Council is 
controlled by the big boys,” Moreno said of the city’s willingness 
to invest hundreds of thousands of dollars to further private 
interests in the gentrification of El Segundo, in a proposal calling 
for lofts, trendy shops, and perhaps a Wal-Mart or a Target store. 
One of the “big boys” behind the plan is real estate developer 
Bill Sanders, who is also the father-in-law of City Council 
Member Beto O’Rourke. “The City Council members are good 
people,” Moreno said, “but they are mistaken.” 

Veto proponents, in addition to El Paso, include the cities of 
Dallas and San Antonio, as well as Tarrant and Harris coun- 
ties. They have asked Perry to veto the bill on grounds that it 
would disrupt long-planned transportation projects, the same 
argument put forth by El Paso officials. A fiscal note on the 
bill includes a Texas Department of Transportation esti- 
mate that the new law would cost the state $800 million for 
highway projects. And the Harris County Toll Road Authority 
estimates it would run into costs of $1 billion over five years, 
during the construction period of 100 miles of toll roads. 


Austin-area municipalities, for the most part, have been less 
vocal on the bill, although Travis County and the city of 
Round Rock have written letters against it. Travis County’s 
beef is that the law would open the door for more lawsuits at 
taxpayers’ expense. The city of Austin has kept quiet on the 
matter, perhaps out of gratitude that the measure doesn’t 
seek to further chip away at the city’s development rules in 
environmentally sensitive areas. 

In a nutshell, the land-rights bill would require governments 
to shed more sunshine on their eminent-domain efforts and to 
make “good-faith” offers on private land needed for public 
use. It would also tighten the ban on taking private property 
for economic development purposes, adding protections to an 
existing state law that grew out of a 2005 U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling siding with local governments on an eminent-domain 
case in Connecticut. The measure also includes a buyback 
provision for landowners, requiring a constitutional amendment 
that voters will address in the November election. 

Until Perry makes a decision on the legislation, the Texas 
Conference of Urban Counties and the Texas Municipal 
League are encouraging cities to step up lobbying efforts in 
support of a veto. On the other side, the Texas Wildlife 
Association, the libertarian Institute of Public Justice, an 
assortment of agricultural groups, and the less-government 
advocates at the Texas Public Policy Foundation are 
championing the measure. Bill Peacock, director of the 
Center for Economic Freedom at TPPF, believes the odds 
favor Perry’s blessing of the bill, which other state legisla- 
tures are watching closely. Peacock points to El Paso as a 
textbook example of eminent-domain abuse. “They just want 
to raze blocks and blocks of homes and businesses,” he 
said. “That’s one of the problems with the existing law. 
[Governments] get to come in and designate a person’s pri- 
vate property as ‘blighted.’” 

CAPITOL BRIEF 


Secretary of State Roger Williams announced his resignation this 
week to “pursue other opportunities” - a not so subtle signal that 
he will probably pursue a statewide office, possibly a U.S. Senate 
seat should Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison decide to make a 2010 run 
for governor. The Weatherford car dealer and Republican fundraiser 
extraordinaire will leave office July 1. Gov. Rick Perry has not yet 
named Williams’ replacement. The secretary of state is a relatively 
low-profile job, although the appointed position has historically pro- 
vided a suitable jumping-off point for political aspirants and high- 
dollar lobbyists eager to apply the skills they honed as the state’s 
chief elections officer. In a statement, Perry called Williams an 
“incredible salesman” for Texas and praised his 2V2-year record of 
manning a mammoth voting system and serving as the state’s 
ambassador to Mexico. Many people will remember Williams as the 
guy who former Comptroller Carole Keeton Strayhorn sued after he 
refused to identify the gubernatorial candidate as “Grandma” on 
the November 2006 ballot. Strayhorn lost the ballot battle and the 
election. During her campaign, Strayhorn took frequent potshots at 
Williams for raising campaign contributions while serving in what is 
supposed to be a nonpartisan post. As of last December, Williams 
had raised more than $190,000, according to Texas Ethics 
Commission filings. - A.S.

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Power Plant Pollution Battle Still On 


Once the axis of evil in Texas’ war over 19 
proposed pulverized coal power plants, 
Dallas-based utility TXU has been feverishly 
advertising its new, cleaner image as it 
undergoes a historic, $32 billion private equi- 
ty firm buyout. As such, TXU abandoned 
plans to build eight of its 11 proposed coal 
plants as part of a deal with two environmen- 
tal groups - a move widely viewed as a victo- 
ry for breathers. What many people forget, 


however, is that among TXU’s three still-pend- 
ing plants, the juggernaut Oak Grove facility 
- actually two extra-dirty lignite-burning plants 
counted as one, located about 115 miles 
northeast of Austin - was up for final state 
permitting just this week. 

Oak Grove’s air permit, which the Texas 
Commission on Environmental Quality 
approved at press time, was recommended 
for denial by two State Office of Administrative 


Hearings judges last August, based on doubts 
about its pollution controls. Soon after, how- 
ever, TCEQ Executive Director Glenn Shankle 
filed a lengthy list of exceptions to the ruling, 
even arguing for higher pollution limits, lead- 
ing many to believe the agency had made up 
its mind. But opposition to Oak Grove among 
statewide and community conservation and 
enviro groups remains strong out of fears 
that its smog and ozone emissions will pol- 
lute downwind cities, includ- 
ing Austin, into federal viola- 
tion status, and that Oak 
Grove’s massive emissions 
of the neurotoxin mercury 
and climate-changing C0 2 
will devastate taxpayer-fund- 
ed efforts to minimize the 
substances. 

Opponents contend that TXU 
actively sought to quash tes- 
timony about global warming 
impacts and cleaner alterna- 
tives like coal gasification 
(aka clean coal) from Oak 
Grove’s SOAH case and that 
- since the utility now claims 
to care about such things - 
cleaner alternatives should 
be addressed in the plant’s permitting. 

On Monday, Oak Grove opponents conferred 
by phone, laying out updated arguments in 
preparation for their day at the TCEQ - whose 
appointed, three-member decision-making 
dais was selected entirely by Gov. Rick Per- 
ry, a veteran TXU campaign-cash beneficiary. 

A 2005 executive order by the governor to 
fast-track coal plant permits was struck down 
by District Court Judge Stephen Yelenosky 


in February. Oak Grove’s speedy movement 
through that now-defunct process is among 
opponents’ arguments against its permitting. 
Power plant engineer Rich Furman raised 
another: that no pollution controls to effec- 
tively limit mercury and smog-forming nitrogen 
oxide pollution from lignite-burning plants 
have been commercially tested, while coal 
gasification has proven to drastically cut regu- 
lated pollutants. A North Dakota lignite plant 
has been doing it since 1984, Furman noted. 
TXU has long claimed that gasification of lig- 
nite is not yet technologically feasible. 

At issue Wednesday was whether the TCEQ 
will recognize gasification as the best avail- 
able pollution-control technology, a require- 
ment permittees must meet. The 16.6 million 
tons of C0 2 Oak Grove will 
annually emit is also of 
paramount concern. Texas 
A&M climate expert 
Andrew Dessler said sim- 
ulations show that Texas 
temperatures are on pace 
to rise by 5 to 10 degrees 
by 2100 and that the 
Intergovernmental Panel 
on Climate Change 
agreed that changes of 3 
degrees “will result in 
extremely dangerous dis- 
ruption of the climate sys- 
tem.” The TCEQ has 
refused to consider C0 2 in permitting since it 
has not yet been regulated by the feds and 
because Oak Grove’s permit predated the 
April Supreme Court decision to allow the EPA 
to so regulate it. 

TXU spokesman Tom Kleckner didn’t 
address concerns over C0 2 but said TXU has 
committed to “voluntarily offsetting 100 per- 
cent of all sulfur dioxide, nitrogen oxide, and 


mercury emissions from the Oak Grove and 
Sandow plants by making reductions at exist- 
ing plants.” (The Sandow plant is already per- 
mitted and currently under construction.) 

That will be easy, since TXU has two power 
plants in the national Top 50 for worst nitro- 
gen-oxide and sulfur-dioxide pollution and 
three in the Top 20 worst for mercury pollu- 
tion, according to an annual Environmental 
Integrity Project report. Kleckner added that 
Oak Grove will also meet new federal mercury 
cap-and-trade rules; greens point out, howev- 
er, that the plant will account for 39% of the 
state’s mercury allowance, while generating 
2% of its power. 

The TCEQ had the option Wednesday to 
reverse the two administrative judges’ recom- 


mendation and grant Oak Grove a permit, 
remand it back to that court, or deny TXU’s 
application outright (requiring TXU to file an 
entirely new application). Four other pulverized 
coal plants (one belonging to TXU) have 
already received permits, and four more await 
approval. With no coal-limiting legislation com- 
ing out of the 80th Legislature, the coal wars 
will no doubt rage on. - Daniel Mottola

Water Worries 

Homeowners along Pedernales Canyon 

Trail worry that a cluster of new homes next 
to their upscale community is literally going to 
suck the groundwater out from under them. 

In a neighborhood with riverfront views and 
neighbors like Dixie Chick Natalie Maines - 
where home prices range from $350,000 to 
well more than seven figures - water is a 
touchy subject. Every house added to this 
area means a well, and every well means the 
fickle Trinity Aquifer is going to be shared 
with one more neighbor. Even a cluster of mil- 
lion-dollar homes on 2-acre lots is enough to 
bring out the neighbors in protest. 

Neighbors raised two issues at Travis Co. 
Commissioners Court last week: First, the 
county had failed to protect western Travis 
County from long-term water woes by creating 
a groundwater management district during the 
legislative session that recently ended. And, 
second, claims by custom-home builder 
Victor Spoltore that there is enough water 
for everyone - including the proposed Vistas 
at Pedernales Canyon Trail - are ludicrous 
given the failure of wells on a number of the 
area’s larger lots. 

Last week’s county hearing was on the sec- 
ond phase of the Pedernales Canyon Ranch 

- dividing a 26-acre parcel into 11 lots to cre- 


ate Vistas at Pedernales Canyon Trail. Prices 
on these custom homes will range from 
$800,000 to $1 million. Neighbor Sybil Aut- 
rey, who took the microphone first, said 
Spoltore would be fortunate to strike water on 
each of his 11 lots. “The most important 
point to me, being selfish, is that there were 
only 15 homes, if I have counted correctly, in 
that entire Phase II of the Pedernales Canyon 
Ranch subdivision. This is going to be another 
11. ... So these 11 wells, which are on less 
than 10 percent of the property, are going to 
be commanding 50 percent of the water. ... 
The law requires them to have a reliable 
source of water. That’s the exact terminology, 
and they don’t have a reliable source of water.” 

Spoltore doesn’t exactly have to be 
lucky, however. All he has to do is have 
his consulting engineer find - and the 
county verify - that enough water flow 
exists to supply the subdivision. That’s 
happened. But it’s unclear, even under 
close questioning from Commissioner 
Sarah Eckhardt, whether the develop- 
er has to consider the impact of his proposed 
subdivision on the access of water to sur- 
rounding property. 

No one would have a problem with this sub- 
division if the developer would only wait for 
the Lower Colorado River Authority to 

extend its water line out to the subdivision, 
Autrey said. The line already runs out to 
Sweetwater on its way to West Cypress Creek. 
Vistas at Pedernales Canyon Trail would be 


the next logical subdivision, Autrey said, 
although LCRA says it has no plans at this 
time to extend the line that far. 

These are beautiful lots on a scenic hill- 
side, neighbor Karen Huber admitted, but 
they sit smack-dab in the middle of the area 
with the area’s toughest water problems. Hub- 
er fears that new technology can literally suck 
the water out from under the other homes. 
“Another thing that happens when a developer 
comes in is that he puts in a powerful well. If 
that becomes the case for this particular 
area, he will put in a stronger pump to pull 
more water out to hold in a holding tank for 
these homes,” said Huber, who sits on an 
LCRA advisory panel for Lake Travis. “What a 


strong pump does is pull the water out from 
under the existing weaker wells.” 

Spoltore and his team say the wells that 
will be drilled here will not be on the same 
level as those used by current residents, who 
use the middle Trinity Aquifer. Spoltore 
expects Vista’s homeowners to drill down to 
the lower Trinity Aquifer. 

What neighbors wanted - and rebuked 
county commissioners for failing to accom- 


plish - was the creation of a groundwater 
district, which would give the region the kind 
of protections that the county’s limited juris- 
diction cannot offer, Autrey said. 

Commissioner Gerald Daugherty 
acknowledged the water challenges in the 
area, but noted that any groundwater conser- 
vation district would need to include 
Lakeway. Lakeway is on surface water with 
its own water system. The implication was 
that Huber and her neighbors might vote to 
create a taxing district, but it’s unlikely 
Lakeway residents would agree to pay for 
their neighbors’ woes. 

After an hour of discussion that only 
scratched the surface, County Judge Sam 


Biscoe sent Spoltore and residents out for 
further discussion, in the hope that Spoltore’s 
answers on how his consultants came to their 
conclusions on the water supply might 
address some of the neighbors’ unrest. 

That’s about all the county can do, given the 
plat meets all the requirements of the coun- 
ty’s subdivision ordinance. The case is back 
on the county’s agenda next week.

KUT Needs a MySpace Page

In a press release touting the success of KUT-FM’s spring fund- 
raiser, station General Manager Stewart Vanderwilt proudly told 
the story of a 7-year-old listener who “raised more than $300 from 
her lemonade stand.” Well, that plucky little girl better get back to 
the street. Austin’s largest public radio station is once again trying 
to pry a few more nickels from listeners with its first-ever summer 
fund drive, which will cover 12 hours next Thursday. 

Actually, this time KUT management is not so interested in the 
7-year-old lemonade pusher (who is apparently a huge fan of Car 
Talk). They want her friends. The new one-day “friendraiser” will 
target new members and returning members, addressing one of 
the nagging issues facing the public radio station - while the 
average individual donation is increasing, the number of donors 
is steadily decreasing. 

This is a disturbing trend for stations around the country and 
something of a mystery for station fundraisers. For KUT, the issue 
is particularly vexing, since its listenership and revenue continue to 
grow, even as the number of donors shrinks. The spring drive 
raised $772,964, compared to $727,738 for the same event in 
2006 - but the station received only 5,651 “gifts,” compared to 
5,915 the year before. Last fall’s on-air campaign brought in 5,453 
donations, compared to 6,335 in 2005. 

“Success is not just dollars,” said KUT director of marketing and 
development Sylvia Carson. “Success is also measured by the 
number of donors.” Fundraisers know a small donor list suggests 
an elitist organization that is not serving the entire community, 
even if donations are up. “We don’t want it to be an exclusive 
club,” Carson said. 

In general, public stations like to attribute the declining number 
of members to the economy and the competition among nonprofits 
for donations. (Darn those whiny cancer patients.) Loyal listeners 
move out of the area or just up and die, creating a natural attrition. 
But the fact that new members aren’t stepping up to replace the 
old members - despite constant efforts to recruit new members - 
is troubling territory for stations like KUT, a Pandora’s box that may 
say much more about the state of corporate public radio than 
about simple fundraising issues. 

At the very least, it raises the possibility that a new generation 
of KUT listeners is not drinking the station’s Kool-Aid and may, in 
fact, view the station as “an exclusive club.” For example, Austin’s 
minority communities could be a rich source of new donors if they 
believed KUT was really serving their interests. In similar fashion, a

daily local public affairs show might garner support, but KUT man- 
agement doesn’t have the cojones to bump any of the popular NPR 
shows, a move that might hurt the ratings. 

It is also possible that listeners are simply growing tired of KUT’s 
relentless moneygrubbing, from ads urging you to donate your old 
car to spots offering a chance to get a head start on pledging, 
apparently under the assumption that listeners will shout “Yippee!” 
at the opportunity to send in their money early. Those undecided 
KUT listeners may wonder why they would send money to a noncom- 
mercial station that runs “underwriting announcements” that sound 
more and more like good ol’ fashioned commercials. 

Whatever the cause of the lack of donor growth, KUT manage- 
ment apparently believes the way to address the issue is with 
another fund drive. This, of course, ignores the likelihood that poten- 
tial new donors may simply hate fund drives. At most stations, lis- 
tenership drops during pledge drives, but station managers remain 
tethered to the on-air beg-a-thons like junkies unwilling to fight their 
addiction, even though it may ultimately damage their system. 

Carson emphasized that KUT is devoting only 17 days to on-air 
fundraising this year, which is far less than similar public radio sta- 
tions around the country. (Although that doesn’t take into account 
the weeks of airtime devoted to promoting the pledge drives.) KUT 
hopes to attract 1,000 new members by the end of next week’s 
12-hour session, dangling the chance to win two VIP passes to the 
Austin City Limits Music Festival as an enticement for new pledges. 
Expanding the number of pledge drives is “not the plan,” Carson 
said, although she acknowledges the station is toying with new 
approaches to attract new members, like the one-day blitz. “It’s a 
test,” she said. ■ 


Akins High School's New 
Boss Departing Current 
School Amid Tension 

El Paso principal Daniel Girard will take the 
reins of Akins High School next school year, but 
before he does, he has a few loose ends to tie 
up at his current school. 

According to the El Paso Times, 12 teachers at 
Bel Air High School filed grievances against 
Girard, claiming he made them work through lunch 
breaks and harassed them when they tried to com- 
plain. The grievances are a stain on Girard’s other- 
wise exemplary record. His double-digit successes 
in raising Texas Assessment of Knowledge and 
Skills math and science scores no doubt made 
him an attractive candidate for Austin Independent 
School District, but the grievances raise questions 
about his skills in the arena of employee relations, 
and AISD needs another Ron Gonzales like Dick 
Cheney needs another heart attack. 

The Ysleta school board decided last month 
that there was enough merit to the claims to war- 
rant a hearing shortly before Girard announced 
he was taking the position at Akins. Though the 
timing might seem suspicious, Girard insists it’s 
purely coincidental. “It’s just a great opportunity 
to move to Austin. ... It’s just a great place to 
live,” he said, but declined to comment on the 
grievances. “It’s still running its course, but I feel 
it will be resolved amicably.” 

Before Girard packs up the U-Haul and makes 
for Austin, he’ll have to go before the Ysleta 
board at its June 14 meeting. Teri Sanchez, 
president of the Ysleta Teachers Association, 
said the teachers who filed the complaints never 
intended for Girard to leave. “The removal of the 
principal was not our purpose. That’s not what 
we were looking for,” she told the Times. 

AISD officials said they only recently heard of 
the grievances when the Times story broke but 
declined to comment, saying it could be a pend- 
ing personnel matter. “We have high expectations 
for Mr. Girard, and we anxiously await his arrival,” 
said Andy Welch, a spokesman for the district.

A SICK POLICY 

If your bosses ever say that you should be 
working like a beaver, take ’em up on it. Even 
the most eager beavers only work about five 
hours a day, mostly at a fairly leisurely pace, 
and they take frequent vacations from work. 
Oh, and another thing - you’ll never see bea- 
vers working when they’re sick. 

Contrast this natural pace with the grind of 
most American workers, many of whom have 
two or three jobs, put in 60-hour weeks, rare- 
ly get vacations, and often go to work sick. 
Sick? Here’s a hidden reality behind 
America’s fabulously rich economy: Nearly 
half of our country’s full-time private sector 
workers get no paid sick days at all. You get 
sick, you still go to work ... or lose that day’s 
pay. Miss just a few days due to illness ... 
and you’ll likely lose your job. 

It’s mostly the lowest-paid workers who are 
denied the basic human decency of sick days 
- the very workers least able to afford miss- 
ing a day’s pay. Take the low-wage restaurant 
industry, for example. Eighty-six percent of 
food-service workers get no days off for illness. 

Think about that in terms of your own 
health. Do you really want feverish cooks, 
waitstaff, and other employees coughing into 
the chili and sneezing into the schnitzel? 

Yet, restaurant-industry lobbyists are going 
all out to kill a bill that would assure seven 
paid sick days a year to most workers. It’s 
not like this is a lavish benefit - it’s a modest 
statement of common decency. In fact, the U.S. 
is the only industrialized society without it. 

But decency doesn’t seem to be in the eth- 
ical framework of industry leaders. For exam- 
ple, a spokeswoman for the Cracker Barrel 
restaurant chain dismisses the need, saying 
that employees can schedule doctor appoint- 
ments “at times when they are not working.” 

Show me a beaver that would be that cold.

BUSH'S IMPERIAL 
DESIGNS ON IRAQ 

At last we have a date for the withdrawal 
of our troops from Iraq ... and Bush can’t 
veto this one. It’s Jan. 20, 2009. That’s when 
George W.’s term is up and he has to with- 
draw from the White House, taking “Buckshot” 
Cheney with him. The shame is that so many 
more of our troops will die or be maimed in 
the months between now and then. 

But wait - even then we might not leave 
Iraq. That’s because the Bushites are trying 
to establish a permanent U.S. military pres- 
ence in Iraq - an imperial inhabitancy atop 
that nation’s oil fields. 

Even if Congress mandates a withdrawal 
from fighting, the Pentagon says it has no 
plans for “total drawdown,” instead working 
quietly but feverishly to establish a series of 
installations it calls “enduring bases” around 
the country. The centerpiece is the lavish, 
new, billion-dollar “embassy” being construct- 
ed inside Baghdad’s Green Zone - a sort of 
militarized emerald palace the size of Vatican 
City, totally self-sustaining and independent 
of the Iraqi government. 

But other bases are being built as well - 
perhaps as many as 15 self-contained mili- 
tary pods that would support a total of 30,000 
to 50,000 U.S. troops for an indefinite period 
of time - estimated to be several decades - 
costing us billions of dollars a year. Why? 
Reason No. 1 is to preserve U.S. economic 
interests in Iraq - which is to say oil. 

When did we vote for this colossally bad 
idea? In fact, in the last election, Americans 
clearly said “get out!” - not “dig in.” Indeed 
both houses of Congress voted last year to 
declare that America would not create perma- 
nent bases in Iraq - but this declaration mag- 
ically disappeared from the final version of 
the bill. Now that Democrats are in charge of 
Congress, it’s time for them to repass that 
provision, make it stick in the law, and 
defund the Pentagon’s imperial designs.

Unsuspended Judgments 

Battle lines already drawn over the police shooting 
of Kevin Brown 



At a press conference last week outside the 
Austin NAACP offices, the family of Kevin 
Brown, shot and killed by Austin Police 
Department Sgt. Michael Olsen after a scuffle 
and chase outside a nightclub June 3, implored 
the media to remember that Brown had been a 
good boy He was 25 years old, the father of a 
5-year-old, well-liked by many, enjoyed sports 
and video games, and was an active member of 
the Mount Zion Baptist Church. He had a mod- 
est criminal record - including a pot possession 
charge and a felony assault charge (in connec- 
tion with a botched pot deal) - but that didn’t 
mean he wasn’t a kind person, Austin National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People President Nelson Linder and members 
of Brown’s family said, and it certainly didn’t 
mean he deserved to be shot in the back. 

All this is true. 

For a brief moment, 
it looked like this time 
the shooting might not 
be plagued by the usual 
knee-jerk assumptions. 

Also true is that Olsen, a 12-year APD veteran, 
has enjoyed a reputation within and outside 
the department as a thoughtful, articulate man. 
Olsen is a father, active in his church, and 
admired for spending his vacation time doing 
missionary work in Africa. Olsen too has had 
his run-ins with the law - including (most infa- 
mously) a 60-day suspension connected with 
the 2002 arrest of Jeffrey Thornton on East 
Sixth Street. But, in the same way that Brown’s 
record doesn’t necessarily mean he was a bad 
person - a thug, up to no good, dangerous, or, 
ultimately, a violent, deadly threat - Olsen’s 
record doesn’t necessarily mean that he’s a bad 
cop, racist, ill-trained, or a hothead who should 
have been dumped from the force long ago.

Brown and Olsen might both be great, 
wonderful people. Or, they might both be com- 
plete screwups. Most likely, the truth about 
their characters lies somewhere in between 

- and right now that truth is irrelevant. What 
is relevant to our community understanding 

- and still largely unknown - is the truth of 
what happened just after 4am on June 3, in 
the parking lot behind Chester’s Nightclub 
and in the space between the parking lot and 
the courtyard of a nearby apartment complex 
where Brown died, from two gunshots in his 
back. What is likely even more relevant, and 
much harder to determine, is the truth of why 
all this happened. 

The Story Thus Far 

Officially, details of the shooting have thus 
far been sparse but consistent: Olsen was 
working overtime on a directed neighborhood 
detail with at least one other officer, Ivan Ramos, 
near Chester’s on East 12th near Airport 
Boulevard, when he was approached by a club 
employee, who was worried that a man in a red 
shirt, Brown, was carrying a handgun. Brown 
was standing among a crowd in the club’s park- 
ing lot when Olsen and Ramos approached. In 
a briefing last week, APD Assistant Chief David 
Carter said a “struggle ensued” when Olsen 
attempted to question Brown and that Brown 
fled, scaled a fence, and took off running 
through a neighboring apartment complex. 
(The very brief struggle, during which Brown 
slapped Olsen’s hand away from his shirt and 
ran, was recorded on an amateur video broad- 
cast repeatedly on TV news and posted online.) 
The officers followed - Olsen ran around the 
fence, trying to head Brown off, said attorney 
Tom Stribling, a union lawyer who represented 
Olsen in the first hours after the shooting. By 
the time Olsen made it into the complex, he 
was ahead of Brown, Stribling explained, and 
Brown was still running, toward Olsen. Olsen 
saw Brown fidgeting as he ran, reaching repeat- 
edly toward his waistband, where, Olsen had 
been told, it appeared that Brown had stashed a 


handgun. Olsen repeatedly yelled for Brown to 
“show his hands,” Stribling said. Brown slowed 
his pace but did not stop running. Olsen again 
yelled for Brown to raise his hands; he didn’t, 
and Olsen fired several rounds, killing Brown. 

Initially, officials asked Travis Co. Medical 
Examiner David Dolinak to withhold the pre- 
liminary findings of Brown’s autopsy, reasoning 
that it would help maintain the integrity of the 
criminal inquiry, to ensure that the recollec- 
tions of any witnesses remained untainted by 
outside information. But the decision angered 
some, including the NAACP’s Linder, who 
charged the decision was likely nefarious, giv- 
ing the police a chance to shore up a fabricated 
story about the shooting. Notably, the official 
story hadn’t changed by the time Dolinak 
released a brief summary on June 7, reporting 
that Brown was shot twice in the back. 

The location of the shots has fueled rumors, 
accusations, and speculations that now domi- 
nate public discussion about the shooting - 
suggesting it’s impossible to view Olsen’s 
actions as justified. That might or might not be 
the case - there’s still no information regarding 
the angle or trajectory of the shots, which 
means there’s no way to determine exactly 
what Brown was doing when he was shot. 
Perhaps Brown turned as Olsen fired, for 
example. Or, maybe Olsen panicked; maybe he 
thought he saw something that wasn’t there. At 
this point, there’s no way to tell - and there are 
no facts to suggest that the official story is a lie, 
nor is there enough detail available to deter- 
mine whether the shooting was justified. 

The official request of city leaders - includ- 
ing APD acting Chief Cathy Ellison and Assist- 
ant City Manager Mike McDonald - is that the 
community allow the investigation to run its 
course and that people withhold speculation 
and judgment until the criminal investigation 
is complete. As the investigation entered its 
first day, it appeared that maybe - just maybe 
- this would happen: that APD officials would 
approach the public with straightforward trans- 
parency. So too, it appeared that community 


members - particularly, in this case, the NAACI) 
the Texas Civil Rights Project, and the media 
(most importantly the Austin American- 
Statesman, but also local TV) - would not only 
welcome this approach (if not embrace it 
whole) but would also follow course. 
Immediately following the shooting, Austin 
Police Association President Jim Beck took the 
unprecedented step of calling Linder directly, 
with news of the shooting - a step that the 
daily praised on its editorial page. 

This is not to say that the police department 
or the officers involved in Brown’s death would 
not, or should not, be held accountable, their 
actions scrutinized and judged. But for a brief 
moment, it looked like this time the shooting 
might not be plagued by knee-jerk assump- 
tions: that the police are completely incapable 
of conducting an investigation of their own - 
that their only interest would be in covering for 
Olsen and Ramos, regardless of what eyewit- 
nesses or the evidence tells them; or, conversely, 
that Brown was alone responsible for his own 
death - that cops risk their lives every day to 
protect others and that if Brown weren’t guilty 
of something, he never would have run. 

The Real Problem 

The facts still aren’t in, but the hope that 
things might be different has all but disap- 
peared. Controversy and conflicting accounts of 
the shooting continue to dominate the public 
discourse. On June 8, the daily reported that a 
witness, Jason Johnson, saw Olsen begin firing 
almost immediately, right after Brown jumped 
the fence and before Brown made it onto the 
apartment complex grounds. For whatever rea- 
son, it wasn’t until the following morning that 
the daily published police reaction to the 
account, reporting that APD homicide investi- 
gators in fact had found no evidence to support 
Johnson’s assertion. The evidence “will show 
that all shots were fired from the same area,” 
Lt. Pete Morin told the paper.

Unfortunately, Chief Ellison inadvertently 
added fuel to the fire on Thursday, June 7, 
when she told reporters that, at least on its 
face, the fact that Brown was shot in the back 
suggests Olsen might have violated the depart- 
ment’s use-of-force policy, which bans the 
shooting of a fleeing suspect - unless that per- 
son “poses a threat of death or serious physical 
harm to either the officer or another.” 

Ellison’s comments prompted Beck to issue 
the union’s first public comment on the incident, 
saying that Ellison was out of line to make such 
statements before an administrative inquiry had 
even begun. Whether Olsen violated any specific 
department policy will not be vetted until the 
criminal inquiry is complete and a grand jury has 
decided whether Olsen will face any criminal 
charges. “It is premature to release such an opin- 
ion,” Beck said. “We call upon the leaders of our 
community and now our acting chief to not rush 
judgment when we only know part of the facts.” 
Ellison responded quickly, sending out a depart- 
ment-wide e-mail explaining that reporters had 


used only a portion of her comments. In all, she 
said, while “it may appear that the shooting 
doesn’t look consistent” with the use-of-force 
policy, it is important to “wait for more details 
before drawing any conclusion.” 

As mourners gathered for Brown’s funeral 
Friday morning, additional, disturbing details 
of the shooting were offered by another wit- 
ness, Antoine Thompson, during a press con- 
ference called by TCRP Director Jim Harrington. 
According to Thompson, he was sitting with 
his girlfriend in the bedroom of her apartment 
just after 4am when he heard gunshots. “I was 
like, these gunshots are too close,” he recalled, 
and he jumped up to look out the window, 
which looks directly into the complex court- 
yard. Below, he said, in the scene illuminated 
by a police flashlight, he saw Brown lying face 
down with his shirt hiked up to his armpits, an 
officer sitting astride his buttocks, fastening 
him into a set of handcuffs. Thompson said he 
could hear Brown repeating a single phrase: “I 
don’t want to die.” 


Thompson said Brown’s words - more 
mournful than pleading - shook him. “I pan- 
icked, thinking, maybe I could help, bring 
them some towels or something.” Thompson 
said he rushed out of the apartment door, but 
before he could offer to lend a hand, he was 
jumped by several officers, who pushed him to 
the ground hard enough to knock out a dental 
bridge. He was quickly arrested - for “interfer- 
ing with the duties of a public servant” - and 
taken to jail (where he says he was roughed up 
again by sheriff’s deputies) but released just 
hours later. When he returned to the apartment 
complex that afternoon, police were still there. 
At no point did police record Thompson’s wit- 
ness statement, Harrington said - and as of 
June 8, he noted, there was no official record 
of Thompson’s arrest. The odd case of 
Thompson’s encounter, Harrington said, again 
calls into question the integrity of the process. 
“This is part of the problem with transparen- 
cy,” he said. “[It] seems like they just wanted 
to get him away from the scene.” Police 


spokeswoman Toni Chovanetz confirmed only 
that police “did take an individual into custody” 
at the scene, and that person was later released. 

By now, what seems clear is that the idea that 
the criminal inquiry might be allowed to con- 
clude without batde lines being drawn is wishful 
thinking. There are plenty of reasons members of 
the community - and, particularly, members of 
the black community - might not trust the cops. 
In each of the last four officer-involved shootings, 
for example, the victim was black or brown, and 
the cop shooter was white. That is a completely 
relevant fact, but its specific meaning isn’t so easy 
to pin down. “It’s deja vu all over again,” said 
Eastside activist the Rev. Sterling Lands. “The real- 
ity is that I’m just sick of black men getting 
killed.” Still, Lands said, the real question is how 
do we keep this from happening again? What is 
the real problem - do we know or want to find 
out? “We don’t like to use the word ‘racism,’ but 
the reality is that [racism] is entrenched in every 
system,” he said. “It is an issue that can be solved. 

. . . But you have to want to solve it.” ■ 


Meet the Chiefs 

This week, city officials, the community, and the local media got their first public meetings with the five remaining candidates to 
become Austin chief of police. The candidates met with the media at the Downtown Hyatt on Sunday, then attended a dinner reception 
with City Council members and other officials. On Monday and Tuesday, the city held three forums at the Palmer Events Center. City 
Manager Toby Futrell said she would be announcing her choice by Friday, June 15, and forwarding that recommendation to the City 
Council for consideration in its June 21 meeting. The following are our notes on the candidates. - Jordan Smith and Michael King 


Art Acevedo 

Chief/Commander, Planning and Analysis 
Division, California Highway Patrol 
Acevedo is young (42), enthusiastic, 
and eager. He has more than 20 years 
police experience with the Los Angeles 
Poilce Department and the California 
Highway Patrol. He’s engaging and com- 
fortable in front of a crowd and says a pri- 
ority is to be open and available to police 
and community. As Austin chief, he says, 
he would “be the most visible person in 
the community,” and it’s important for a 
chief to get out and work on patrol so that he can understand the 
police-community dynamic. Acevedo says setting clear, high stan- 
dards for officer conduct is fundamental - including effective and 
consistent disciplinary processes - and crucial to achieving lasting 
community trust. There’s a “distinct line between right and wrong,” 
he says, and “people rise to the level of expectation you set.” 

In deadly force situations, officers must decide not only whether 
force is justified by law and by police policy but also whether the 
use of force is morally justifiable. “To be frank,” Acevedo says, there 
are times where force may be justified yet is avoidable because the 
action is predicated on “tactical errors.” Determining whether pro- 
cedural errors played a role in the escalation of force is critical - 
and can help identify problems within a chain of command, or 
highlight areas where better training is needed. Maintaining clear 
and open lines of communication is crucial to developing a strong 
department. Community policing is key to creating “mutual sup- 
port, a [shared sense of] responsibility, and an ongoing dialogue” 
between the public and police. 

Jimmie Dotson 

Law Enforcement Consultant, City of the Woodlands 
Dotson has more than 33 years experience, including 23 years 
with the Houston PD and seven years as chief of the Chattanooga 
PD. He began his career as one of the first black officers in 
Houston and had become an assistant chief before leaving for 
Tennessee. “Building trust among the community is the most 
important thing [a chief] can do,” says Dotson, also noting that the 
department needs to focus less on the “low-hanging fruit” of lock- 
ing people up and more on “families and neighborhoods” as the 


center of community. He would use “geo- 
graphic policing” to make sure police are 
targeting the individual needs of each 
Austin community. 

APD needs “superior leadership” to 
make the department a great one, he 
says, adding that he had challenged his 
Chattanooga administrators to make a 
“lifestyle change” within a department 
that needed to be rebuilt “from the bot- 
tom up.” On questions of excessive force, 
he says force might have been “justified” 
in certain instances, but not “necessary,” 
and that officers need consistent expectations as well as consis- 
tent discipline. He says his Christian faith provides the “compass” 
he needs to make tough decisions and remain “focused on where I 
need to go.” 

Cathy Ellison 

Acting Chief of Police, Austin 
Ellison acknowledges the advantages 
and disadvantages of incumbency and 
says her 27 years with the APD - as its 
first black female officer - offers her a 
unique sense of the department. She says 
the department has changed dramatically 
during her career - both technologically 
(there were no computers when she start- 
ed) and philosophically, with a diminution 
of racism and sexism, as well as advances 
in community policing. “We’ve worked very hard to build trust in the 
community,” she says. And that’s a relationship “we have to con- 
stantly work on.” The key to developing and maintaining trust is 
“telling the truth all the time,” she says. “That’s the only way people 
believe what you say, and it takes time for it to work.” 

Ellison says she initially didn’t intend to apply for the position, 
expecting to retire this year, but a friend persuaded her that “It’s 
not about you any more; it’s about the city and what it needs.” She 
acknowledges that in recent years the city has traditionally recruited 
its chiefs from outside Austin but says, “I grew up in this depart- 
ment, I persevered, and I wanted to make a difference.” She declines 
- with a laugh - to say what she’ll do if she’s not chosen as chief. 


Roger Reinke 

Chief, City of Marco Island, Fla. 

Reinke spent more than 25 years with 
the Milwaukee PD, becoming assistant 
chief before leaving in 2001 to become 
chief in a small Florida resort community. 

Asked why he wants to return to the pres- 
sure of big-city policing, he jokes, “Some 
people have suggested I consult a men- 
tal-health professional” but adds that he 
misses the professional challenges. 

Reinke says he has learned the impor- 
tance of building strong relationships 
within City Hall while in Florida - especially with the city manager. 
He is still “awed” by the power police have - to take away both lib- 
erty and life - and believes that power should be wielded with rever- 
ence. It’s important for police and community to share “common 
ground” in creating a “safe city” and to “protect the rights of every- 
one as we do it,” he says, also noting that the city should rely more 
on major local resources - such as the university communities - to 
achieve these goals. 

Richard Wiles 

Chief, El Paso Police Department 

With a commanding presence and an 
easy smile, Wiles looks like a hybrid: one 
part “cop’s cop,” one part Officer 
Friendly. Wiles says the “police depart- 
ment belongs to the community it 
serves” and that department policies 
should “reflect community standards.” 

He’s been at the El Paso PD since 1982, 
becoming chief in 2004. As chief he says 
he has created “high standards and a 
strong disciplinary process,” which 
includes a clear “disciplinary matrix” and requires officers under 
investigation to submit to polygraph examination. Community 
standards are also evident in the PD’s use-of-force policy, which 
Wiles says is more restrictive than state law, and all officers are 
also trained in mental health. “I think [policies] have to be con- 
sistent with community standards,” he says. That consistency has 
earned him the respect of the department and the community, he 
says, and has meant that in times of crisis - say, in officer- 
involved shootings - the community has trusted Wiles to find the 
truth and mete out appropriate punishments. 

Effective recruiting is key to an effective force - “not everyone 
can be a police officer,” he says. In Austin, he says, he would work 
to diversify the force so that it more clearly reflects the composition 
of the community it serves, and he would concentrate on “putting 
the right people in the right places in the field.”

Neighbor Power II: More lessons from Seattle

Following the 2007 Neighborhood Planning Conference 
held May 5, this column shared ideas from conference 
speaker Jim Diers for improving community satisfaction with 
Austin’s neighborhood plan process (“Neighbor Power,” May 
18). This week follows up with more “best practices” worth 
emulating from Seattle. Diers is the founding director of the 
Department of Neighborhoods for the city of Seattle and the 
author of Neighbor Power: Building Community the Seattle 
Way. Since completing 38 neighborhood plans simultane- 
ously in 1998, Seattle has conducted a successful and well- 
orchestrated program of implementing those plans. The 
effort is conducted by a stand-alone Department of 
Neighborhoods, which orchestrates cross-departmental and 
community efforts citywide. Because the Emerald City (offi- 
cial nickname) is a decade ahead, its matured neighborhood 
plan implementation program provides valuable models that 
could accelerate improvements here in Oztown. 

Diers’ core message at the conference: To promote a 
healthy community, a city must empower neighborhoods to 
solve their own issues and problems. Diers has seen the suc- 
cess, satisfaction, and community improvement that result 
when a city provides resources for neighborhoods to carry 
out their plan recommendations directly. He emphasized 
that cities work best when they empower citizens to take 
action on their own neighborhood priorities, through their 
own organizations. 

Like the first Neighborhood Planning Conference held 
last year (see www.neighboraustin.com for details on both 
events), this year’s dialogue pointed out the need - and the 
opportunities - to improve Austin’s ongoing and problem- 
atic neighborhood plan process. Ever since the city rather 
myopically chose to pursue neighborhood planning without 
updated comprehensive planning in 1996, Austin has 
approached planning for its future in localized slivers. 
Citizens and city staff have invested 10 years in executing 
neighborhood plans.

Yet our City Council and administration - unfathomably 
- have failed to follow up the recommendations generated by 
the plans with a formal and funded program of neighborhood 
plan implementation. The result, predictably, is the current 
high level of citizen frustration and distrust of the process - 
and a neighborhood infrastructure that longtime community 
activist and conference organizer Tim Mahoney recently 
called “an uncoordinated network of mayhem.” 

Fresh Energy in Austin 

Greg Guernsey, who became Austin’s director of Neighbor- 
hood Planning and Zoning Department in February 2006, 
represents fresh leadership more open to neighborhood 
empowerment. Mahoney says he has found Guernsey to be 
far more open-minded and sympathetic to neighborhood 
concerns than the previous director. Cid Galindo, who serves 
on the Neighborhood Planning Committee of the Planning 
Commission, also has found Guernsey “very open-minded.” 
Guernsey attended both community- organized conferences 
(which the city co-sponsored) and says that listening to 
neighborhood folks talk at the conference workshops about 
their experiences with the planning process raised his aware-

ness of existing problems. In 
his office he points to a copy of 
Diers’ book, Neighbor Power, 
and to several thick Seattle 
neighborhood plans, which he 
hopes to review soon. 

Currently, Austin’s neighbor- 
hood planning is in progress for five combined areas: Central 
West Austin, North Burnet Gateway, Oak Hill, South Lamar, 
and University Hills /Windsor Park. The city has shifted to 
planning larger combined areas, partly to meet its deadline 
of completing all plans by 2010. At this point, nearly 
30 areas have adopted neighborhood plans. Another dozen 
remain designated as future planning areas. (For info on the 
process and specifics on individual neighborhoods, visit 
www.ci.austin.tx.us/zoning.) Neighborhood plans, after review 
by the Planning Commission, are adopted by the City Council 
as an update and amendment to the city’s 1979 comprehen- 
sive plan. Only the zoning provisions they include gain the 
force of law, as ordinance amendments to the city’s code. 

Guernsey made the point that as a department director he 
can only execute council policy. Broadening NPZD’s mission 
beyond neighborhood planning, to tackle real neighborhood 
empowerment and substantive plan implementation, would 
require fresh council directives, he said - plus the staff and 
budget to get the job done, which he currently lacks. Noted 
Galindo: “The leadership that’s needed, that’s lacking, is not 
at the department level; to me, it’s at the city management 
level and council level. Council needs to recognize that the 
neighborhood plan process is not as good as it could be. 
Issues at the systemic level are creating results we did not 
anticipate and that we do not want.” 

Within his purview, the genial Guernsey has initiated spe- 
cific improvements that give neighborhood planning teams 
cause for hope. When he became director, he discovered that 
no procedures manual existed (rather astoundingly) that set 
forth a standard process for neighborhood planning. 
In fact, different staff used different practices from 
one neighborhood to the next. The lack of this most 
basic tool has contributed to frustration, said 
Guernsey, because both community members and 
staff have lacked a road map and the assurance of 
equity. A manual now is being prepared. Guernsey 
hopes it will go to the Planning Commission for 
approval in late July; if so, it could be available to the com- 
munity by the end of the summer. 

The director also noted an improved staffing approach to be 
tested on the Central West Austin Combined Neighborhood 
Planning process. Of the 22 city staffers who work in neigh- 
borhood planning, one will be dedicated (half time) to work 
with area participants throughout the complete “life cycle” 
of the plan process. The planner will lead an advance team 
phase to better alert, educate, and prepare citizens for the 
process - which Guernsey recognizes as a missing piece on 
recent plans. The same planner will serve as a liaison for the 
neighborhood contact team during planning. Upon adoption 
of the plan, the staffer will continue on to monitor and 
facilitate implementation of the plan’s recommendations. 
This alone represents a significant new city commitment. 

Planning Commissioners have been meeting monthly with 
staff to provide input on the procedures manual and to sug- 
gest improvements to the process it will set forth. “The 
Planning Commission has its own ideas, and their subcom- 
mittee will probably offer their own recommendations,” noted 
Guernsey. Commissioner Galindo said the committee is 
encouraging staff to think outside the box and to look at what 
other cities are doing: “Seattle is a good example. Structurally 
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NEIGHBORHOOD PLANNING AREAS: 

Patchwork Planning 

It's 2007; do you know where your neighborhood's plan is? 

Guidance for the city's future development is being drafted in 
about 50 discrete chunks.

Sectors also could help 
the Planning Commission maintain a 
better grasp of local area preferences. 
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they have a lot of advantages - tools and 
resources that we should have, but we don’t.” 

In that spirit: more good ideas from Seattle 
and Jim Diers: 

SEATTLE: Ideas That Work 

BEST PRACTICE: 

Pay for Neighborhoods to Hire Planners 

Each neighborhood got substantial funds from 
the city to hire professional planners, said Diers. 
Each neighborhood group received about $70,000 
to $100,000 to hire its own planners; the budget 
also covered related outreach and plan develop- 
ment. Neighborhoods trust the process far more, 
he found, when they select and hire their own 
planner. Guidance from professional urban plan- 
ners produces much better outcomes in the com- 
munity and levels the playing field between 
neighborhoods and developers. 

BEST PRACTICE: 

Neighborhood Service Centers 

Responding to the collective voice of the 
neighborhood plans, Seattle “realigned all city 
government to be more community focused,” 
said Diers. One concrete expression was “neigh- 
borhood service centers,” which Diers described 
as “little city halls.” Now all around town, with 
staff that speak the languages of immigrant 
communities, the handy centers visibly fink 
city government to Seattle’s neighborhoods. 
Citizens use them to access a wealth of city 
services and information, from multiple depart- 
ments. “People love them!” said Diers. 

BEST PRACTICE: Density Assignments 

It helped immensely, Diers said, that neigh- 
borhood planning could build on a new Seattle 
comprehensive plan that set out a clear city 
policy: “We’re going to have growth.” Each 
neighborhood was assigned a growth target to 
incorporate into its planning process. Diers 
said no one challenged their density assign- 
ment, and in fact two neighborhoods requested 
higher targets (to become more viable as resi- 
dential neighborhoods with supermarkets and 
schools). Rather than fight growth, citizens 
moved forward to consider “How can we best 
accommodate growth?” and “How can growth 
be a positive for our neighborhood.” 

Diers noted that his department was careful 
not to ask, “How can we put more people in 
your neighborhood?” but rather “What could we 
do to make your neighborhood more livable?” 

In this effort, Seattle was tremendously helped 
in having a mandate from the state ofWashington’s 
1990 Growth Management Act, which requires 
comprehensive planning (partially for environ- 
mental reasons) and which spawned the hard 
density targets. Unfortunately Austin receives no 
such support from the Texas Legislature. On the 
contrary, our Lege actively fights municipal plan- 
ning to defend “property rights” above all. 

BEST PRACTICE: More Than Land Use 

In Austin, the neighborhood planning pro- 
cess addresses land use, zoning, transporta- 
tion, and urban design issues. In Seattle, citi- 
zens also developed visions for other aspects of 
urban growth - such as human development 
(social services), arts and culture, economic 
development, housing needs, environmental 
issues, and infrastructure. Particularly as Austin 
neighborhood plans are now our city’s only 
long-range planning process, they would do 


well to emulate this broader scope. Other “sus- 
tainability indicators” that plans might for- 
mally address include education and children, 
social equity of opportunity, public safety, civic 
engagement, and health care. 

BEST PRACTICE: Power, Not Task Forces 

Diers noted that previously Seattle had pro- 
vided outlets for citizen participation only 
through task forces and committees. But task 
forces lack the power to implement anything. 
“The city can say it’s gathered citizen input, 
and then the city goes and does whatever it 
wants,” Diers observed wryly. “All the power 
stays in the hands of city officials.” Seattle has 
evolved toward a different model, where citi- 
zens are treated as valuable resources who can 
actually solve the problems they identify. Said 
Diers: “How do you start making local govern- 
ment work again? You make cities see real 
value in citizens and build on that.” 

BEST PRACTICE: Execute and Communicate 

Seattle has used strong project management 
to turn neighborhood “wish fists” into com- 
pleted projects checked off the fist. DON gets 
the projects done by orchestrating implemen- 
tation across many city departments. Each key 
neighborhood plan recommendation becomes 
a city project that is actively assigned, tracked, 
budgeted for, scheduled, and (hopefully) com- 
pleted, all within a master matrix. 

Best of all, an interactive feature on the city 
of Seattle website makes it easy for citizens to 
track the specific recommendations and proj- 
ects’ status in their neighborhood plans. By 
clicking on a map, citizens can view all of the 
projects on their neighborhood plan’s matrix. 
(To try it, visit www.seattle.gov/neighborhoods/npi/ 
planning.) Detailed are the actions to be taken, 
the responsible city department and contact 
person, a completion target date, and project 
status. The commitment to accountability 
communicated is far superior to that on 
Austin’s neighborhood planning webpages. 

On the Austin City Connection home page, 
“neighborhoods” isn’t even a topic included on 
the index bar. There’s a “City Plans” fink, but 
that resource excludes a direct fink to neighbor- 
hood plans (despite a promise by City Manager 
Toby Futrell that the webpage would make all 
city planning tools transparent and easily acces- 
sible to the public). Instead it opens a “Vision” 
page - where one again searches in vain for any 
mention of neighborhoods or neighborhood 
plans next to “Council Priorities,” “Values,” or 
even “Comprehensive Planning.” 

By communicating so little, the city of 
Austin website says quite a lot. ■

Seattle Best Practices from the May 18 column: 

A City Fund for Neighborhood Projects: Neighborhood 
groups can initiate their own projects - and get 50% 
matching funding from the city - which in turn has lever- 
aged another $50 million in community resources. 

A Bond Issue for Neighborhood Plan Implementa- 
tion: The city of Seattle offered voters a $470 million 
bond package to fund neighborhood improvements - proj- 
ects the community had specifically detailed and requested 
in their 38 neighborhood plans. The bonds passed easily. 

Track and Execute “Top 5” Projects: Each neighbor- 
hood has identified its Top 5 projects; these are collated 
into a master database used to track plan implementa- 
tion and to prioritize the projects that get attention and 
funding from the city and community groups.

AUSTIN VISUAL ARTS ASSOCIATION: 

Thrilled to be hitting the big 3-0 

Austin has its share of venerable arts organiza- 
tions. The Austin Symphony has been delighting our 
ears for close to 100 years. Zachary Scott Theatre 
Center is about to turn 75. Ballet Austin just cele- 
brated its 50th anniversary this past season. The 
Austin Museum of Art, at the ripe old age of 46, is 
probably Austin’s best-known visual-arts organization 
as well as its oldest. But the Austin Visual Arts 
Association or AVAA (pronounce it “Ava,” like the 
earthy, mid-20th-century actress) isn’t too far behind. 

“AVAA’s purpose now is similar to what it was when 
it began,” says Kelli Montgomery, the association’s 
executive director. “When it began, basically no arts 
organization existed that focused on and served all 
of the visual arts. A lot of different niche groups 
existed that catered to, for instance, pastels or 
watercolor or female artists only. So a group of arts 
leaders got together and said, ‘We need something 
that covers all the visual arts to help create more of 
a community for 
the arts and for 
artists.’” That 
group included 
arts legends such 
as Kelly Fearing, 

David Deming, 

Damian Priour, 

Melissa Miller, Bill 
Wiman, and 
Susan Whyne. 

“We’re now one of 
the oldest and 
largest contempo- 
rary arts organiza- 
tions in Austin, 
and we’re still

100 percent artist-driven. Which means the artists help with all 
aspects of our events. They help determine the programming; they 
help set up the shows - it’s very much grassroots. We provide 
opportunities for artists and art patrons by supporting and fostering 
the economy of the visual arts in Austin.” 


AVAA’s been doing 
that now for 30 years, 
each year offering 
panels with art 
experts that promote 
discussion and intel- 
lectual exchange, life- 
drawing classes that 
allow artists to hone 
their skills, and multi- 
ple juried exhibitions 
that allow artists’ 
work to be seen as 
well as sold. This 
year is special in 
more ways than one, 
for it marks the first 
year that AVAA has 
branched out interna- 
tionally, with an exhi- 
bition originating in 
Austin that traveled to 
Denmark and the 
Czech Republic. 

AVAA is celebrating 
its 30th anniversary 
in high style, begin- 
ning this week. 

“We’re going to start

Hale, Rick Hernandez, and Jack White,” says Montgomery. More than 
330 works were submitted, with about 60 of them selected for dis- 
play in the Butridge Gallery at the Dougherty Arts Center and more 
displayed in a satellite exhibition at the Scarborough Building, Sixth 
and Congress, which opens June 14. The exhibitions include oils, 
pastels, sculpture, pen-and-ink, photography, and prints, with pieces 
by Austin favorites like Nathan Jensen and Oscar Silva. When the 
Butridge exhibit opens on Thursday, June 28, AVAA is hosting a big 
reunion party at the Dougherty from 6-9pm, with music from the 
Atlantics. Admission is free. - Barry Pineo

THE ARTS ALIVE INSTITUTE: 

Reaching all learners with art 

You’ve probably heard that you can’t get a 
free lunch anymore. Well, you can! And not 
only can you get a free lunch, but if you’re a 
teacher, you can get continuing professional 
education credit as well as skills to assist 
you in working with students who are handi- 
capped or bilingual just by registering for and 
attending the Arts Alive Institute: A Bi-Lingual 
Inclusive Arts Exchange on Tuesday, June 19. 
And it won’t cost you anything but your time. 

The Arts Alive Institute is sponsored by the 
Texas branch of VSA Arts, a national program 
affiliated with the John F. Kennedy Center for 
the Performing Arts that exists “to promote 
the creative power in people with disabilities 
by reducing the barriers to the arts,” says 
Celia Hughes, executive director for VSA Arts 
of Texas. The Lone Star arm of the organiza- 
tion, which has affiliates in all 50 states and 
in 60 countries, spun out of a local group 


called Access Arts Austin, which was founded 
in 1996 to provide audio description for the 
blind as well as sign interpretation and cap- 
tioning for the deaf. “In 1999, the Washing- 
ton, D.C., branch of VSA approached Access 
and asked us if we would be interested in 
becoming VSA’s affiliate for the state of 
Texas,” says Hughes, and since then, VSA 
has sponsored professional development pro- 
grams like Artworks! and the Texas Cultural 
Access Initiative; performances like the 
Actual Lives Performance Project, which was 
recognized in the Chronicle's “Best of Austin” 
issue for its theatrical activism; and educa- 
tional programs, of which Arts Alive is a part. 

“Arts Alive involves sending teaching art- 
ists into elementary schools to do artist resi- 
dence throughout a semester,” says program 
coordinator Emily Hurd. “The artist goes in 
once a week and works with kids doing 
music, drama, dance, and visual arts activi- 
ties. And that’s really fun because it gives 
the kids the opportunity to experience some- 


thing new, outside of what their classroom 
teacher does, as well as allow the classroom 
teacher to see another educator, a teaching 
artist, who might have new ideas about how 
to use the arts to reach all learners. 

“This year, the culminating event of Arts 
Alive is the Arts Alive Institute, where we’re 
bringing together artists and educators 
throughout the city and state to discuss best 
practices and ideas for using the arts in tar- 
geting English-language learners.” The insti- 
tute will include presentations on storytelling 
in the classroom, creative writing in bilingual 
classrooms, a workshop by Dr. Joni L. 
Jones/Omi Osun Olomo on theatre for social 
change, and observation of an expressive 
arts laboratory. The institute is open to all 
interested parties, but it’s structured espe- 
cially for teachers. - B.R

GET UP: How funky and 
strong is their fight 

Shannon McCormick, that tall, sleek com- 
rade with the cue-ball noggin and wild eyes, 
and Shana Merlin, that shortish fox with the 
million-watt smile. That’s the comedy improv 
duo called Get Up, at least from the outside. 
One can only imagine the sort of mental cir- 
cuitry crackling on the inside, sparking scenes 
and synchronicity and inspired silliness fit to 
impress and amuse all but the moribund. 

This is unsurprising. The two have been on 
the local scene for a while now and are two 
of its brightest lights. McCormick’s also the 
co-producer of the annual Out of Bounds 
Improv Festival and one-third of Buzz Moran’s 
Foleyvision; Merlin’s one of the fiercest com- 
ponents of musical improv troupe Girls, Girls, 
Girls, a mainstay of the Heroes of Comedy, 
and has been teaching improv professionally 
for years. These two have galvanized stages 
either together or separately since 2001. 

Now Get Up has a monthlong tenure at 
Salvage Vanguard Theater’s new HQ, perform- 
ing live with a different twosome each Satur- 
day at 10:30pm. (It’s a plum gig, to be sure; 
but then, McCormick’s also the venue’s pro- 
gram director.) We recently caught their inau- 
gural show - they appeared after a set by 
McNichol & May, about whom there’ll be more 
in a later review - and we weren’t disappointed. 

Picture it: Get Up’s on the stripped-bare set 
for SVT’s current project. The sound crew in 
the tech booth plays a swell of music, the sort 
of thing that might herald the start of an 
especially pompous commercial for freeze- 
dried coffee. The audience is asked to shout 
out what associations spring up from such 
orchestral maneuvering. “Wicker!” “Pottery 
Barn!” “Lemonade on a porch!” And they’re off. 

Forty-five minutes later, they’re wrapping up 
the story of an obsessed middle-aged birder 
and his sullen teenage son, which tale has 
intersected and converged with the story of 
an Alaskan senator and his estranged wife, 
which narrative has run smack into the 
account of an Inuit middle-school teacher 
exploring the wilderness. And all these 
threads and people come together, with each 
improviser taking several roles (sometimes 
simultaneously), incorporating supporting 
characters, and often riffing off each other’s 
gambits smoothly enough that we suspect 
telepathy. McCormick and Merlin are comfort- 
able working together, like two parts of an 
interlocking dream machine, and this trans- 
lates into capers that are usually believable 
no matter how, uh, funky the premise that 
spawned them. 

Because Get Up knows how to get down.

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Risk for Beauty 

Sally Jacques sends dancers flying off 
a pair of federal buildings to give us 
a moment of transcendence

Sally Jacques steps off the elevator on the 
ninth floor of the JJ. Pickle Federal Building 
and leads the way to a suite that was a local 
base of operations for Lyndon Johnson during 
his presidency The meticulously preserved 
rooms boast vintage chairs and sofas whose 
electric colors still crackle 40 years on, and 
the gleaming Magnavox entertainment center 
(with turntable and Astro-Sonic AM-FM stereo 
receiver!) looks like it was trucked in from the 
Oscar Snowden showroom yesterday On one 
wall, black-and-white photographs capture LBJ 
and all the president’s men in sober confer- 
ence, making clear that this was a seat of power 
- which makes it all the more incongruous a 
setting for the Austin choreographer, who’s as 
counterculture as they come and has been at 
least since Johnson sat in the Oval Office. But 
Jacques has a purpose here: The Pickle Building 
and the Homer Thomberry Judicial Building 
across the plaza to the north are the sites for 
Constellation, the new aerial dance work by her 
Blue Lapis Light company, and the dancers 
are being allowed to use LBJ’s suite, Jacques 
announces with a mixture of delighted pride 
and astonishment, as their dressing room. 

The idea of this archetypal smoke-filled 
room full of middle-aged male politicos being 
overrun by a bunch of young female daredevil 
dancers has a certain improbable beauty to 
it. But then, that’s the way with so much 
of Jacques’ work, which has taken spare, 
unsightly industrial spaces - warehouses, air- 
plane hangars, a dumping ground for cement 
mixers - and, through the graceful movements 
of dancers such as Laura Cannon and Nicole 
Whiteside and the gorgeous music and sound 
of designer/composer William Meadows and 
vocalist Tina Marsh and the lush illumination 
of lighting designer Jason Amato, improbably 
transformed them into sites of spectacular, 
even transcendent beauty. 

Nowhere was this more clear than with last 
year’s Requiem, the Blue Lapis Light collabora- 
tion performed on the abandoned concrete 
shell of the Intel building. The work, which 
was just honored with an Austin Critics Table 
award for Dance Concert, drew 10,000 people 


and became, in Jacques’ words, “a happen- 
ing,” with people viewing the work from not 
only the bleachers set up in front of the site 
but spaces all around it: in Republic Square 
Park, at the post office, in high-rise buildings 
nearby, from cars. And they would set up pic- 
nics, as they would for an event in a park. “It 
was amazing to see that there is an audience 
[for what we do] ,” says Jacques, and that it was 
“bigger than what we’re used to - much bigger 
for us than we were ever used to.” 

Jacques was able to build on that 
newfound popularity with a work in 
the New Year’s Eve celebration First 
Night, performed on the side of the 
12-story Radisson Hotel. Thousands 
gathered around the intersection 
of Congress and Cesar Chavez and 
across the Congress Avenue Bridge 
to watch the piece, titled Angels in 
Our Midst. The crowd was so large 
and cheered so loudly when the 
dancers began their descent from 
the top of the building that Nicole 
Whiteside says it’s as close as she’s 
ever been to feeling like a rock star. 

After that kind of enthusiastic pub- 
lic response to your last two projects, 
what do you do for an encore? To 
help answer that, Jacques turned to 
Steve Rutledge, the General Services 
Administration property manager 
who proved invaluable in the stag- 
ing of Requiem. (Once the Intel shell 
became the site for a federal court- 
house, it fell under his jurisdiction, 
and he helped Jacques and company 
negotiate the government regulations 
and requirements with the grace of a 
dancer.) Rutledge told Jacques what 
other federal buildings might be used 
for one of her projects, and from that 
list, she settled on the Thornberry. 

But since the Pickle was right across 
the plaza, she asked about it as well. 

Rutledge said she could use them 
both, so Jacques began to conceive 
of an aerial dance that would involve 


two buildings across from each other, one 
four stories and the other 10 stories, with the 
audience in between. She likens the dance to 
a tennis match, with the focus bouncing back 
and forth between the two structures. 

That’s not to say that the choreographer 
had the whole performance mapped out in 
her mind before work on Constellation began. 
Fundamental to Jacques’ approach is that the 
dance truly evolves from the site itself. “The 


one thing I avoid is coming in with an idea 
- ‘This is what we’re gonna do,”’ she says. “I 
don’t think there’s anything that makes me 
more uncomfortable than seeing something put 
on something, particularly this kind of work. ” 
Jacques will start with images inspired by the 
site itself - for instance, the thought of human 
bodies moving across the face of this huge 
building that dwarfs them suggested stars or 
planets in motion - but then that is shaped and 
enhanced by her collaborators as they develop 
their own concepts about how light will play 
across the space or music will complement the 
dancers’ movements. But as they develop those 
ideas, they also have to adjust to the practical 
considerations of the site. 

“There are a lot of factors that inform what 
is possible,” Jacques says. “There are all these 
elements to look at. The building is this wide, 
but that much of it doesn’t really have a roof, 
or it has a roof with all this stuff on it. Then 
you’ve got the rigger who says, ‘You can’t put 
it there.’ There are times when we have to 
have discussions with Jason [Amato] about 
placement of lights, because the heat or this 
rope or whatever the issue is, if it’s coming 
from above, it can be too close to the edge. 
On this roof [the Pickle Building], there are 
hundreds and hundreds of pebbles, and when 
the dancers climb over the edge, the pebbles 
drop down. So Jason pointed out to me, ‘One 
of them drops in a light; that’s $2,000.’ When 
the dancers climb over the edge in the dark, 
they can’t worry about what tiny pebbles are 
there. So our rigger will tie someone in, and 
we’ll try to sweep them back as much as we 
can on both buildings. 

“And are the dancers comfort- 
g able? What do Laura and Nicole 
< feel about that? I had a night, 
before we went on the building, 
of, ‘What am I doing here? This 
is peoples’ lives. What are all of 
us doing?’ I came back and said 
[to the dancers], ‘We don’t have 
to do this,’ and they said, ‘This is 
what we want to do.’ So it’s very 
informed of all of us, and it has 
to be that way because it’s poten- 
tially dangerous.” 

That danger is ever present in 
Jacques’ mind, but she and her col- 
laborators risk it for the chance to 
obtain that moment of extraordi- 
nary beauty for which we all yearn 
and that can transform our lives. 
“When you go the beach and see 
the sun setting or you hear a bird at 
a given moment, you’re pulled from 
your life. Everything that’s troubling 
you or worrying you, just for that 
moment, it’s [gone],” Jacques says. 
“As an artist, I go for those moments. 
Because that’s the biggest connec- 
tion to spirituality or the universe or 
whatever people want to call it. It 
makes you feel your sense of pur- 
pose and being.” ■

GUN SHY 

by Ben Rehder

Austin novelist Ben 
Rehder writes about the 
Texas Hill Country with such 
insightful appreciation that 
he’s come to own the ter- 
ritory, much the same way 
Carl Hiaasen owns South 
Florida. Gun Shy is the fifth book in Rehder’s 
Blanco County mystery series featuring game 
warden John Marlin as protagonist and low-key 
crime solver. In this witty whodunit, the author 
tackles gun control, managing to skewer both 
sides of that polarizing issue with sly, satirical 
humor while also raising thoughtful consider- 
ation through the experiences of Marlin’s love 
interest, Sheriff’s Deputy Nicole Brooks. 

Rehder casts faux cowboy country singer 
Mitch Campbell as the newly appointed 
celebrity spokesman of the fictitious National 
Weapons Alliance. On the eve of a huge 
Independence Day NWA rally at his Hill Country 
ranch, Mitch shoots a Mexican day laborer in 
a drug-induced fit of paranoia and enlists NWA 
exec Dale Stubbs to help him cover up the 
crime by staging a phony hunting accident. John 
Marlin easily sees through the hunting accident 
ruse. Once Marlin begins looking for answers, 
the life Campbell has built around his Nashville- 
manufactured persona begins to unravel. 

In true Rehder fashion, the tale is told 
through a complex cast of quirky characters: a 
lovely retired sitcom star and her ex-husband, 
the Pulitzer-winning political cartoonist, sad- 



dened by the senseless shooting death of their 
son; a scheming secretary determined to pay 
her credit-card debts via blackmail; a preop 
transvestite named Bonita; the smarmy con- 
gressman counting on NWA support to become 
governor; and those hapless miscreants Red 
and Billy Don, eager to join the NWA and pitch 
a new country song to Campbell. With each 
new Rehder book, I can’t help wondering when 
some enterprising TV or movie producer is 
going to snap up the author’s hilarious series 
for the screen. Gun Shy is the best of the 
bunch: It scores a bull’s-eye. - Virginia B. Wood

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Happy Accidents 

Dominic Smith on The Beautiful Miscellaneous'

Dominic Smith has traveled an interesting 
path to the publication of his second novel, The 
Beautiful Miscellaneous, which hit shelves earlier 
this month. Leaving his native Australia in 1989 
to study architecture at a small liberal-arts col- 
lege in Michigan, Smith settled in Austin nearly 
1 1 years later, abandoning both architecture and 
then a doctorate program in anthropology along 
the way before eventually earning an master of 
fine arts degree from the Michener Center for 
Writers at the University of Texas. 

It was during his time at the University of 
Iowa, where he received his undergraduate 
degree in anthropology, that Smith discovered 
the university’s famed Writers’ Workshop and 
entertained the idea for the first time that he 
could actually be one. 

“Up until that time,” he says, “it seemed a 
naive childhood fantasy.” 

His decision to pursue writing as a vocation 
seems to have paid off with the publication of 
the elegant The Beautiful Miscellaneous (Atria, 
$24), which tells the story of Nathan Nelson, 
the average son of a genius particle physicist. 
Samuel Nelson believes his son must be des- 
tined for greatness, but despite all his efforts 
to coax out Nathan’s hidden talents, the boy 
remains ordinary. 

Then, when Nathan is 17, he’s in a ter- 
rible car accident that leaves him in a coma. 
Upon awakening, Nathan discovers that his 
brain injury has resulted in the onset of a 
rare condition that allows him to memorize 
vast pieces of information: entire city phone 
books, dictionaries, and so forth. This new- 
found ability restores Samuel’s hopes for his 
son, who is sent off to an institute in Iowa 
for savants, prodigies, and neurological mis- 
fits in the hope of finding an application for 
Nathan’s amazing memory 


“I’ve always been 
fascinated by near- 
death experience, 
in part because I 
had a lot of acci- 
dents before the age 
of 10,” Smith says. 

“These include a 
near drowning, a 
fire starting directly 
below my bedroom 
in our apartment, 
and a steak knife 
went into my left 
eye when my sister 
and I tried to pry open an old, rusty tool chest 
that had been undisturbed in the garage for 
years. I was grateful to make puberty and have 
had very few accidents since.” 

With an ear for language and a gift for 
lyrical prose, Smith has written a novel that 
investigates love and loss, success and failure, 
the nature of genius, and particle physics. It is 
ambitious, especially when you consider that 
this is really Smith’s first novel. The Beautiful 
Miscellaneous began as Smith’s thesis for the 
MFA program. The title comes from a grad- 
school experience. 

“Some friends and I had jobs during law 
school finals as exam proctors,” he says. “I 
had been working on my novel for over a year 
but had not yet found the right title. We were 
standing in the offices of the law school sorting 
through exam booklets and putting them in 
alphabetical order. On the wall there were calen- 
dars posted for each semester, and above them 
were big labels for ‘fall,’ ‘spring,’ and ‘summer.’ 
Then there was another heading for ‘miscel- 
laneous’ right next to ‘summer.’ My friend Jeff 
Wait made the joke that Texas has a terrible sum- 



mer but a beautiful miscellaneous. I immediately 
knew that was the title for the book, and it fit 
perfectly. Because the central character, who has 
the ability to memorize lots of useless informa- 
tion, ends up learning how to tame the chaos 
and befriends ‘the miscellaneous.’” 

As he was nearing graduation and preparing 
to send the manuscript out to potential pub- 
lishers, Smith was awarded the Dobie Paisano 
Fellowship, which included a six-month stay 
on J. Frank Dobie’s 250-acre ranch outside of 
Austin. There Smith threw himself into work on 
another, completely different novel, emerging 
with not one but two completed manuscripts. 

Both were purchased and scheduled for pub- 
lication, though the manuscript written on the 
ranch, The Mercury Visions of Louis Daguerre 
(see the Chronicle’s review at austinchronicle. 
com/gyrobase/lssue/review?oid=oid:346212), was 
published first. 

“It was a strange experience, having my sec- 
ond novel published first,” Smith says. “I think 
I’ve given up on trying to figure out the world 
of publishing. ... The average, middle-class, 
educated person reads two or three works of 


fiction a year, and most of those are going to 
be airport novels. So when you find readers 
who really like good literature and don’t mind 
working at it now and again, they should be 
enshrined, because they’re the people who buy 
the books that sustain a lot of writers’ careers. 
If you’re not writing bestseller kind of fiction, 
you desperately need those people.” 

With the publication of The Beautiful 
Miscellaneous, Smith will be embarking on an 
eight-city book tour to promote his novel. 

“It is completely humbling and exciting at the 
same time,” he says. “Publishing is still really 
about hand-selling. If you make an impression 
on someone who owns or runs a store, not only 
are they going to have you come back and read, 
but they’ll spread the word on your book.” 

Smith, whose interests include spending 
time with his very active 11- and 8-year-old 
daughters, movies, live music, and walking the 
greenbelt, says his typical day begins very early, 
with him sitting down to write for two to four 
hours, starting at 7am. After that, he spends 
part of the day reading, often doing research for 
whatever project he’s working on. 

It was his love of research and curiosity about 
physics, a subject Smith claims he did not know 
much about beforehand, that led him to create 
the world of The Beautiful Miscellaneous. 

“The challenge in writing about physics was 
finding the stuff that was metaphysical,” he 
says. “The deepest questions in science are big, 
unknowable topics.” 

The novel also seeks to investigate the 
tenuous nature of father-son relationships. 
According to Smith, for sons, our fathers are 
our first living example of what it means to be 
a man in the world. 

“There are so many things we take away 
from it,” he says, “and whether it’s all posi- 
tive or, like for most people, a mixed bag or 
completely crazy and dysfunctional, you can’t 
ignore the power of that relationship. In ways, 
Nathan is looking for the key to unlock the 
mystery of his dad. But you realize there is no 
key; people are mysterious. Sometimes no mat- 
ter how hard you try to understand somebody, 
they are full of paradoxes and conflicts.” ■

She didn’t even pressure 
Joe Billy to get a job, though as it happened his 
afternoons were occupied, with meager compen- 
sation, at Meitzer’s Music Shop. . . . Violins and 
cellos, even banjos made their way to Meitzer’s 
shop, but it was the guitar that was Joe Billy’s 


conjure woman. The long play of the 
hardwood neck. The nut. The bone. 
Bridge and saddle. . . . 

According to Joe Billy, the simi- 
larity between a woman’s body 
and a guitar’s light-framed anatomy 
struck him just about the time 
of his first erections. But he was 
a little older, fifteen or so, when, 
stealing a sample of acrylic paints 
and lacquers from the high school’s 
auto shop, he retreated with his 
Gibson to a closet-sized bedroom for his other 
purpose. It was there that Joe Billy found his 
true expression. In something less than a week 
Fanny’s fatherless boy had conformed the sur- 
face of his inherited guitar into the image of a 
voluptuous woman. 

She was lying on her side, this female, a 
nude torso stretched along the axis of the 
guitar’s leering neck and exposed in bold, 
primary colors on the surface of the guitar’s 
polished body. The soundhole situated her 
navel. Raven hair played in damascene tangles 
over the naked round of the guitar’s shoulder 
to display a sensual hip. A kind of bracelet 
fell in linked motes of turquoise or jade in a 
shallow arc from her wasp’s waist toward the 
pubis lasciviously suggested below, a G-string 
dimly realized from visions of Biblical whores, 
Aholah and Aholibah, say. Or Jezebel. 


One evening Joe Billy took his guitar to 
French Town hoping to jam at a local blues 
establishment. Tully’s Lounge was never as suc- 
cessful as, say, the Red Bird Cafe, but was still, 
locals insisted, a venue for serious artists. The 
Adderley Brothers, Cannonball and Nat, were 
said to have played at Red Tully’s place. Imagine 
that sax and comet in the same room.

They played for drinks and tips, or like 
Joe Billy came to chase women. 

The veteran players only occasionally returned, 
their balding pates and graying hair wreathed in 
sweat and the smoke of cigarettes. Sometimes 
they’d let Joe Billy sit in, and he’d be keeping 
rhythm behind men with sobriquets like Blind 
John Davis or Pinetop Perkins. Pigmeat Jarret used 
to show up now and then.

“How’s that work for you, Mr. Belacek?” 

He mouths “fine” but no sound comes out. 
I can see the words pooling inside him. 

Mary returns to the counter and whispers to 
me, “Talk to him.” 

I know nothing about the man, so I slip down 
to the volunteer office and check the book. 

I remember Annie Mae’s instructions: “These 
are our cheat sheets. The book is always here 
on the desk. Check it first thing when you 
come in. It’ll tell you who our latest residents 
are, what ails them, and maybe a little about 
who they are.” 

Alfred Belacek. A Dallas attorney bom and 
raised in Vermont. Prep schools. A dead wife. 
No children. 

Mr. Belacek’s eyes follow me as I come back 
down the hallway. I lean over close to him. 

“I picked blueberries once in Vermont,” I 
say. “You must have had an exciting life as an 
attorney, too.” 

His eyes are a crystal blue. He purses his lips, 
massaging the words, and motions for me to come 
even closer. I lean my ear toward his face, and he 
spits the words loose like chunks of gravel. 

“High jump champion.” 

His blue eyes train on mine, and I can see 
into his past for a moment. The young, nimble 
boy grabbing the pole. Running. Taking flight. 

Mr. Belacek’s mouth curls into a satisfied 
grin, and his eyes drift shut. The effort to speak 
seems to have drained his battery. 

“What’d he say?” Mary asks from the 
nurse’s station. 

When I tell her, she puts her palm on my 
forehead. 

“You’ve got the power,” she says. “You got 
more out of him in five minutes than I have in 
days. I am impressed.” 

Mary points to a high shelf where stuffed ani- 
mals are lined up, their legs dangling down. 

“My favorite patient had her daughter buy 
those. One a day. They were her lucky charm.

Jeremiah Cunningham's 
World's Best Eggs 

A hundred years ago, if you wanted your chickens to stay alive and lay 
eggs for you, you had to provide them with clean water, fresh air, whole- 
some food, sunshine, and room to walk around. Hens that are provided 
with these luxuries nowadays are very lucky hens indeed, and because 
they are typically penned out of doors in pastures of fresh green grass, 
their eggs are termed “pastured” eggs. 

Because pastured hens are allowed to live a healthy, natural chicken 
life, their eggs are shockingly (and measurably) superior in flavor and 
nutritional value. Pastured eggs typically contain 10% less fat, 34% less 
cholesterol, 40% more vitamin A, 220% more vitamin E, and 300-400% 
higher levels of omega-3 fatty acids. In addition to being better for you, 
pastured eggs taste much better and give superior results when used in 
baking and other cookery. Some pastry chefs claim that using pastured 
eggs causes cakes and souffles to rise as much as 30% higher and that 
the higher vitamin E content causes baked goods to stay fresh longer. 

Jeremiah Cunningham’s World’s Best Eggs, produced on Coyote Creek 
Farm in Elgin (www.coyotecreekfarm.org), are an outstanding example of 
just how much better pastured eggs can be. For starters, the yolks are a 
deep, bright orange-gold hue that clearly illustrates their greater beta-car- 
otene content. When you break one into the frying pan, the white holds a 
tight oval shape; it doesn’t run like water or cover a large area. The egg 
flavor is robust yet delicate, and the texture is velvety and firm. 

Cunningham treats his pastureland four times a year with compost tea 
to stimulate the soil and increase availability of micronutrients and also 
grows organic grains to supplement his hens’ natural diet. And so we 
have come full circle: These eggs are probably as good as the eggs your 
great-great-grandmother enjoyed. And at $4.49 a dozen, they are so, so 
worth it. Available exclusively at Whole Foods. - Kate Thomberry 










































WINE OF THE WEEK 

(Oops) They Did It Again 

Chilean wines are some of the greatest bargains avail- 
able today. The country’s vineyards are producing a lot 
of wine, which keeps competition high. The 
wineries are also intent on crashing 
the U.S. market by trying to get gpb 
enough shelf space, then display- 
ing a label that is unforgettable. 

In perhaps the zaniest single 
piece of marketing advice ever 
given to a winery, New York’s 
Schwartz Olcott Imports have 
decided they know how to woo the 
American public. They have named 
their wine (oops). That’s right, 

(oops). As in, oops, we made 
a mistake. Or, oops, what 
was I thinking when I hired 
that marketing company? 

Under the school of 
“even bad publicity is good 
publicity,” perhaps they are 
on to something. The label 
is instantly recognizable on 
a crowded shelf. And hid- 
den in the densely packed 
label is a surprising amount 
of useful information about 
the grapes’ history, grow- 
ing conditions, flavors, and 
food pairings. 

Of course, none of this 
would matter if the wine 
wasn’t so good that it war- 
rants the embarrassment of 
going to the checkout coun- 
ter. (Oops, I meant to get a 
Chateau Lafitte Rothschild. 

How did this bottle get into 
my cart?) My favorite of 
their wines is what they call 
Voluptuous Beauty. It’s 84% 

Cabernet Franc and 16% Carmenere. Both grapes can 
taste thin and vegetal if not grown and vinted perfectly, 
but when they are on, these are complex tasters with 
scads of depth and big raspberry and chocolate aromas. 
Try it with a beef and mole sauce or grilled lamb chops, 
(oops) wines are available at the Target stores that carry 
wine, Costco, and Cost Plus/World Market. Expect to pay 
between $9.99 and $11.99. - Wes Marshall

F00D-0-FILE

Driving down West Lynn last week, I spied Galaxy 
Cafe owners Jay Bunda, Kelly Chappell, and Chris 
Courtney working furiously to convert the former 

Cosmic Cafe location into Taqueria Zocalo Fresca 
Cafe (1110 West Lynn). The new spot is scheduled to 
open this week, featuring an Interior Mexican menu 
complemented by beer, wine, and frozen sangria. We’ve 
been told to expect much the same price point and 
casual atmosphere as the trio’s family-friendly Galaxy 
Cafe outlets... I had a delightful interview and dessert 
tasting recently with Amanda Rockman, executive pas- 
try chef for both Asti (408-C E. 43rd, 451-1218) and 
Fino (2905 San Gabriel, 474-2905). Rockman is a 
Culinary Institute of America grad who worked under 
such renowned pastry chefs as Emily Luchetti at 
Farallon in San Francisco and Gale Gand at Tru in 
Chicago before coming to Austin. She submits menu 
ideas for both restaurants to co-owner Lisa Fox but 
admits that Fino’s broader Mediterranean focus allows 
her more creative freedom. “At Asti, the tiramisu and 
the bittersweet chocolate cannoli are so popular, cus- 
tomers just demand that they stay on the menu, but at 
Fino I have more freedom to experiment,” she explains. 

I sampled two distinctively different desserts from 
Rockman’s Fino menu, and they certainly demonstrate 
her range. Her personal favorite is a light, tangy Greek 
Yogurt Panna Cotta in a pool of Riesling soup, topped 
with a green apple granita that is very refreshing. 
Because I love caramel almost as much as I love lemon, 
I was partial to the Chocolate and Star Anise Truffle 
Financier, a moist little cake served with a decadent 
scoop of roasted banana ice cream, some cajeta cara- 
mel, and slices of bruleed bananas. From the Asti 
menu, she presented me with the Caramel Semifreddo: 
an ethereally light, chilled caramel custard resting on a 
piece of crunchy almond croquant, garnished with salted 
almonds and blackberries. The texture contrasts of 
creamy and crunchy balanced by salty and sweet flavors 
made this creation my favorite. Be sure to save room for 
Rockman’s innovative and sophisticated desserts the 
next time you visit Asti or Fino. This young woman has 
real talent! And speaking of Asti, co-owner Emmett Fox 
reports that chef Morgan Dishman has left to do some 
traveling and then pursue stage work in some high-pro- 
file restaurant kitchens on the East Coast. According to 
Fox, former Wink sous chef Johnny Bates takes over 
the range at Asti this week. Bates is the second Wink 
alum to join the Foxes’ team: Chef Thomas Reed took 
over the kitchen at Fino three months ago, and we hear 
that he and wine director Josh Leving are coming up 
with very inviting food-and-wine pairing menus, such as 
one the duo recently designed showcasing Roses. I’m 
looking forward to a visit to Fino in the near future... 
Houston-based Spec’s Liquors is really sold on the 
Austin market. They recently opened their huge second 
store here (4970 Hwy. 290 W., 366-8260), and plans 
are in the works for a third at the Shops at Arbor Walk 
at Capital of Texas Highway and Mopac North later this 
year... Bravo kicked off the third season of Top Chef 
this week. Queer Eye’s Ted Allen has been added to the 
judging panel, and two Texans are among the 15 new 
candidates who were filmed in Miami competing for 
fame and fortune. The new season was previewed last 
week with a 4 Star All Stars smackdown between the 
four top contenders from seasons one and two. 
Contestants from season three were among the diners, 
and the chefs from season one emerged victorious.

If you hung around Austin in 
the Seventies and Eighties, you 
might have some fond memories 
of the tacos and enchiladas 
served in Jorge Arredondo’s 
series of funky Tex-Mex restau- 
rants around town (not to men- 
tion the distinctive logo of Sefior 
Arredondo rising beneficent from 
a bowl of chili). Casita Jorge’s on 
Hancock, a vestige of that late 
lamented little empire, scraped 
by under a couple of subsequent 
owners before its purchase in 
2003 by Diana Veloz, daughter of 
West Texas restaurateur George 
Veloz Sr., whose family operates 
several Jorge’s Restaurants (no 
relation to Arredondo’s former 
places) in Midland, Odessa, and 
Amarillo. Veloz shortened the 
Hancock restaurant’s name to 
Jorge’s, maintained its gently g 

aging and quirky decor, and | 

smartened up the menu with new ^ 
dishes and fresh ingredients, o 

adapting it to include her family’s 
West-Tex-Mex style of cooking. 

And what exactly is West Texas-style Mexican 
food? Not so different, really, although more 
influenced by the flavors of New Mexico (lots 
of green chiles) and plenty of grilled beef. 
Flat-stacked enchiladas with New Mexican red 
sauce ($9.29) are a good example, as is Carne 
con Chile Verde ($9.99): a plate of bite-size 
chunks of pork loin stewed in a mildly spicy 
green sauce of tomatillos, onions, and Anaheim 
and poblano chiles. New Mexican Green 
Enchiladas ($7.99) are an unusual and tasty 
ensemble of coarsely chopped roasted-green- 
chile salsa that dresses red-chile corn tortillas 
filled with cheese, chicken, or beef. There are 
also many solid variations of the usual Tex-Mex 
suspects: tacos, enchiladas, chalupas, nachos, 
fajitas, numerous combination plates, and 
$6.95 lunch specials. 

A menu standout is Veloz’s take on chiles 
rellenos called Chile Relleno Lampriados 
($12.29): two roasted and stacked Anaheim 
chiles enveloped in an unusually light and 
fluffy egg-white batter and filled with piquantly 
seasoned beef, shredded chicken, or cheese, 
bathed in a tomatoey salsa espahola. The best 
flavor combination is one relleno with cheese 
stacked on a piquantly seasoned beef relleno. 
Believe me, you won’t come away hungry from 
that one. The charro beans and Mexican rice 
pilaf that accompany most dishes are perfectly 
cooked and particularly tasty, as are the fresh, 
house-made flour tortillas (it’s attention to 
things like these that makes all the difference). 
The two table sauces (green and red) for the 
requisite baskets of chips are freshly made, 
and both have a pleasantly serious kick, par- 
ticularly the green. 

In a nod to Austin’s desire for healthy 
options, the menu contains an extensive selec- 
tion of vegetarian and vegetable-centric offer- 
ings, including a big avocado salad ($6.99), 
a zucchini-and-mixed-fresh-vegetable salad 
($7.99), veggie enchiladas ($8.99), guacamole- 


and-grilled-pepper tacos ($8.79), and the 
Mitsy Special ($5.99), named for the owner’s 
sister-in-law: a flour tortilla filled with roasted 
green chiles and cheese, dressed with sour 
cream and salsa espahola. Vegetarian fajitas 
($9.99) seem an oxymoron to me, although 
I’m always glad to see lots of variety avail- 
able for non-meat eaters who dine out with 
carnivores. In general, Veloz places a pre- 
mium on freshly prepared, unprocessed ingre- 
dients, including cheeses. 

Another feature that differentiates Jorge’s 
from many neighborhood Mexican-food eat- 
eries is the fully stocked bar and cocktail 
menu. As might be expected, the focus is on 
tequila, with 25 available varieties and seven 
margarita variations (six of which mercifully 
contain no sweet fruit, just various combina- 
tions of tequila, liqueur, and citrus). There 
are at least 30 beers on offer, categorized as 
Domestic, Sissy Expensive, Macho Mexican 
Imports, and Weird. The wine list is minute, 
but it does contain a couple of appropriate 
choices from Casa Madero near Monterrey, 
Mexico. There’s room for some judiciously 
selected additions of other Mexican and/or 
Texan wines to bring the wine list up to the 
standards set for the tequila and beer selec- 
tions. There are different drink specials avail- 
able every day. 

It probably took the regulars a few enchi- 
ladas to get used to the menu adjustments 
and to stop calling the place Casita Jorge’s, 
but this laid-back, family-friendly restau- 
rant has returned to its tradition of low-key 
popularity. It is as casual and crowded as 
it ever was; the service still has a friendly, 
old-school-Austin feel to it; and the covered 
patio, the bar, and several small dining rooms 
are full of convivial patrons from the sur- 
rounding neighborhoods. Every hood needs 
such a spot: welcoming, unpretentious, with 
solid good food and drink. - MM Pack

I have always been a fan of the cuisine and 
inviting atmosphere at both the original Curra’s 
on Oltorf and the second location on Burnet 
Road. The Garcia brothers, first Marco and 
now Jorge, have guided what started as a tiny 
taco shack into two of Austin’s favorite spots 
for Interior Mexican food and great margaritas, 
supplemented with some necessary Tex-Mex 
staples such as queso and fajitas. Excited 
about the prospect of yet another outlet, we 
ventured to the suburbs of far North Austin to 
find the new Curra’s Long-Bar in a new shop- 
ping center at the intersection of Parmer and 
McNeil. In addition to the new Curra’s, the cen- 
ter offers Schlotzsky’s, Whataburger, Chipotle 
Mexican Grill, and the second location of Little 
Woodrow’s. All of them were busy at dinnertime. 

The advance word I’d heard on the new 
Curra’s described decor that “reflects a hip, 
artsy Mexico City style,” with a menu “featuring 
a lot more seafood specials, including esco- 
lar and even halibut.” Those things certainly 
piqued my interest, and I entered Curra’s Long- 
Bar with high expectations. The bar is indeed 
long, accommodating up to 22 people with 
full-bar service. There are the ubiquitous flat- 
screen TVs tuned to sporting events but also 
a good selection of top-shelf tequilas ready 
to mix into your favorite Curra’s margaritas. 

The decor can best be described as modern 
industrial: It’s all metal, wood, and glass with 
exposed ductwork and a gigantic metal ceiling 
fan. The dining room is divided by long wooden 
banquettes with uncushioned narrow benches 
and holes punched in the straight backs for 
decoration. All those hard surfaces make for a 
very noisy dining room. The patio dining areas 
on each side of the front door were packed 
with patrons. 

We opted for a table near the bar so we 
could see the action and soon discovered that 
the modern IKEA-style chairs of hard plastic 
on metal legs are 
cool to look at but 
incredibly uncom- 
fortable to sit in. 

With only one bar- 
tender for 22 bar 
patrons plus the 
busy patio and a 
rapidly filling din- 
ing room, the drink 
orders were pain- 
fully slow getting to 
the table. It took 
about 20 minutes 
for us to get two 
beers and two 
house margaritas. 

We went through 
a whole basket of 
chips and salsa 
($1.99) before our 
drinks even arrived. 

Then we had to ask 
for water, and the 
wait continued. When our server finally took 
our dinner order, we were on our second basket 
of chips. 

After a frustrating wait for our food, I walked 
up to the service line of the open kitchen to 
ask the expediter what had become of our 
order, and our appetizers finally arrived. The 


Queso Flameado ($6.29) was very good, with 
lots of roasted poblano strips and mushrooms 
(59 cents to add those) mixed in with the 
warm melted Monterey Jack cheese, although 
the advertised chorizo was missing altogether. 
We were only served three corn tortillas for an 
order to be shared among four people, making 
it necessary to request more. That cost us an 
extra $1.17. The regular Tex-Mex queso ($4.59) 
was flavorful with a pleasing consistency. By 
then we were so hungry, we scraped the bowl 
with the last bit of chips. At that point, we had 
to flag the server for drink refills, as none had 
been offered. 

More surprises were in store when our 
entrees were served. One of my dining com- 
panions ordered the Enchiladas con Chile 
Colorado ($7.99) described on the menu as 
“two enchiladas filled with Monterey Jack 
cheese and smothered with pork tips simmered 
in chile guajillo and chipotle sauce.” The pork 
stew was indeed delicious, and it was covered 
in melted cheese, but there were no tortillas 
to be found! “So, these are tortilla-less enchi- 
ladas?” we asked the server. “Yes, that’s the 
dish you ordered,” was her baffling reply. We 
also were charged 59 cents for charro beans 
with the “enchiladas.” No off-menu fish specials 
had been offered, so I ordered the Camarones 
Campeche ($12.99), expecting sauteed shrimp 
tossed with tomato, cilantro, and green onions, 
glazed with mescal and served with rice and 
vegetables. Instead, the server brought the 
Campechana ($8.99), a mixed-seafood cocktail 
that I love but had not ordered. My compan- 
ions ate while I had to wait for my order to be 
corrected. My friend’s Pescado al Mojo de Ajo 
($11.99), fish sauteed with garlic, was just fine, 
as were my husband’s Tacos al Pastor ($6.99). 
However, he was not offered the customary 
choice of tortillas, and his tacos came in flour 
tortillas, a sacrilege for that quintessential 
Mexico City street food. 

Unfortunately, my overall response to the new 
Curra’s was one of real disappointment. Both 
the menu and the actual food closely resemble 
the fare at its popular predecessors, but the 


stark industrial decor left me cold, and the 
service was, frankly, terrible. The new suburban 
location with its busy long bar is obviously a hit 
with patrons in that neighborhood. But for me, 
the warm, funky, comfortable charm I’ve always 
associated with Curra’s seems to have been 
lost in translation. - Claudia Alarcon

NO STRANGERS TO DRAMA 

Austin couple rescues 
Vernon Plaza Theatre 

In Albert Brooks’ zany Eighties Zeitgeist 
film Lost in America, thirtysomethings 
David and Linda Howard, as portrayed by 
the neurotic Brooks and the fey Julie 
Hagerty, leave their jobs, sell all of their 
possessions, and set out in a Winnebago 
in search of their dreams. Maybe author 
Mark Finn and his wife Cathy Day will 
someday show it in the old movie house 
they recently bought after leaving their 
successful jobs in Austin. 

Finn, author of the acclaimed Robert E. 
Howard biography Blood & Thunder, walked 
away from his day job as a manager at 
BookPeople, the largest independent book- 
store in Texas. After 12 years, Day gave up 
her career as an elementary special-education 
teacher. They agreed that it was time. “We’ve 
always wanted to do something like this, and 
the opportunity presented itself,” Finn says. 

In late 2006, the couple purchased the leg- 
endary Vernon Plaza Theatre, which first 
opened in 1953. Over the next 50 years and 
several owners, the movie house, the first 
theatre in Texas built to show 3-D movies, fell 
into disrepair and neglect. “The original 
framework was still there, and the previous 
owner had upgraded the [film] equipment, so 


it wasn’t all that bad, but it still needs some 
work,” Finn says. “Painting, things like that.” 
Originally a cavernous 1,000-seat theatre, a 
previous owner divided the downtown cinema 
into three separate ones. In February, Finn 
and Day opened two screens showing first-run 
movies, to the delight of the locals. Finn 
detailed the plans. “Once we acquire digital 
equipment, the third screen will show smaller 
pics, arthouse films and the like. Also, the 
space could be used for private screenings 
and parties. Since this theatre will actually 
have a working stage, it will be available for 
dramatic productions.” 


No strangers to drama, Finn 
serves as the creative director for 
the Violet Crown Radio Players, an 
Austin-based old-time radio re-cre- 
ation troupe, while Day performs in 
many of the productions. Finn 
again: “We saw the opening of the 
Plaza as just another VCRP play, 
although on a much larger scale. 
Definitely a 24/7 operation.” 

Day, who calls Vernon her home- 
town, and Finn fit the historically 
artistic small North Texas city 
(pop. 11,077), which is some 60 
miles north of the larger Wichita 
Falls (pop. 145,528). Famed rock 
& roller Roy Orbison, legendary 
jazz trombonist Jack Teagarden, 
and country singer Kaye Adams all 
hailed from Vernon. 

In recent years, the city has fallen on hard 
times, both culturally and economically. Locals 
often find themselves saying, “You have to go 
to Wichita Falls for that.” Working with other 
businesses, the couple hopes to reverse the 
trend. Active within the community, Finn and 
Day attend regular civic leader community 
meetings, where they share their experiences 
and ideas for the future. According to Finn, 
they would like “to show the community the 
importance of shopping and staying in Vernon, 
to make the city a viable entertainment and 
economic destination.” - Rick Klaw

MONEY, MONEY, MONEY 

Follow the bouncing catchphrases from Gov. Rick Perry’s signing of 
the $20 million film/television/video games incentives bill - another $2 
million goes to a state film archive, crew-training programs, and adminis- 
trative costs - last week at Austin Studios: Perry says he hopes “Texas 
will be the creative capital of the world, but for now, I’ll settle for just not 
losing that to Louisiana.” Not to be outdone, state Rep. Dawnna Dukes 
of Austin adds, “We’ve put out the welcome mat and declared Texas is 
open for business.” Without a scriptwriter, actor Dennis Quaid declares 
his intent to move here in 2 Y 2 years with, “I’d like this to be the new 
Hollywood.” Whew. Meanwhile, on the same day, the city of Austin autho- 
rized handing over the $5 million in Austin Studios improvement funds 
approved by voters last year. It’s earmarked for upgrades to soundproof- 
ing, air conditioning, and digital infrastructure. 


INDIE IN AUSTIN, INDEED 

Perry’s staged event (read all about the incentives bill details in my 
previous column at austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/column?oid=oid% 
3A479783) came a day after indie film Periphery wrapped - for now - at 
Austin Studios. Producer Deepa Donde says she and her co-writer/ 
director Duane Allen Humeyestewa came up with the idea while driv- 
ing to New Mexico and narrowly missing hitting an illegal immigrant 
crossing from Mexico. The film involves four Phoenix teens who take a 
road trip to Mexico and get caught up in a pharmaceutical drug ring. 
“It’s the concept of what it means to live in America along the border,” 
says Donde, formerly a journalist for National Public Radio and a docu- 
mentary producer for PBS. “People talk about the drug war, but in real- 
ity drugs are constantly smuggled into the U.S.” The cast includes Jesse 
Garcia, who recently won a best actor Alma Award for Quinceahera; 

Jess Weixler, who was last in Austin for Teeth; and Steven Grayhm 
of White Chicks. The film crew will be back soon for green-screen work 
using Robert Rodriguez’s facilities. Regulars from Mr. R’s crew, 
including shooters Jimmy Lindsey and Sebastian Vega, also bol- 
stered the crew. Meanwhile, at Ranch Studios in Kyle, Texas, horror/ 
thriller Deadly Obsession is shooting based on a script by director 
Shannon Richardson. Sherry Everett is producing, Michael Morlan 
is behind the camera, and Dominique Preyer is the music supervisor 
for the story with a Native American bent. The cast includes Zoe 
Simpson, Heath Allyn, Delno Ebie, and Judy Soars With Eagles.

LONGFORD 

HBO Home Video, $26.98 

In the name of expediency, let’s say mov- 
ies can be lumped into three broad catego- 
ries as they relate to actors: First, you’ve 
got your blockbusters, wherein action and 
bombast trump everything else and indi- 
vidual actors are about as significant as 
ants in a farm. Then you have movies like 
The Sting or All 
the President’s 
Men, where vis- 
ceral entertain- 
ment is still the 
goal but perfor- 
mances grease 
the wheels of 
empathy. Last, 
you have the 
“actor’s films,” 
those little art- 
house dramas 
where action 
takes a back 
seat to the wonder of watching a brilliant 
cast act brilliantly. Longford fits neatly 
into this last category; its story about the 
notorious “Moors Murders” that shocked 
England in the 1960s is what actors are 
talking about when they say they want 
their next projects to be “character-driven.” 
So, it’s no surprise that Jim Broadbent 
chose to play the film’s title role, Frank 
Pakenham, the seventh earl of Longford. 
Blessed with boundless talent but born 
with a face more Milo O’Shea than Peter 
O’Toole, Broadbent has made a career 
out of playing stubborn eccentrics and 
unconventional leading men, and he brings 
his trademark combination of subtlety 
and whimsy to the role of Pakenham, the 
absentminded prison reformer whose mis- 
guided devotion to moors murderess Myra 
Hindley (Samantha Morton) all but ended 
his career as a public servant. Lingering 
on the edges of Pakenham and Hindley’s 
relationship, and occasionally seeping into 
it like some pernicious mist, is Ian Brady, 
Hindley’s sociopathic lover and partner in 
crime, played with Shakespearean relish 
by Andy Serkis. You probably know Serkis 
from films you didn’t know you knew him 
from: He was the human canvas on which 
Peter Jackson painted both his computer- 
generated King Kong and Gollum. Freed 
from the anonymity of a motion-capture 
suit, Serkis approaches the role of Brady 
in the same way a jackal newly released 
into the wild might attack a table full of hot 
dogs, if there were hot dogs in the wild. 

He acts like he’s been dying to get into the 
ring with heavyweights like Broadbent and 
Morton for years, and now that he has, 
he’s going to transform a two-bit amoral 
greaser into lago himself.

Degrees of Design 


The game development programs at DeVry and ACC face off

Austin’s gaming industry was once a hori- 
zon rich with game-developing studios and 
studios only, but that horizon is changing. 
As Austin’s studio supply topples the graphs, 
the demand for qualified game developers 
increases but has been left unquenched. This 
imbalance in the business of local video games 
is slowly provoking the rise of game-develop- 
ing schools. 

Consider the number of game companies in 
Austin. NCsoft, Edge of Reality, Orbis Games 
LLC, Midway Studios, and more than 50 others 
have found their niches in A- town, making our 
city a beacon for game developers and the like. 
Booming industry brings more business, and 
now that these companies are scrambling to 
find designers and programmers to build their 
games, more are moving to Austin, searching 
for jobs, yearning to harvest the cash crop that 
Richard Garriott and Rob Cohen planted so 
many years ago. 

While one machine sows, another reaps. 

“Austin is awesome for the gaming indus- 
try,” says John Jamison, director of the Game 
& Simulation Programming Department at 
DeVry University. 

Jamison’s declaration is why DeVry has 
decided to erect a Game & Simulation 
Programming department at their Austin cam- 
pus. To get their companies started, the 50- 
some companies mentioned above need quali- 
fied individuals to build their dreams, but until 
DeVry shows up, our city offers very little in 
this education field. Not even our beloved UT 
offers such a degree.

“It’s different from other degrees in that it’s 
more than just a certificate,” Jamison says. 
“There are a lot of schools out there that offer 
associate’s degrees and such, but we offer a full 
bachelor’s degree, which as far as we know, no 
one else in Austin does. And it’s possible to 
finish this degree in 3 l /i years.” 

The program, which is set to open in July, is 
DeVry’s novel step into game-building education. 
In this field there’s a fine line between design and 
programming, and DeVry, being a technology- 
focused institute, decided to shy away from the 
art half and focus on the programming. 

“We don’t focus on design or development,” 
Jamison concedes. “Game programming is the 
second-highest-paid salary in the industry; 
we want to focus exclusively on that for this 
degree. There’s critical need for really good 
programmers, and that’s not the focus for 
other educational programs.” 

DeVry’s venture into the world of educating 
game developers is not Austin’s first. Just a few 
miles south of DeVry is the Austin Community 
College Highland Business Center, which has 
been offering a Video Game Development pro- 
gram for the past three years. Though ACC’s 
intentions are similar, their departmental pref- 
erences slightly differ. 

“It’s more than a game-programming spe- 
cialization,” says Bob McGoldrick, coordinator 
of ACC’s game-development program. “We 
focus on the art and design of game developing 
as well as the program.” 

ACC’s program comprises 13 courses over 
2Vi years. Though the timetable is a year short- 
er than DeVry’s, it’s also not

a bachelor’s or an associate’s; 
it’s a certification. 

“This is a noncredit pro- 
gram,” McGoldrick admits. 
“We’re working on getting 
two associate degrees, one 
in design and one in pro- 
gramming, but we don’t have 
them yet.” 


McGoldrick believes that as a game devel- 
oper, you need to have all the bases covered no 
matter what the exact title and function. 

“It’s all one business. Even though some 
of the graduates are going to be program- 
mers, they have to have a greater vision 
of what the whole industry encompasses. 
Everybody has to take a design course, an 
art course, and a business course. It’s impor- 
tant to understand how those relationships 
work, so they can do their jobs effectively,” 
McGoldrick says. 

“We don’t want to focus on design. Why spend 
time in the classroom learning design techniques 
when your degree is in programming?” Jamison 
asks. “We offer just enough designing studies so 
that the programmer can work with the design- 
ers, but you’ll spend 95 percent of the course 
working on programming. ” 

Instead of a programming- only degree, 
McCormick’s certification offers an emphasis 
in the student’s desired field of study. Six 
courses in either programming, art, design, or 
production are required for each student in 
order to specialize their certification. 

Another aspect that separates the two schools 
is the concept of online courses. DeVry’s pro- 
gram is set up so a student can take classes 
online to earn the degree. Jamison believes it 
to be an efficient education process. 

“Today, you can do teamwork online,” 
Jamison says. “The industry is being done at 
a distance anyway, so we make sure that the 
online students feel just as comfortable as the 
classroom students. It will be different from 
traditional college, but tradition is changing.” 

ACC’s video -game-development courses are 
classroom-only. 

“Studio comes first for our instructors, 
which makes it difficult in building an online 
course,” McGoldrick says. “The beauty is that 
these students will work in a close environ- 



ment with someone from the industry. I don’t 
think you can get that online.” 

ACC’s and DeVry’s contrasting viewpoints 
may make them appear to be bitter rivals in the 
gamer’s education plan, but neither fears the oth- 
er’s enrollment numbers. In fact, McGoldrick’s 
and Jamison’s companies have been in talks of 
forming a loosely based partnership. 

“We’re speaking with DeVry about our 
students articulating into the DeVry pro- 
gram,” McGoldrick says. “I’m very keen on 
this program leading into a bachelor’s. This 
town needs a solid education base for the 
industry; we’re designing a pipeline to the 
industry from a smaller to a larger education 
company.” 

Though DeVry is a national institute, offers 
an accredited degree, and claims to have the 
best technology available to its students, it’s 
still three years behind ACC in Austin’s new- 
est business venture of video-game-building 
educations. 

“What we’re hoping will happen is that we’ll 
have a partnership with ACC and UT,” Jamison 
says. “There are many instances where a stu- 
dent can get a two-year degree from another 
institute and transfer here for a full bachelor’s. 
I envision that instead of competing for stu- 
dents we’ll be sharing them.” ■

TV EYE 

Tenacious 

Kiwi

Jemaine Clement and Bret McKenzie aren’t 
your typical TV buddies. Think of the brother/ 
pals on CW’s Supernatural or those boys on 
the run in ABC’s Traveler. Those boys are deter- 
mined, handsome, quick on their feet, and hold 
their own with the ladies. McKenzie looks like 
he brushed his hair with a pillow, while Clement 
has a determined hipster doofus look. And their 
track record with women? Well, their gaffs and 
frustrations are part of what drives their new 
HBO series, Flight of the Conchords. You could call 
it a sitcom except for one significant difference: 
It’s funny. It could be their thick New Zealand 
accents or Clement’s burry sideburns and thick 
glasses, but I think it’s much more. 

Billed as an “alternative comedy folk duo,” 
the team has gathered a cult following with 
their wry humor, set to the dulcet chords of folk 
music. Clement and McKenzie first teamed up 
in 1998, performing as Moustache and Vested 
Interest, before changing their name to Flight 
of the Conchords (the name came to McKenzie 
in a dream). They released their first comedy 
album, Folk the World Tour, in 2002 while play- 
ing the comedy circuit. They were named the 
Best Alternative Comedy Act at the 2005 U.S. 
Comedy Festival, the year they made their first 
appearance on One Night Stand (HBO). 

In their new series, Clement and McKenzie 
play friends and roommates newly arrived 
in New York, where they hope to shift their 
careers into high gear. In between tenuous gigs, 
they search for love, or, at the very least, some- 
one to give them the time of day. And when the 
world becomes too complicated or strikes too 
close to the heart, they break into song. Yes, 
like an old-fashioned musical, they break into 
song, expressing the true depths of their tender 
little self-centered hearts. It sounds very stupid, 
and it would be if they weren’t brilliant. Playing 
off a blend of hedonism, well-placed stabs at 
their narcissism, and clever yet simpleminded 
lyrics, the musical numbers are sidesplitting, 
probably because the songs are presented as 
low-rent, overwrought music videos instead of 
old-fashioned musical numbers. 


Strangely, Clement and McKenzie are not 
cartoonish and manage to be empathetic. 
They are not inane as in Dumb and Dumber 
or appallingly narcissistic like Larry David 
in Curb Your Enthusiasm. Their narcissism 
is tinged with naivete, making them both 
laughable and somewhat endearing - from a 
distance. The distance from the TV screen to 
you sitting on the couch is just about right. 

Flight of the Conchords premieres Sunday 
at 9:30pm - following the fourth season pre- 
miere of Entourage (yes, already) on HBO. 

Not quite as smart but good for some highly 
irreverent laughs is LiV Bush. The animated half- 
hour (two 10-minute shorts) is a very adult- 
oriented series following the misadventures of 
Lil’ George Bush and friends - Lil’ Condi, LiP 
Rummy, and LiP Cheney - as they wreak havoc, 
learn stuff, and start wars. A running gag of the 
series is the unintelligible LiP Cheney twisting 
off animal heads and sucking their blood. This 
is particularly sick and twisted but not as much 
as his coital encounter with a certain first lady 
and the resulting “trouble” she finds herself in. 
Oh, yes, this will offend someone. 

LiV Bush premiered Wednesday at 9:30pm 
on Comedy Central. Check local listings for 
additional airdates and times.

Broken Clock Cabaret’s wildly success- 
ful Inside a Broken Clock: A Tom Waits 
Peepshow takes a third trip through the bar- 
fly bard’s booze-soaked repertoire this week- 
end, a warm-up for the 16-member compa- 
ny’s Bay area trip later this month. Producer 
Rick McNulty promises even more sleaze 
this time around. “This year we’ve added a 
guy in drag, another burlesque number, and 
we’ve made the puppets bigger,” he says. 

Overseeing the peep show, a hodgepodge of 
dance, comedy, vaudeville, and puppetry set 
to the No Salvation Army Band, is a full- 
time gig for McNulty, who originally envi- 
sioned a “creepy kids’ show” with partner/ 
peep-show choreographer Ellen Stader on a 
hazy road trip to the Rio Grande Valley. 

Inevitably, such intimate association with 
Waits’ material has led to a revelation or 

two. “He’s gone a long way from his bad-liver-and-broken-heart period,” McNulty says. “He’s much 
deeper, for lack of a better word, and darker.” However, he hastens to add, the idea is to enter- 
tain the audience, not depress them. “We could just as easily do a sad, somber sort of produc- 
tion, but who wants to see that?” he says. “We focus more on the carny aspects of his songs, 
try to reach in and strangle all the black humor out of it we can.” Showtimes are 8 & 10:30pm 
tonight (Thursday) and Friday at the Parish. A limited number of $15 tickets will be available at 
the door.

THE FRESHMAN 15 

Emo’s enters its 15th-anniversary week 
this week (see Music Listings) as an anchor 
of Red River and pillar of the local music 
scene on par with Antone’s or the Broken 
Spoke. But it wouldn’t exist at all if not for 
dollar-drink Tuesday nights in the late Eighties 
at Lola’s, the revered gay biker bar in 
Houston’s freak-friendly Montrose district. 

Lola’s was the after-work lounge of choice 
for the staff of Clubland, a disco in the 
nearby Tower Theater that hosted occa- 
sional roadshows (Beastie Boys, Julian 
Lennon). Manager Eric “Emo” Hartman, a 
recent Chicago transplant, and bartender 
David Thomson both preferred the eclectic 
vibe at Lola’s to Clubland and began toss- 
ing around ideas of opening their own place. 

“It was the best cross section of people 
I’d ever seen in my life,” says Thomson. 

“Gay bikers, models, punks, frat guys, soror- 
ity girls, businessmen, and the best jukebox 
in the area.” 

Emo’s Houston opened in a decommis- 
sioned orphanage around the corner on Dec. 
31, 1989. Within 72 hours, Thomson says, it 
was “wall-to-wall.” Though it wasn’t set up for 
live music, Hartman was friendly with several 
Chicago bands and let them play the bar 
when their gigs at other Houston clubs fell 
through. One thing led to another. 

“It kind of took on its own life,” Hartman 
says. “I started doing a couple of shows 
here and there, and all of a sudden their 
booking agents are calling me because the 
bands are saying, ‘Hey, he takes care of us.’ 

“What we lacked in venue size we made 
up for in hospitality.” 

Word quickly filtered back here, and 
Hartman opened Emo’s Austin in May 1992 
in a former country & western bar. He inher- 
ited a room full of wagon wheels and animal 
heads on a part of Sixth Street that even 
made criminals nervous. It was the perfect 
place for Austin’s outcasts and misfits to 
congregate, particularly since there was 
never a cover. 

“I just wanted to do something cool,” 
Hartman says. “I grew up in the punk scene 


in Chicago, working at the Metro and Vic 
Theatre, and saw shows that cost money. 

A lot of bands wouldn’t play at those places 
because they weren’t big enough, and I 
thought if we did shows for free, there’d be 
a lot of bands who people wouldn’t want to 
pay $5 or $10 to see, but if it’s free, they’d 
come check it out. I really depended on the 
bar sales.” 

Emo’s is a much different place today, of 
course. Thomson watched the future own- 
ers of Lovejoy’s, Casino el Camino, and 
the Electric Lounge studying the club, lit- 
erally taking notes in some cases; each of 
those places couldn’t help but cut into 
Emo’s customer base. He chuckles recall- 
ing the “uproar” that resulted when Emo’s 
instituted a $1 over-21 cover charge 
around 1994. Then Stubb’s opened in 
1996, and its significantly deeper pockets 
lured away many bands who had been play- 
ing Emo’s for years. Hartman, weary of 
coming home at 5am and being awoken by 
his young daughter two hours later, finally 
sold the club to Frank Hendrix in 2000. 

He does admit feeling the occasional 
twinge of regret. 

“It was my baby; it’s still my name on the 
wall. I miss it, and I don’t miss it,” says 
Hartman, now a regional manager for the 

Texas Land & Cattle Company steak 
house chain. “Today, the way things are - 
the no smoking and this and that - I don’t 
miss those hassles. But it was nice being 
my own boss.” 

Thomson, for his part, suggests that any- 
one looking for a glimpse of what Emo’s 
was like in the beginning need only walk a 
block or two up the street. 

“The one club that reminds me of Emo’s 
[back then] is Beerland,” he says. “[Owner] 
Randall [Stockton] is providing great, 
cheap entertainment for people who don’t 
make a lot of money.” 

(Did we mention that Beerland and Room 
710 both mark their own anniversaries next 
weekend?) 

“That’s why I think I like Randall so 
much,” Thomson continues. “He reminds 
me of Eric and I 15 years ago.”

TRAVELING WILBURYS 

The Traveling Wilburys Collection 
(Wilbury/Rhino) 

It’s been nearly 20 years since the Traveling 
Wilburys proved what a true supergroup could 
accomplish when there are no egos involved, 
just friendship. The Wilburys were George 
Harrison, Bob Dylan, Roy Orbison, Tom Petty, 
and Electric Light Orchestra’s Jeff Lynne. Though 
they managed only two albums, impishly titled 
Volume One and Volume Three - the second 
without Orbison, who died shortly after the first 
was released - each is a charmed collection of 
jangly folk-pop and good-humored rockabilly that 
eclipses nearly anything any of them were doing 
as solo artists at the time. Both LPs have been 
out-of-print for more than a decade, and on The Traveling Wilburys Collection, Rhino offers two discs 
with two unreleased tracks on each, as well as a DVD featuring a home movie made by Harrison, 
and five videos. Thanks to the air of camaraderie that permeates both volumes, the music remains 
timeless. Alternating lead vocals and harmonizing with startling effectiveness, they turn tunes 
like “Handle With Care,” “End of the Line,” “Where Were You Last Night?,” and the overtly Beatle- 
esque “New Blue Moon,” into a frolic that’s irresistible. Lynne and Harrison’s production values, 
as expected, are a little too polished at times, but the talent and the songs are sturdy enough to 
withstand such treatment. Besides, the devilish bop of “Wilbury Twist” absolves them of any other 
misdemeanors. The true bonus of The Collection is a little film put together by Harrison, “The True 
History of the Traveling Wilburys,” an in-the-studio glimpse of the five. It confirms the affable nature 
of the project, while offering delights like them working out their parts around a microphone and 
Dylan in a rare moment of ease.

LOVE 

The Blue Thumb Recordings (Hip-OSelect.com) 

This little red book may be short on Hip-0 
Select’s Internet-only boutique filigree, but its 
content tri-folds a 3-CD Love supreme. By 1969, 

Love was losing the war of greater social unrest 
despite the small matter that matchmaker Arthur 
Lee’s voice remains the voice of the Sixties, both 
black and white, rock, folk, and soul: commercial, 
underground, crystalline yet coal. Disbanding the 
original lineup after four albums for Elektra, includ- 
ing ’67’s still incandescent Forever Changes, Lee 
didn’t miss a beat in trussing up the overflow of 
label swan song Four Sail three months later for 
double-LP Out Here. Four fabulously sprawling 
sides of Love revamped open with “I’ll Pray for You,” a gospel song driven by cabaret piano and 
Lee’s pungent choruses. Snickering “Abaloney,” scorched “Signed D.C.,” and haunting “Listen 
to My Song” give way to a side of acidic jams, plus the ridiculous (“Discharged”) and the divine 
(“Doggone”). Eleven minutes of “Love Is More Than Words or Better Late Than Never,” a dizzy- 
ing, Owsley-fried guitar workout apparently leftover from the Summer of Love accounts for side 
three, while the last quarter meshes what the Sixties did best: four tracks of ivory vocals atop 
golden melodies. An hour’s worth of unreleased live highlights culled from the group’s debut 
UK tour proves most feral with Out Here, “Love Is More Than Words” outstripping the snarling 
disillusionment of Forever Changes’ “Bummer in the Summer.” Also cut in England and bidding 
farewell to Love 2.0, 1971’s False Start blasts off with Lee/Hendrix mindblower “The Everlasting 
First” on its way to psychedelia a la Sly Stone backing the Jefferson Airplane: smooth, explosive, 
and Love-ly to the core. A diamond in the rough, from the high “Flying” and lit fuse of “Anytime” 
through to anthemic free ride “Slick Dick.” The Blue Thumb Recording, a true pacifier of Love.

1967 debut 
Songs of Leonard 
Cohen may not 
have mirrored the 
gauzy Summer 
of Love, but 
these reissues 
of his first three 
albums, repack- 
aged in appro- 
priately muted 
tones, reveal his 
own trinity: the 
holy, lustful, and 
longing. Cohen’s 
music has never 
really been about 
the music, which, 
on these albums, 
can be fluffy. It’s 
his poetry that 
makes Cohen a 
resplendent sto- 
ryteller. At first, 
he’s a romantic 
(“I loved you in 
the morning, our 
kisses deep and 
warm, your hair 
upon the pillow like a sleepy golden storm”) 
still on the outskirts of the folkie scene. 
“Suzanne” and “So Long, Marianne” sound 
as hypnotic now as his gaze from the cover 
then. 1969’s Songs From a Room, recorded in 
Nashville, is far from country. Ten songs and 
two bonus tracks feel a little more dour, from 
opener “Bird on the Wire” (“I have tried in 
my way to be free”) to the deceptively upbeat 
“Tonight Will Be Fine” (“You kept right on loving; 


I went on a fast”). Saving grace “The Butcher” 
seems moody at first, but Cohen’s deadpan rips 
the flesh. By 1971’s Songs of Love and Hate, 
there’s a crack. In everything. In liner notes 
penned by Anthony DeCurtis, Cohen refers to 
the album as “European blues,” and right from 
“Avalanche” we feel them: “It is your turn, 
beloved. It is your flesh that I wear.” He unhing- 
es on the dramatic “Dress Rehearsal Rag,” as 
well as its bonus alternate take, and pastes on 
a shit-eating grin for “Diamonds in the Mine.” 
Despite the playboy tag, he’s often best when 
he’s dangerous, anxious, and self-aware. These 
LPs may not have been an intentional trilogy/ 
trinity, but Cohen could certainly appreciate the 
symbolism.

1971’s Coat of Many Colors gave Dolly Parton 
the hit she’d been looking for since leaving her 
longtime duet partner, Porter Wagoner. The auto- 
biographical title track exuded a tender folksi- 
ness with its unabashed sentimentality, Parton 
finding her songwriting voice here in tunes like 
“My Blue Tears” and the sly “Traveling Man.” 
Together, the trio of compositions form the 
heart of her first cohesive effort. Four bonus 
tracks bolster the album’s short play time but 
don’t enhance its impact. 1973’s My Tennessee 
Mountain Home was entirely written by Parton 
and remains an impressive if uneven release. 
The songs are even folksier than Coat (“Old 
Black Kettle,” “Back Home”), but it’s the title 
song that stands the litmus test of unforgiving 
time. Her themes reflect innocence as pure as 


Smoky Mountain 
air, in part 
because Parton’s 
homespun savvy 
told her to write 
what she knew: 
mama, daddy, 
family, farming, 

Tennessee, and 
the Lord. The 
country star was 
well on her way to 
crossover fame 
by the time she 
released Jolene in 
1974. The album 
also contained 
“I Will Always 
Love You,” the 
signature tune 
that was a hit 
for her twice and 
Whitney Houston 
once. Jolene is 
the best of these 
three reissues 
by Sony Legacy 
from Parton’s 
RCA years, with 
four unreleased 
bonus tracks. 

What makes the 
trifecta worth 
hearing today isn’t only the singer’s incipient 
superstardom but her determination to do 
things her way. Country music’s Seventies out- 
law rebellion wasn’t rejecting tradition as much 
as rejecting Nashville’s country-politan sound, 
with Parton advising women to stand by their 
men out of respect for commitment. She never 
tried to be hip, but under the cake-frosting hair 
and gobs of make-up, Dolly Parton’s as real as 
they come.

Hell yes she was 
different. She couldn’t 
help it. Thankfully, 

Seattle-based Light in 
the Attic Records has 
had the good sense to 
re-release soul sister 
Betty Mabry Davis’ 
first two albums. An 
accidental feminist, 
her frank, unrestrained 
lyrics capture the Zeitgeist, as we see on the 
North Carolina-born/Pittsburgh-raised singer’s 
1973 debut, which features her in hot pants 
and silver knee-high boots. Bookended with the 
bass-fed tease of “If I’m in Luck I Might Get 
Picked Up” and the pavement-melting slink of 
bonus track “I Will Take That Ride,” Betty Davis 
was part funk, part soul, all fire. Having former 
Sly & the Family Stone drummer Greg Errico 
twiddling knobs and Neal Schon on guitar didn’t 
hurt. Even so, it’s all about 1974’s They Say I’m 
Different, appended with four unreleased tracks. 
Davis took over as producer and arranger, allow- 
ing for a more provocative groove. The album 
proved prescient: “Git in There,” with its funky, 
gunky bassline, was a hip-hop prototype, and 
“Don’t Call Her No Tramp” preceded the riot 
grrrl movement by two decades. On “He Was a 
Big Freak,” she tells of beating a lover (report- 
edly Jimi Hendrix) with a “turquoise chain.” 
Damn. The repackaging is tight and slick on 
both, housing accompanying booklets and liner 
notes by hip-hop scribe Oliver Wang and photos 
- even a few of Betty with ex-husband Miles 
Davis. Betty proved too freaky for Miles, as 
some of the first words we hear on They Say I'm 
Different attest: “Gals, I can’t help myself.”

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THE COMPLETE MOTOWN SINGLES 

Volume 7: 1967 (Hip-OSelect.com) 

The B-sides have it. This being The Complete 
Motown Singles, 1-9-6-7, Gladys Knight & 
the Pips’ percolating “I Heard It Through the 
Grapevine/' a vinyl 45 of which resides in the 
front cover to Hip-0 Select’s Internet-only scrap- 
book No. 7, represents only one platinum-toed 
best foot forward. Four Tops soul-possessed 
Levi Stubbs exorcising “Bernadette”; the Mount 
Everest of duets, Marvin Gaye and Tammi 
Terrell’s free-flight “Ain’t No Mountain High 
Enough”; Stevie Wonder’s wondrous “I Was 
Made to Love Her”; the warm jets of “More 
Love” by Smokey Robinson & the Miracles, 
whose oozing “I Second That Emotion” opens faucets wide with the Temptations’ Bill Withers 
blueprint “I Wish It Would Rain.” Reigning hits all but only half this 5-CD story. As usual, 
Martha & the Vandellas (“Jimmy Mack”) trump the Supremes (“Love Is Here and Now You’re 
Gone”), yet it’s the former’s flip side, “Third Finger, Left Hand,” that rings revelation. Likewise, 
Miracles B-side “Come Spy With Me” outwits its A-sider, “The Love I Saw in You Was Just a 
Mirage.” Barbara McNair’s rich “Here I Am Baby” can’t compete with the gravitas she imbues 
the Supremes’ “My World Is Empty Without You.” Meanwhile, “Ain’t No Mountain High Enough” 
rejoinder “Give a Little Love” is equally delicious. None of that accounts for flinty garage rock 
by the Underdogs opening the first disc, nor Minnesota’s Messengers doing their best Simon 
& Garfunkel on the A-side and going “Calfornia Soul” with the Nick Ashford/ Valerie Simpson- 
penned other. Even fallen Mousketeer Paul Peterson acquits himself. The glue includes Jr. 
Walker’s “Shotgun” reload, “Pucker Up Buttercup,” Brenda Holloway’s plaintive “Starting the 
Hurt All Over Again,” the Elgins’ elegant “It’s Been a Long Long Time,” and Eddie Kendricks’ 
falsetto bloodletting on “You’re My Everything.” Gaye’s closing serenity prayer, “Change What 
You Can,” sanctifies another B-side from a triple-A time capsule of 40 years ago.

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RUN-DMC 

Live at

Run-DMC 
rocked the 
house party 
eight days a 
week until Jam Master Jay’s murder in 2002. 
This hourlong Montreux Jazz Festival perfor- 
mance - sold separately on both CD and DVD 
- packs extra poignancy as a result of the 
DJ’s violent demise, but it’s a mighty fun ride 
still. That’s because Run-DMC were hip-hop 
pioneers in both style and execution, delivering 
the monster rock balls of a full ensemble with- 
out having to hire instrumentalists to beef up 
their sound. Implored repeatedly to bounce to 
the rhythm, the Swiss audience screams as if 
they’re about to lose their collective chocolate. 
Despite an elongated introductory vamp that 
loses its punch well short of its almost five- 
minute running time, all is forgiven once the 
Rev. Run and Darryl launch into “It’s Like That” 
and “It’s Tricky.” Better yet, though unabashedly 
old-school, it’s impossible to overstate how 
revolutionary “Rock Box” sounded in the mid- 
Eighties. The cavalcade of hits keeps coming 
with “King of Rock” (R.I.P, Larry “Bud” Melman) 
and “Walk This Way,” a watershed collaboration 
that Aerosmith now owes the temporal majority 
of their career to. 1988’s Tougher Than Leather 
is well-represented with “Beats to the Rhyme” 
and the Michael Nesmith nod, “Mary, Mary.” 
Surprisingly, both pack more of a punch in retro- 
spect than they did at the time, as does 1993’s 
post-salvation hit, “Down With the King.” Like 
all good arena rockers, each member of the 
trio takes a solo turn to unleash formidable if 
not revelatory skills. Some fans might smart at 
the omission of “My Adidas” and “You Talk Too 
Much,” but it’s hard to imagine a more potently 
distilled showcase set.

WARREN ZEVON 

Preludes (New West) 

Fans of Warren Zevon are no doubt feeling 
barraged of late. Rhino reissued three of his 
albums earlier this year. Then there’s his biog- 
raphy, Til Sleep When I'm Dead, an oral history 
drawing raves from both music and literary crit- 
ics. Now comes Preludes, a 2-CD collection of 
early home recordings and demos culled from a 
huge stash discovered by his son Jordan when 


he was clearing out a storage space. While the 
sound quality is less than ideal in spots, that’s 
balanced by stirring melodies and heart-tug- 
ging lyrics that were, and remain, Zevon’s forte. 
Preludes consists of either previously unre- 
leased tunes or songs that later appeared on 
his first two late-Seventies albums for Asylum, 
Warren Zevon and Excitable Boy, while one cut 
dates back to 1969’s Wanted Dead or Alive. 
Zevon, who 
died of can- 
cer in 2003, 
hung with 
the mellow 
crowd that 
included 
Jackson 
Browne, 
the Eagles, 
and Linda 
Rondstadt, 

but his world-view, and thus his writing style, 
was bleaker than anyone who hung out in sunny 
Southern California to “Take It Easy.” Highlights 
include an immensely enjoyable, reggae-fied ver- 
sion of “Werewolves of London,” a “Poor Poor 
Pitiful Me” that’s straight out of Zevon’s garage, 
and a surprisingly desolate “Carmelita.” Of the 
unreleased songs, “Studebaker,” “Stop Rainin’ 
Lord,” and “The Rosarita Beach Cafe,” would’ve 
been worthy additions to Zevon’s early studio 
albums. Unfortunately, all the session informa- 
tion has been lost, but the package does con- 
tain brief excerpts from HI Sleep When I'm Dead , 
which allows, once again, folks like Springsteen 
and Browne a moment to explain why Zevon 
was one of the most important songwriters of 
our time. There’s a second disc with an Austin 
connection: an interview with Zevon by Jody 
Denberg, plus “Don’t Let Us Get Sick,” recorded 
live during KSGR’s anniversary party in 1999.

WILD MAN FISCHER 

Pronounced Normal (Collectors' Choice) 

Between his highly unorthodox singing and 
the emotional 
heft of celebrat- 
ing art so clear- 
ly tied to mental 
illness, Larry 
“Wild Man” 

Fischer is any- 
thing but easy 
listening. Once 
championed 
by Solomon 
Burke and 


Frank Zappa, Fischer’s vocal approach centers 
on ear-splitting, high-pitched ululations (often 
sung a cappella) that would’ve made Screamin’ 
Jay Hawkins keep screamin’. Zappa produced 
1968’s forever-out-of-print An Evening With 
Wild Man Fischer, but a violent row over money 
severed that relationship. Pronounced Normal 
emerged from Fischer’s minor Eighties resur- 
gence on then-nascent Rhino Records, and 
though not as jarringly revelatory as An Evening 
With, its musical accompanists - Barnes & 
Barnes of “Fish Heads” fame - prove kindred 
spirits, capturing the rich human essence of 
Fischer’s paranoia without turning it into a joke. 
The tribal-thumping title track turns sanity into 
a pathology all its own, “Frank” excoriates its 
namesake via a rhyming laundry list of per- 
ceived slights, and “The Mope, Part 2” takes 
would-be novelty dance numbers to a place 
Chubby Checker never dreamed of. Fischer’s 
cover of “Yesterday” isn’t exactly accomplished, 
but a more painstakingly realized summation 
of the song’s lyrical intent is hard to imagine. 
Though served against a New Wave-flavored 
sound-scape here, Fischer’s unrestrained, free- 
roaming radicalism remains timeless.

Almost 40 years after the BBC tapped five 
well-educated Brits (Cambridge, Oxford) and 
one gifted American animator for a new sketch 
program that was almost called Owl Stretching 
Time, Monty Python endures: everything from 
a prehistoric fossil to a Ben & Jerry’s flavor 
(Vermonty Python) has been named in their 
honor, and in the past month alone, news- 
papers have described Australian gas prices 
and a meeting of the Pennsylvania Game 
Commission as “Pythonesque.” That said, 
albums were never their forte, simply because 
Python’s humor was always as much visual 
as it was verbal: the dead parrot nailed to its 
cage or Ministry of Silly Walks, to say nothing 
of Terry Gilliam’s borderline-disturbing intersti- 
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tials. Though 
each contains 
Python’s trade- 
mark sublime 
absurdity and 
outright nasti- 
ness, it’s hard to 
imagine Arista/ 
Legacy’s three 
reissues win- 
ning many new 
converts. 1973’s

Hammond s smoky guitar and

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Gabriel’s departure, Collins’ move to lead 
singer incites the group’s regressive rock 
on 1976’s A Trick of the Tail, a slicker 
and more pretentious way of selling 
England by the pound. A previously unre- 
leased 40-minute concert film from 1976 
proves, however, that the group was still 
a tour de force live, at least during the 
extended instrumentals of older mate- 
rial where Collins’ drumming matches 
Michael Rutherford’s and Steve Hackett’s 
fiery guitar work and Tony Banks’ key- 
board wizardry. The same can’t be said 
for Japanese and U.S. bootlegs from 
1977’s unremarkable Wind & Wuthering, 
which have been horrendously over- 
dubbed. Things worsen quickly following 
Hackett’s departure. And Then There 
Were Three and 1980’s Duke further 
emphasize melody over matter as Collins 
guides the trio into the realm of adult 
contemporary, a fact made even more 
apparent by producer Nick Davis’ remas- 
tering and the group’s lackluster live per- 
formances. 1981’s Abacab ushers in the 
new era, now sounding more dated than 
ever. Band interviews, photos, and MTV 
videos provide a supplementary arc for 
the transformation, unlike Michael Watts’ 
commentary in the accompanying 44- 
page book, while the added tracks disc 
and its DVD-stereo counterpart, which 
includes all three songs from 1977’s 
Spot the Pigeon ER are simply spiritless 
and superfluous. Clearly this isn’t the era 
of Genesis worth commemorating.

Rhino’s bizarrely out-of-sequence Depeche Mode 
campaign concludes here with these two albums 
separated by 1984’s Some Great Reward and, 
thanks to “People Are People,” a sea change in 
the Basildon, England, quartet’s popularity. For 
third album Construction Time Again, the group 
welcomed Alan Wilder into the fold full time and 
began a fruitful association with engineer Gareth 
Jones. They also used a sampler for the first time, 
most memorably on the dirgelike “Pipeline,” which 
grew out of ambient noise at a nearby construction 
site. Construction Time is stark and sleek, a reflec- 
tion of Martin Gore’s interest in German electronic 
bands, and “Everything Counts” remains both high- 
water mark of Eighties synth-pop and cynical three- 
minute primer on the music business. Pithy opener “Love, in Itself,” actu- 
ally flirting with jazz at times, isn’t bad either. Two years later, exhausted 
from the Some Great Reward tour, Depeche Mode were on the defensive, 
and Black Celebration's creation was difficult and fraught. “It was obvious 
from early on that we were struggling to get pop singles,” writes longtime 
producer Daniel Miller in new liner notes. “Martin just wanted to write 
much heavier, darker, and bleaker songs.” That he did, from the life-is-shit 
hiss of “Fly on the Windscreen - Final” to the acerbic social commentary 
of “New Dress.” He also hit upon the absolutely gorgeous “Stripped,” 
“Sometimes,” and “A Question of Lust,” and today DM diehards cling to 
Black Celebration tighter than either Music for the Masses or Violator. As 
with the rest of the set, these reissues append a bonus disc of 5.1 and 
stereo mixes, bonus tracks (notably “Get the Balance Right!” and “But Not 
Tonight”), and a brief documentary tracking the band’s exploits during the 
albums’ birth. Collect ’em all.

Get Close (Sire/Real/Rhino) 

Impossibly, after half her band died of drug 
overdoses - she’d had intimate relationships 
with both guitarists - Chrissie Hynde cut the 
only other album that ever mattered in the 
Pretenders’ catalog. 1984’s Learning to Crawl 
bounces back from the sophomore slump of 
Pretenders II, and with only one bad song (“I 
Hurt You”), rivals 1980’s eponymous debut 
for perfection. Crawl's sonically boosted reis- 
sue neutralizes “Hurt” with its superior demo 
as one of seven bonus tracks, including a 
strutting cover of “Money” from the 1983 
US Festival. Otherwise, Ms. Hynde’s unlikely 
rebound still kicks off with Martin Chambers’ 
big beat on “Middle of the Road,” which glides 
into her best song since “Brass in Pocket,” the 
deja-vu-inducing “Back on the Chain Gang.” There’s no letting up: march- 
ing “Time the Avenger,” churning “Watching the Clothes,” disarming “Kid” 
rewrite “Show Me,” and the amphetamine two-step of “Thumbelina.” Billy 
Bremner’s guitar solo on the working class “My City Was Gone” is an 
architectural bauble on par with the song itself. “Thin Line Between Love 
and Hate” and “2000 Miles” assuage as if they’d been written centuries 
before. 1986’s Get Close, on the other hand, is the fall from grace, minus 
even Chambers. Hynde’s compositions sound like Laundromat fare - a 
total wash - save for hits “Don’t Get Me Wrong,” essential; motherly 
“Hymn to Her;” and Hendrix by way of Tangerine Dream retread “Room Full 
of Mirrors.” Apart from that trio, the album’s dependence on keyboards 
recalls Miami Vice. Thirty minutes of bonus tracks almost save the endeav- 
or, including steely B-side “World Within Worlds” and a pair of peppy live 
tracks recorded in Austin, 1987.

MANU CHAO 

Stubb's, June 11 

Chaos pounding 
backstage 30 min- 
utes before star 
time, Manu Chao 
broke into a mis- 
chievous grin when 
called on the fact 
that this wasn’t his 
first time playing 
Austin. “No, I came 
15 years ago,” he 
acknowledged in 
Spanish. “South 
by Southwest.” 

More like 18 years 
ago. That would be 
1989, in support 
of Mano Negra’s 
madhouse master- 
piece Puta’s Fever, 

showcasing all the way from Paris at another Lost Austin hot spot: the Austin Opera House. 
Remember anything about the show? “Very good memories - si, si, si. I know that here, too 
[tonight], it’ll be good.” Two solid hours of Chao and his backing quartet’s jump, jump, jump 
obliterated “good.” The sheer release of top-tier Latin rock bands, Cafe Tacuba to Molotov 
- both veterans of Stubb’s - remains unmatched by most North American indie rock acts, and 
Chao, a forefather of the rock en espahol movement, proved yet again he’s a powerhouse. He 
and his longtime backing clandestines performed as if they were a Mano Negra favorite: ’’King 
Kong Five.” Like Little Richard or any number of touring museum spectacles, Chao doesn’t so 
much do whole songs as he pulls pieces of them out of the high-octane skank he and his crew 
brew onstage. Splitting the set list evenly between his two solo albums, 1998’s Clandestine 
and 2001’s Proxima Estacion: Esperanza, Chao previewed none of his forthcoming third solo 
disc, not even premiere tease “Rainin in Paradize,” downloadable at www.manuchao.net. “Mr. 
Bobby” (Marley), chased by an audience member jumping onstage with a giant Che Guevara 
banner, “Me Gustas Tu,” “Clandestine, ” and “Desaparecido” all stoked the house but couldn’t 
match the locomotive “Rumba de Barcelona.” By the same token, “Merry Blues” and “Dia 
Luna ... Dia Pena” paled next to the punk rock lashing of “Volver, Volver.” Yes, that “Volver.” 
That left a pair of encore sets, the first touched off by Puta's Fever convulsion “Mala Vida,” the 
second by Fever's “Sidi H’ Bibi.” Fever dreams don’t burn any brighter. - Raoul Hernandez 



Metallurgy 


In one of their earliest collaborations, two Japanese noise specialists, Boris and Merzbow, 
launched “Texas Spaceship,” an 18-minute magnetic disturbance of feedback and fuzz. Their 
latest effort to reach stateside audiences, Walrus/Groon (Hydra Head) is yet another extrater- 
restrial affair. Originally released on Fangs Anal Satan in 2004, “Walrus” uses the Beatles’ “I 
Am the Walrus” as a gateway drug to delirious drone, not unlike Boris’ interpretation of the 
Stooges’ “1970,” while “Groon” condenses an hourlong movement from the groups’ previous 
collaboration, Sun Baked Snow Cave, into 15 minutes of improvised chaos. On Rainbow (Hydra 
Head), Boris creates a spectrum of shape-shifting soundscapes, each expanded and enhanced 
by the electric caress of Michio Kurihara, the godly psych guitarist from White Heaven and 
Ghost, inducing a picturesque and prismatic experience. Guitarist Dylan Carlson’s temporal 
mirage is twofold on Earth’s latest, Hibernaculum (Southern Lord), which reworks three earlier 
compositions in the vein of 2005’s brilliant Hex: Or Printing in the Infernal Method, while the 
accompanying “Within the Drone” DVD documents the avant-metal pioneer’s recent Euro tour. 
Earthless, in contrast, specializes in otherworldly instrumental jams, not unlike Austin’s Tia 
Carrera. The San Diego-based trio’s Rhythms From a Cosmic Sky (Tee Pee) is a nebular concoc- 
tion of Japanese psych-rock with Seventies blues-based metal expressed through two 20-min- 
ute musings and a fried rendition of the Groundhogs’ “Cherry Red.” Neurosis intensifies with 
time. Their 10th LR Given to the Rising (Neurot), again recorded by Steve Albini, may be their 
heaviest and most complex work to date, transcending 2004’s monumental The Eye of Every 
Storm. Dodsvisioner (Hydra Head), the first sacrificial offering from Sweden’s Bergraven, loose- 
ly translates as “death visions.” With ghostly interludes that move like the wind two minutes to 
midnight, foreboding and torturous black metal guitar, and Par’s revelatory death rattle vocals, 
this is bleakness at its very best. - Austin Powell 


RUFUS WAINWRIGHT 

Release the Stars (Geffen) 

Ren and Stimpy 
would’ve had a field day 
with the CD booklet pic- 
tures of Rufus Wainwright 
in lederhosen; Judy 
Garland, by contrast, a fit 
over the arrangements on 
the piano man’s fifth album. Overwrought in 
Berlin, Release the Stars continues dispensing 
cigarettes and chocolate milk - Wainwright’s 
ever-ripe vexations - but opener “Do I Disappoint 
You” proves rhetorical immediately. Orchestral 
overkill grandstanding on the song’s percep- 
tive universality deserves a pie in the face. 
“Rules and Regulations” also builds unneces- 
sary crescendo, as does “Slideshow.” Instead, 
Stars should’ve been “Tiergarten,” with its 
grandfather-clock charm and the succulent 
“Sanssouci.” “Nobody’s off the Hook,” all string 
quartet and piano, fares even better. That’s 
when it all goes out the observatory window 
on the Euro-trash clank of “Between My Legs.” 
Stars' back CD inset picture of Wainwright and 
his mother, Kate McGarrigle, reads, “Dedicated 
to my mother who still whispers in my ear 
that I’m great.” Not this black hole. (Rufus 
Wainwright and Neko Case face off at 
Stubb’s, Saturday, Aug. 11.)

Kaboom! (Outta Sight) 

Kaboom! is right. 

Dynamites soul shouter 
supreme, Charles Walker, 
was once top draw at Music City’s New Era Club 
- his “No Fool No More” appears on 2005’s 
Night Train to Nashville, Vol. 2 - before moving on 
to the Apollo Theater, Europe, and finally, back 
home. Walker recorded for Chess and Decca, 
among others, but never found the widespread 
acclaim his talent deserves; “Dig Deeper” 
alone confirms that. The Dynamites’ other 
unsung hero is Leo Black, who wrote most of 
Kaboom!, arranged and produced it, and puts 
the tenpiece group through its funky paces as 
lead guitarist and bandleader. With a fondness 
for rhetorical questions (“Can You Feel It?”), 
they can tighten up or bring it down with a stir- 
ring amount of soul power. Get some at this 
year’s Austin City Limits Festival; just make sure 
you know where the nearest defibrillator is.

IBRAHIM FERRER 

Mi Sueho (Nonesuch) 

This dream begins 
with “Dos Almas” - two 
souls - and a voice thick 
with age.

August 2005 at the age of 78, mustered cen- 
turies of courtyard serenades in every promise 
and regret pledged in a song.

“Convergencia” and “Quiereme Mucho” 
come across as vocal sketches, and yet the 
ancient nature of an album’s worth of twilight 
boleros - Ferrer’s final Dream - balances 
that out organically.

Galban lay in perfectly behind franchisers 
Ruben Gonzalez (“Melodfa del Rfo”), Manuel 
“Guajiro” Mirabal (“Copla Guajira”), and Ferrer’s 



DUNGEN 

Tio Bitar (Kemado) 

Dungen never became “the 
new Zeppelin,” but they’ve 
got a sense of humor about 
it. On fourth album Tio Bitar 
(“10 Pieces”), the Swedes 
ignite right from the “Intro,” when we hear a siren 
and then smell the fire. And the flute. Singing in 
Swedish, as on 2005’s excellent Ta Det Lugnt, 
multi-instrumentalist Gustav Ejstes sticks more 
to rocking than singing, and why not? He could 
be vocalizing in Sigur Ros for all we know on the 
euphoric “Svart Ar Himlen” and golden “Familj,” 
which only imbues them with the necessary 
psychedelic blues. The marathon “Mon Amour,” 
erupting midway with a lava-hot guitar freak-out 
courtesy of secret weapon Reine Fiske, gets the 
Led out, maybe even the Can, and Dungen does 
it well. The inside photo of Ejstes, looking sus- 
piciously like Robert Plant, may be intentional.

DANIELSON 

A Family Movie (or. Make a Joyful Noise Here) (Homevision) 

What began as outsider-art practitioner Daniel Smith’s senior the- 
sis at Rutgers turned into an underground indie-music phenomenon 
and respected DIY label, Sounds Familyre. Smith’s Danielson Famile 
soon found itself playing packed houses in and around their native 
New Jersey and beyond. This rock doc follows the outfit preparing for 
a European tour spring 2002, told from the perspective of Smith’s 
four siblings. Director J.L. Aronson’s uniquely crafted narrative charts 
the birth of the music, skepticism and acceptance the band faces as 
a Christian-identified band moving in a secular scene, and how the group defines family while 
troubling labels. While Smith sometimes comes across as a pompous windbag, especially 
when he sweetly opines about his faith and how it informs his music, it’s hard not to feel sorry 
for him as the Famile slowly splinters. As his siblings start their own families and pursue other 
careers, longtime collaborator Sufjan Stevens rockets to stardom, and Smith is left alone, 
awkwardly recording himself in his home studio. Happily, the story ends on a poignant note: 
the May 2006 release of Danielson’s most appealing album yet, Ships (Secretly Canadian), 
a reunion piece that finds the Famile on the road one last time. - Melanie Haupt

A team of biologists from Yale University and the University of Sheffield in England 
reported in April that some species of ducks have genitalia so complex that they provide the 
female with unusually effective mating control. Both the male and female sex organs are 
sort of corkscrew-shaped, but the female's spirals in the opposite direction, allowing her (in 
the event of rape or opportunistic, nonmating sex) to "lock down" her procreative organs. 
Only when the female relaxes, the researchers point out, can sperm approach her eggs.

One party active in the recent elections in 
India’s Uttar Pradesh state represents the inter- 
ests of “dead” people. Lai Bihari, 48, works on 
behalf of an estimated 40,000 living people who 
have been victims of relatives having declared 
them legally dead, usually in order to inherit 
their property, and once the government accepts 
such a declaration, the legal system in India is 
too slow, crowded, and corrupt to bring that per- 
son back to “life.” Bihari himself “officially” died 
in 1976, and despite several schemes (such as 
kidnapping a cousin in order to be arrested and 
thus proven to be living), he remained “dead” 
until his proof of life was accepted in 2004.

• 1) Among the latest of Taipei’s quirkily styled 
restaurants (according to an April Reuters dis- 
patch) is the D.S. Music hospital- themed eat- 
ery, where diners sit around beds, are served by

2) In February, Norwegian artist Jan 
Christensen placed his latest work, Relative 
Value, at a gallery in Oslo, but it was quickly 
stolen (and hardly surprising, in that the piece 
contained about $16,300 worth of Norwegian 
money stuck to it). 


RECURRING THEMES 

Just Shoot Me: Men continue to consider that 
having themselves shot (nonfatally, of course) 
might provide them sympathy and a valid excuse 
to avoid some unpleasant task. In February, 
John Amos wanted pal Emanuel Houston to 
shoot him, to get his upcoming rape trial in 
Martins Ferry, WVa., postponed, but Houston 
refused, and the two then struggled over the 
gun until Amos forced Houston’s hand (and 
the gun) against Amos’ stomach and pressed 
on Houston’s finger. And in May, in Baltimore, 
police said two college students had a third 
shoot them so they could avoid an onerous 
fraternity hazing ritual, but then later confessed 
that they are National Guardsmen and had 
themselves shot to avoid deployment to Iraq. (A 
National Guard spokesman said there is actually 
no deployment scheduled for their unit.) 


OOPS! 

• Spectacular: 1) Last year (according to 
a March 2007 Associated Press report), a 
computer technician for the Alaska 
Department of Revenue accidentally erased 
a disk containing all the data for paying the 
state’s 600,000 residents their annual oil-rev- 
enue dividends, and a duplicate disk was also 
erased, and the fail-safe backup tape was dis- 
covered to be unreadable. It took two months 
of around-the-clock work for state employ- 
ees to recomputerize all paper records. 2) 
London’s Daily Mail reported in April that it 
was probably a 17-year-old apprentice plumb- 
er, on his first day of work, who mishandled 
a blow torch and started the fire that quickly 
burned to the ground a waterside mansion 
in Devon, England, worth the equivalent of 
about $9.8 million. 


• John Brandrick told London’s Daily Telegraph 
in May that he will seek compensation from 
Royal Cornwall Hospital in Treliske, England, 
because he’s still alive. He was diagnosed in 
2006 with pancreatic cancer, with about a year to 
live, and he quit his job, stopped paying his bills, 
and used his life’s savings to enjoy his last days. 
However, he was recently told he merely had 
(nonfatal) pancreatitis, and now he’s broke. 

NEW FRONTIERS IN MEDICINE 

• A woman in Columbia University’s hospital had 
her gallbladder removed in March not by tradition- 
al abdominal surgery but by running instruments 
through her vagina, according to an April New 
York Times report. Doctors said that abdominal- 
muscle cuts are painful and slow to heal, and that 
surgeons are considering using the body’s other 
natural openings, for some procedures. (In a land- 
mark 2004 operation, doctors in India removed 
a patient’s appendix through the mouth.) Still, a 
female New York University surgeon said the 
idea of gallbladder surgery through the vagina 
is “repulsive.” 

• In May, doctors at Schneider Children’s Hospital 
in New York, operating on a 3-year-old girl, removed 
a brain tumor that had made her one of only a tiny 
number of people in the world to suffer from a 
syndrome that caused her to laugh uncontrollably 
when experiencing a seizure. Her mother described 
the girl’s facial expression before the corrective 
surgery as similar to that of the Batman character 
the Joker.

• New York public-access TV personality 
“Glendora” has filed a lawsuit against a Cablevision 
employee who allegedly bad-mouthed her to spon- 
sors, and her latest filing, detailed in May by New 
York Law Journal, consists of (according to Yonkers 
Civil Court Judge Charles Wood) 360 handwrit- 
ten pages, “completely irrelevant,” with “multiple 
copies of a 60-year-old photo of the plaintiff with 
Bob Hope,” “sheet music,” “commentary about 
the impressive geographic expanse of the City of 
Yonkers,” “details of how she ‘writhed’ while her 
chauffeur shot insulin into his abdomen,” “an 
account of a near-miss with a deer on the Taconic 
State Parkway,” “jokes,” and “threats or exhorta- 
tions to ‘sue judges.’” Wood barred her from 
further filings without his approval.

day trips

Gus Engeling Wildlife Management Area, just north of 
Palestine, has so many animals that they give you a scorecard at 
the front gate so that you can keep track. 

Actually, even though the 11,000-acre wilderness area does have 
healthy populations of deer, beavers, rabbits, squirrels, birds, alliga- 
tors, and other critters, they are all pretty elusive in the dense for- 
est. Visitors are asked to keep track of wildlife because this is a 
research laboratory as well as a conservation area. The data cards 
aren’t really scorecards but are part of an ongoing census of the 
animals in the area. 

“We have a long list of unique plants and animals,” says Wes 
Littrell, assistant area manager for the Texas Parks & Wildlife 
Department preserve. "Plants alone, we have close to 1,000 spe- 
cies.” At the end of April, Littrell hosted a researcher from Delaware 
studying the preserve’s unusual pitcher plants. 

Most of the land was purchased between 1950 and 1960 along 
Catfish Creek, making Gus Engeling WMA one of the oldest wilder- 
ness preserves in the public’s inventory. Its age also makes it one 
of the most valuable, because large portions of the property have 
been undisturbed by agriculture. The unit was named for Gus A. 
Engeling, the first biologist assigned to the area. Engeling was killed 
by a poacher a little more than a week before Christmas in 1951. 

Although the preserve is on the edge of the East Texas Piney 
Woods, the land in Gus Engeling WMA features Post Oak Savannah. 
The eco-region stretches from the Red River to Guadalupe County 
north of San Antonio. 

At one time, the upper elevations of the region were covered with 
tall grasses and stands of hardwood trees. The bottom land along the 
creeks and rivers was populated mostly by the hickories and oaks 
that cavity-dwelling wildlife prefer. Old-growth forest survives along 
Catfish Creek, which was designated a National Natural Landmark, 
one of only 19 selected in the state by the National Park Service. 

Gus Engeling WMA is primarily an area for training biologists and 
is used extensively by birders and hunters. But the preserve should 
not be overlooked by Texans who appreciate the beauty of the natu- 
ral landscape. Very few places open to the public offer this kind of 
look at our ecological history. 



A 7-mile, all-weather road runs the length of the preserve. From 
the comfort of your car you can read signs that explain the land- 
scape. It is a beautiful drive with ferns creeping into the road, fields 
of wildflowers, and, if you take your time, you might see some of 
the wildlife. 

“Right now is a perfect time to visit,” Littrell says. “I won’t lie to 
you: The bugs are out, but the wildflowers are awesome.” The area 
has already received 35 of its 43 inches of annual average rainfall. 

One negative of all the rain has been that the beaver pond with 
its lily pads was nearly drained when the dam was washed out. 

“The beavers have been working on replacing the dam,” Littrell says. 

The preserve has two hiking trails, one around the beaver pond 
and the Dogwood Nature Trail, which leads into the dense woods 
away from the lowland bogs. The beaver pond also has a viewing 
blind. North of the preserve are two ponds, called Lake No. 1 and 
Lake No. 2, which are popular with fishermen. “A 7-foot alligator 
has been spotted at Lake Number 1,” Littrell says. 

Both lakes have screened shelters but are for day use only. 
Campers can use the three screened shelters on the creek on a 
first-come, first-served basis. All visitors to the wildlife management 
area must sign in at the entrance. The driving tour and light use of 
the trails are free. Hunters, fishermen, campers, and serious bird- 
ers need to purchase a $12 annual TPWD Limited Public Use 
Permit. “It helps pay the upkeep of the place,” Littrell says. 

Gus Engeling Wildlife Management Area is about 21 miles north 
of Palestine off U.S. 287. There are no facilities at the preserve, so 
bring plenty of water, bug spray, and sunscreen. For information, call 
903/928-2251 or go to www.tpwd.state.tx.us.

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Mud 

Salvage Vanguard Theater, through June 29 
Running time: 1 hr, 25 min 

We first see Mae at an ironing board, pressing a pair of 
pants with the single-mindedness of a convict digging her way 
out of a jail cell. Which, in a sense, she is. The shack in which 
she lives; the existence she shares there with Lloyd, a grown 
man with the mind of a child; and her own illit- 
eracy are bricks and bars imprisoning her; and 
she’s desperate to break through them. She’s 
taking classes to learn to read, taking iron- 
ing jobs to earn money, all to escape this life 
of poverty and ignorance. Meanwhile, across 
the room, his bare feet caked with dirt, Lloyd 
slouches in a chair, shiftlessly avoiding chores 
and badgering Mae with increasingly irritat- 
ing questions. Finally, she yells at Lloyd that 
he’ll die in mud as he’s lived in mud, but she wants to die in 
a hospital, between clean, white sheets. It’s a fierce and vivid 
expression of her desire to be free of this place, for some- 
thing better for herself. Still, as anyone who’s been knee-deep 
in muck can tell you, working yourself free isn’t always easy, 
and sometimes the harder you try, the worse off you get. 

That’s certainly the case with Mae in Maria Irene Fornes’ 
1983 drama Mud, an almost painfully spare yet taut study 
of the shifting tensions among three poor, broken souls in a 
shanty somewhere in rural America. The third figure is Henry, 
a middle-aged fellow whom Mae brings home to help them 
read a pamphlet about the unnamed medical condition afflict- 
ing Lloyd. For a time, this older man appears to be her knight 


in shining armor, his relative intelligence and attentiveness 
to Mae - he gives her lipstick! - promising deliverance from 
her barren world. But almost no sooner does she invite her 
emancipator to live with her and Lloyd - a move that stirs up 
more ill will in the cantankerous rube - than Henry suffers a 
stroke that leaves him paralyzed to the point that he must be 
fed and tended like an infant. He becomes a kind of perverse 
mirror version of Lloyd: an adult man in a child’s body. Thus, 
Mae comes to be caught between two childlike men, who bait 
each other like squabbling siblings and drag her deeper into 
the ooze from which she’s fighting to get loose. 

You can see that this won’t end well. But that doesn’t 
mean this production that opens Salvage Vanguard Theater’s 
new home isn’t compelling. It is, owing largely to the three 
gifted actors confined on Connor Hopkins’ purposefully 
cramped set, a shack as lean and unvarnished as Fornes’ 
text. They have little room on it to maneuver, to keep from 
bumping into one another, and those contacts - however 
minor, however innocent - ratchet up the antagonism among 
them, inflaming their tempers. Jenny Larson, Jeffery Mills, 
and Robert Pierson collectively raise the temperature onstage 
with firm, steady hands, degree by degree, such that we can 
feel the slow intensifying of the flame. 

These three are likewise diligent in their portrayals of the 
play’s characters, all damaged but each in a different way: 
Lloyd mentally, Henry physically, Mae spiritually. As Lloyd, 

Mills appears to have a permanent fog behind his eyes, and 
when the character tries to make some intellectual connec- 
tion, it seems Lloyd’s mental gears are sunk in sludge and 
can barely turn; he’s the embodiment of thick. (This is never 
so apparent - and hilarious - as when Lloyd has to swallow a 
pill and Mills makes his exertions so tortured and agonizing 
that the act becomes a tragedy in miniature.) Pierson lets us 




see the very active mind of Henry through his eyes - which 
is especially effective once the character’s paralyzed - but he 
shades Henry’s intelligence such that we can see he isn’t as 
smart as he wants us to think he is. It’s a crucial revelation 
of character, subtly communicated, much like Pierson’s slap- 
ping of the door frame as he exits to signal Henry’s moods; 
his slaps are as eloquent as any line spoken. As Mae, 
Larson’s yearning for more than her impoverished life burns 
with such intensity that it threatens to engulf their shack in 
flames and burn it to the ground. When she describes herself 
as “a hungry soul, a longing soul,” Larson seems lost in the 
sense of it, her words all but dripping with pain. 

These portrayals and the corresponding tension that is 
developed and sustained among these three are also a 
tribute to the work of director Jason Neulander, who honors 
Fornes with a simple approach that lets the power of the 
work rise from the characters and their knotted relationships. 
Henry, Mae, and Lloyd feel truly bound to one another, as if by 
ropes, so the struggles of any one of them cause all to sink 
together slowly but inexorably under the mud. - Robert Faires

Let’s get one thing straight: Gobotrick Theatre Company’s Intermission 
is not a musical. The actors don’t bounce unnaturally into song and 
dance in unison wearing silly little costumes. And the musicians don’t 
just sit in a corner playing background music, rarely recognized or seen; 
they serve as the focal point of the show. Now, with Austin being the 
“you-know-what capital of the world,” this obviously isn’t the first time 
for musicians to be center stage but in a “theatrical setting.” So what 
genre of theatre does Intermission fall into? 

Maybe it’s a live concert with real musicians pretending to be charac- 
ters in front of a pretend audience in front of a real audience. 

The Dougherty Arts Center space is converted into a smaller (if that’s 
possible) and less smoky club than the Elephant Room, where a female 
singer is giving her last performance. During the interludes between 
songs, we catch glimpses of the interpersonal relationships of the peo- 
ple sitting at the tables watching her. And based on what we see, this 
clearly isn’t happy hour - “Oh, this is a little awkward” hour is more like 
it, since the connections between the fictional audience members seem 
to have been strained through intermissions of their own. 

. At one table, a daughter and father try to make amends after the 
pother has passed away. The young woman had started a book with her 
other yet somehow didn’t know her mother was fatally ill. At the next 
ble, a girl and guy bump into each other for the first time in five years. 
Tter ^ome long and painful conversations, the girl just wants to “stay 
lends.” The scenes between them are so clumsy that even a child sit- 
ting in the actual audience started speaking up in their scenes together. 

-Jhe soundtrack smooths over these uncomfortable moments with 
slo^alterna-folk songs. It was a stroke of genius on the part of director 
Will Snider to ask Adam Hilton to create the score for the production. 
Hilton? is a little bit of Elvis Costello with a youth and novelty that make 
him look like a passive Rivers Cuomo. (Maybe it’s his glasses.) With 
the other two musicians in the band also sporting glasses, T-shirts, and 
jeans, they make for a nerdy trio that clashes with the young woman 
who exudes sex at the mic. April Perez may look like a little girl wearing 
a fancy doily and boots, but she belts like Sheryl Crow and Cher com- 
bined. (Even Cher could learn a thing or two from Perez’s young, less 
quaky singing.) A couple of candy-covered tunes that feature the whole- 
some observations of a woman who has seen her share of love and 
loss really liven up the stage. 

After Hilton wrote the music, the rest of Gobotrick came in to add 
the characters. Some of the best material can be credited to Michael 
Amendola, who plays Aidan. Providing the most comic relief, all-thumbs 
Aidan persistently hits on a girl who persistently pushes him away. 
Amendola owns the role, taking it where he wants to: improvising lines, 
stealing the scene during one of Perez’s numbers, and even making the 
members in the band laugh. This scene that offers no backstory or compli- 
cated history lends more to the “play” than any of the melodrama, which is 
drowned out by the lyrically strong and wailing melodies. - Patti Hadad

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Ruddigore , or The Witch's Curse is the 10th collaboration 
between Arthur Sullivan and W.S. Gilbert, which, in addition 
to having the misfortune to follow directly on the heels of the 
unquestioned genius and popular success 
of The Mikado, has often been criticized for 
the subject of its satire, namely the brand of 
gothic melodrama popular among 19th cen- 
tury audiences. A critic at the time defined the 
problem as such: “The Transpontine drama 
was an institution which only existed in the 
south suburbs of London. Any parody of its 
peculiarities would consequently be mainly 
relished by those who were locally acquainted 
with its peculiarities.” And while the conventions of the 
Victorian melodrama have since spread far beyond the south 


side of the Thames, the play 
remains problematic for mod- 
ern audiences, if in an entirely 
unexpected dimension. 

By an unlucky turn of events, 
many of the tropes of the genre 
being satirized have come to 
be considered shibboleths of 
their own work. Out of an oeu- 
vre already replete with chorus- 
es of maidens, hapless heroes, 
and sailors, it can be difficult 
to place just exactly how far 
into his cheek Gilbert’s tongue 
is lodged, and thus some of his 
trenchant satire on a ridiculous 
genre unknowingly passes as 
typical Gilbertian ridiculous- 
ness. An additional irony that 
one suspects its author would 
not take remiss. 

That said, Ruddigore is a rollicking good time. Evil baronets, 
a chorus of professional bridesmaids, a family curse, mad- 
women, ghosts, jolly jack-tars - all are hilariously undermined 
in Gilbert’s inimitable fashion. The baronets long for lives of 
staid respectability; the heroine’s virtue resides in a blind, 
rigorous adherence to a book of etiquette; the blushing hero 
brags loudly and repeatedly about his diffident nature. Many 
of the songs themselves are hilarious subversions of the 
moral instruction typically proffered in this genre of theatrical 
fare: A fickle trio admonish us to always follow the noble dic- 
tates of the heart, a call to duty is sung by a flagrant oppor- 
tunist, and we are told to shy from crime because it makes 
one physically unattractive. 

The Gilbert & Sullivan Society of Austin has put forth an 
impressive production. Ralph MacPhail Jr. directs an accom- 



plished cast, thankfully resisting the urge so tempting to 
American companies to mug and grimace when faced with 
Gilbert’s sly humor while also not shirking an entirely appro- 
priate silliness. As a choreographer, he gives us plenty of 
the droll, self-consciously stilted bits of business that have 
become something of a Savoyard tradition and then, with 
equal aplomb, orchestrates a minuet with a cast of 30. The 
voices are excellent, most particularly from the women in 
the cast. As Rose Maybud, Glay Marie Posch sings with a 
strong, clear voice, consummately professional and delightful. 
Patricia Combs, as Dame Hannah, delivers a song beauti- 
fully in the third act. And Janette Jones as the lovelorn Mad 
Margaret possesses a full and satisfying alto. Trey Deason 
has great fun as the shy youth forced into a life of evil as the 
baronet of Ruddigore, and Frank Delvy brings to the character 
of his predecessor a witty and knowing comic touch. Russell 
Gregory is a perfect recently deceased baronet and shows off 
a remarkable command over his jowls. 

The highlights of the evening are many. After some under- 
standable apprehension at the start of one of Gilbert’s 
nerve-racking patter songs, the singers bring it to a raucous 
and crowd-pleasing conclusion, and Michael Borysow, the 
man-o’-war’s man Richard Dauntless, admirably displays his 
character’s acclaimed agility. It isn’t often in this day and age 
that one is presented with a hornpipe in its entirety. 

On a recent Sunday matinee, which turned out to be family 
day, there was a large and enthusiastic audience of patrons 
ranging in age from 6 to 80, a heartwarming indication of the 
wide appeal of this production. Whether you favor the arch 
satire, the lovely music, or the sheer fun of watching a picture 
gallery of dead gentry come to life, the Gilbert & Sullivan 
Society of Austin has provided a rare and welcome oppor- 
tunity to experience one of the less seen works of the G&S 
canon performed with aplomb. In the words of Bunthorne 
being auctioned off to a chorus of eager brides in Patience, 
“Such an opportunity may not occur again.” - Iris Brooks

Jackie (Dickie) cuts a compel- 
ling figure. A Glaswegian woman 
who is seemingly indifferent to 
her own angular beauty, Jackie 
reveals little of what goes on 
in her head. We 
watch for nearly 
two hours as her 
often inscrutable 
actions steadily 
accumulate into 
a passionate 
explosion and 
release. A psy- 
chological thriller, 

Red Road takes 

its time building to its revelations 
and demands that we follow 
patiently. Jackie works for City 
Eye, an adjunct to the Glasgow 
Police Department that uses 
cameras fixed throughout the 
city to protect its citizens against 
crimes and suspicious activities. Each shift, Jackie watches a bank 
of TV monitors, trolling for any untoward activity in her zone in a 
ritual that is contradictorily aloof and intimate. She wears a wed- 
ding band but goes home to an empty apartment every night and 
has a sexual tryst with the same co-worker once every two weeks. 
Her routine begins to come slowly undone after she chances to spy 
on her monitor a man she recognizes from the past. Increasingly 
obsessed with this man, Clyde Henderson (Curran), Jackie begins to 
furtively follow him and neglect her work. The nature of her obses- 
sion is unclear, and Clyde’s inability to recall who she is adds to the 
mystery. Red Road's steady voyeurism builds to a provocative climax 
and cleansing denouement in which the answers to all our questions 
become apparent. The Scottish filmmaker Arnold, who received an 
Oscar for her short film “Wasp,” makes a memorable debut here as 
a director of feature films, creating tension and mystery against a 


drab backdrop of quotidian Glasgow. Red Road actually came into 
being through the Advance Party, an offshoot of Dogma 95 that 
commissioned three films from different writers and directors that 
must use the same four characters in all three films. Red Road is 
the first of this group of films, and it seems a hard one to top. As 
Jackie, Scottish TV actress Dickie makes a strong impression, with 
much the same bearing and appearance as Tilda Swinton. In addi- 
tion to receiving a host of British film awards, Red Road was also 
awarded the Jury Prize at Cannes in 2006. For its U.S. release, the 
film is shown with English subtitles to help with our comprehension 
of the thick Scottish accents. It should also be noted that Red Road 
contains one extremely graphic sex scene. But like much else that 
transpires in Red Road, what is seen is not always what it looks like 
on the surface.

O CRAZY LOVE 

D: Dan Klores , Fisher Stevens. ( PG - 1 3 , 9 2 mi n . ) 

When Bronx beauty Linda Riss met 
Burton Pugach in 1957, she thought he 
was “very weird.” She was right. But she 
loved the flashy attorney anyway, even after 
he hired assailants to throw lye in her face 
disfiguring and mostly blinding her. In fact, 
it’s after the attack (and his subsequent 
prison sentence) that their love blossoms 
most - into a mutually obsessive, inter- 
dependent marriage going on 30 years. 
Co-directors Klores and Stevens spin a 
documentary yarn that defies belief yet is 
true, adroitly meting out the bizarre details 
that fascinated New York tabloid readers. 

In one priceless interview, veteran news- 
hound Jimmy Breslin says he never saw 
someone as “visibly insane” as Pugach 
outside of an institution. Andrea Peyser 
of The New York Post compares him to 
Joey Buttafuoco - unfavorably, even - but 
despite his “primitive thoughts,” Burt 
seems to have chased Linda until she 


caught him. The directors relish footage of 
the now-elderly Pugachs bickering at break- 
fast like any regular couple - Linda with 
her frosted bouffant, king-sized slims, and 
the ornate butterfly-shaped dark glasses 
she never removes for us and Burt tender- 
ly helping her into their car - and Linda’s 
admission that marrying Burt was “the 
best revenge” for what he did. “He sees 
what he did to her every single day,” a 
friend adds. “If it’s a joy or a punishment, 

I don’t know.” The film’s format is almost 
entirely driven by interviews, but it’s lively, 
engrossing, and briskly edited enough to 
escape the talking-head doldrums, and 
music supervisor Brian Chin gets ironic 
mileage from contemporary chestnuts like 
“Please Release Me” and “You Really Got 
a Hold on Me” (along with “Linda,” the 
unofficial theme song). The movie’s quirk 
isn’t forced; it sincerely ponders the nature 
of love and of human need, opening with a 
quote by Jacques Lacan and ending with a 
shrug: “They say even Hitler had friends,” 
opines a friend of the family. “What are 
you gonna do?” - Marrit Ingman

DAY WATCH

This Russian science-fiction film is the 
middle work in a planned trilogy of movies 
based on the novels of Sergei Lukyanenko. 
Like its predecessor, Night Watch (which 
played Austin last March), Day Watch is a 
stunning visual and tonal achievement. Just 
like Night Watch, however, the elaborate 
mythos of Day Watch derives from a fairly 
impenetrable yet ancient battle between the 
Light Others and the Dark Others, a history 
that is briefly recapped in the new film’s 
opening prologue but is so perfunctory that 
it seemingly assumes audience familiar- 
ity with the subject. Indeed, no amount of 
explanation would be able to clarify what 
has come before and what is to follow. This 
series takes place in a world that confounds 
Earth’s known physical laws and in which the 
Others wage their timeless battles while sur- 
rounded by clueless mortals. Day Watch has 
a bigger budget than Night Watch, which has 
resulted in more CGI effects. (One scene, 


in which a car traverses the curved side of 
a hotel, is a particular standout.) The fol- 
low-up film takes place a few years after the 
close of the first and employs essentially 
the same lead actors and astonishing visual 
style, although the plot is less coherent and 
weighted with more supernatural folderol 
than the original. There’s something about 
the Chalk of Fate, which is something worth 
possessing because with it one can rewrite 
destiny. Trainee Night Watcher Svetlana 
(Poroshina) is especially gifted because she 
can enter the Second Level of Gloom, while 
longtime Night Watcher Anton (Khabensky) 
is in love with her and also struggles with 
the fate of his young son (Martynov), who 
has gone to the dark side. The details of 
the narrative, however, are subsumed to 
the visual primacy, which comes at the 
viewer in audacious bursts of body switches, 
bloodsucking, cataclysmic whirlwinds, and 
operatic camera moves. Night Watch, a huge 
hit in Russia, at least provided a window for 
international audiences to glimpse a home- 
grown fantasy world. But Day Watch falls 
prey to the curse of most sequels in which 
“more” is often a thin concept stretched 
beyond its limits and misconstrued to mean 
“bigger and better.” - Marjorie Baumgarten

NANCY DREW

When 
compared with Robert Rodriguez’s child 
detectives, it’s not really a matter of Nancy’s 
retro look and grounding in the fundamen- 
tals of sleuthing that separates the women 
from the girls (as the saying goes) but, 
rather, this film’s lack of gaiety and surprise 
that makes it a dud for old and new genera- 
tions of the books’ fans.

back fashion sense of Fifties-style plaids, 
pleats, knee socks, and penny loafers 
(designed by costuming pro Jeffrey Kurland), 
Nancy appears to her chic classmates as 
ripe for a makeover. Thank goodness for 
strong-willed girls: Not only will Nancy Drew 
solve mysteries that stymie professional 
crime-solvers, she remains self-confident 
about her unique fashion identity and excep- 
tional intelligence. Yet this 21st century 
Nancy Drew seems more about the clothes 
and other tween concerns than the myster- 
ies and danger that fueled her between- 
the-covers escapades. Her pals, “tomboy” 
George and “pleasantly plump” Bess, are 
reduced to cameos in the film’s opening 
River Heights sequences. Nickelodeon 
star Roberts sinks into the role with her 
natural acting gifts, yet this film affords 
her little opportunity to stretch beyond the 
story’s basic narrative contrivance. Nancy, 
the perennial teen, still toodles around in 
her roadster convertible, but Roberts looks 
barely old enough to possess a learner’s 
permit, no less navigate L.A.’s notorious 
freeways. As Nancy traverses the city solv- 
ing a Hollywood mystery that has defied 
professional sleuthers for decades, her 
target audience is other contemporary teens 
and not the older women in the audience 
who, during their own youths, devoured the 
character’s adventures with each passing 
book. Although hardly clueless, this Nancy 
Drew seems like she’d be more at home in 
a movie titled thusly.

OCEAN'S THIRTEEN

Three films in, and Soderbergh’s 
Ocean's franchise has settled into a kind 
of hipster equanimity - happy to live in 
that loosely defined territory where art 
meets commerce and story blends seam- 
lessly with cool. 2001’s great Ocean’s 
Eleven single-handedly revived the 
moribund “guy-ensemble film,” which had 
its glorious renaissance in the Sixties 
and early Seventies, spanning the time 
between The Magnificent Seven and The 
Sting. Ocean’s Twelve followed three years 
later and set new standards for Hollywood 
self-indulgence and embarrassed every- 
one involved, including its audience. As a 
sort of mea culpa for that disaster, now 
we have Ocean’s Thirteen, which is either 
a winning return to form or a complete 
retread of the first movie, depending on 
your point of view. I see it both ways: 

On the one hand, it’s good to see Danny 
Ocean (Clooney) and his pals back in their 
native Las Vegas, an environment that’s 
not only the perfect backdrop for their 
kind of swingin’ banditry but also allows 
Soderbergh - a brilliant and underrated 
cinematographer (often working under the 
pseudonym Peter Andrews) - to indulge 
his passion for saturated color palettes 
and stylized dissolves; at times his reds 
and yellows look like they’re going to burn

through the celluloid and burst out into 
the theatre. On the other hand, Ocean's 
Thirteen is a victim of its own pedigree. 
The joy of Ocean’s Eleven was in realizing 
at the movie’s end that its heroes were 
blessed with such superhuman foresight 
that they had had every contingency of an 
impossibly complicated heist accounted 
for long before anyone in their crew even 
set foot onto a casino floor. Watching 
that movie was like listening to an old 
war story told years after the fact, when 
all the drama and unpredictability of real 
life has been ironed out and forgotten, 
and all that remains is a perfect legend 
unblemished by obstinate reality, star- 
ring 11 supermen who can do no wrong. 
Now that we expect that kind of criminal 
omniscience, however, the magic is gone. 
What’s the point in fretting over Ocean’s 
chances of getting even with Pacino’s ego- 
maniacal casino boss, Willie Bank, when 
you know going in he probably arranged 
for the manipulation of the card-shuffling 
machines and seduced female members 
of the casino’s staff into being on his pay- 
roll - that God himself is most likely on 
his team (maybe He’ll show up in Ocean’s 
Fourteen )? No ... better just to sit back 
and enjoy the ride.

Made by teachers for teachers, this local indie 
- which now sports the imprimatur of execu- 


tive producer Morgan Spurlock - offers no easy 
answers to its statistic that 50% of teachers quit 
within their first three years on the job. It is the 
anti-Hollywood teacher movie, shrugging off the 
suggestion that students would learn more if only 
teachers cared more, worked harder, or stayed 
later. Instead we see in mock-documentary format 
four teachers struggling through an apparently 
typical school year at fictitious Harrison High. 
Although scenes are largely improvised by the 
cast, the film makes clear that getting even one 
child on track is a victory - an inspirational mes- 
sage that also acknowledges there is such a thing 
as too little, too late. On the filmmaking side, 
Steven Schaefer’s inventive DV cinematography 
lends polish to the production, but some of the 
transitions between scenes are rough. Just the 
same, co-writers Akel and Mass are freshmen of 
promise indeed.

SPIDER-MAN 3

Ever since 2004’s Spider-Man 2 became one 
of the rare sequels that bested its predecessor in 
terms of narrative originality and visual audacity, 
expectations have run high for this third entry in the 
series. Having defied the odds once, perhaps it was 
unrealistic to hope for a three-peat. Sadly, Spider- 
Man 3 in no way (except budget) surpasses the 
movie that came before it. Although the movie still 
thrills and sometimes captivates, it is overstuffed 
with story fragments and earthbound dramas that 
have been inserted but then treated like second-tier 
guests at the film’s real party: its gravity-defying 
heroics. In short, there are way too many story- 
lines here, especially for a movie that turns stiff 
whenever it’s on the ground and the shape-shifting 
Sandman (Church) isn’t around.

PROTESTING HIGH PROPERTY TAXES 
- PERSUASIVE EVIDENCE 

Unhappy with your property taxes? Rest assured that 
you are not alone. This first step to protesting your property 
value for property taxes is to file a written protest before the 
deadline (generally May 31st or 30 days after the appraisal 
district mailed a notice of appraised value). Check out last 
week’s segment for more details on filin g a written protest. 

Once the written protest is filed, the property owner 
will have the opportunity to go before the Appraisal 
Review Board. The ARB is a group of citizens appointed 
by the appraisal district’s board of directors who are 
authorized to resolve disputes between taxpayers and 
the appraisal district. The ARB listens to evidence from 
both the property owner/taxpayer and the county’s 
chief appraiser and ultimately determines whether the 
appraisal district has acted properly. 

Be organized, stick to relevant facts, and keep your 
presentation simple and straightforward during the 
ARB hearing. Always remember that the ARB must 
base its decisions on evidence. According to the Texas 
Comptroller’s Office, the kind of evidence the ARB may 
consider persuasive includes the following: 

Defects not mentioned in the district’s survey (cracked 
foundation, inadequate plumbing, etc.) - take photos, 
and/or get supporting statements from builders, contrac- 
tors or appraisers to support your position. 

Incorrect measurements Got size, square footage, etc.) 
- locate deed records, surveys, or blueprints and take 
photos to prove the inaccuracy. 

Comparison properties - is there a big difference 
between the appraised value of your home and others like 
it in your area? If yes, legitimate comparison sales may 
demonstrate that your property was not treated equally. 

Hire professionals - a property owner may want to 
consider hiring an independent appraiser and/or attorney 
if the amount in dispute is significant. 

The ARB will provide at least 15 days notice of the 
hearing date (most hearings are conducted between mid- 
May and late July). The taxpayer will also receive a copy 
of ARB procedures and Texas Property Taxes: Taxpayers’ 
Rights, Remedies and Responsibilities, which will explain 
the hearing process in more detail. Check out the detailed 
information published by the Texas Comptroller’s Office 
(www.window.state.tx.us/taxinfo/proptax/remedy07) to 
learn more about protesting property taxes.

You have to give them credit, at least Hot Topic figured out 
how to identify and merchandise a punk “look.”
